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Look Out Scofflaws!! 


Town Demands 1,400 Pay Up On $41,000 In Parking Tickets

It may have been fun to toss away 
those annoying pieces of paper that 
inevitably cropped up under the wind¬ 
shield wipers of illegally parked cars. It 
may have even looked “cool” to publicly 
tear them in half upon discovery. In fact, 
some parking violators amused them¬ 
selves by blatently ignoring their tickets 
or using them to decorate rear view 
mirrors and dashboards. 

But it would be extremely difficult to 
find a happy ticket scofflaw in town after 
last week. Because late last week, about 
1,400 parking violators were hit with 
some dismal news when they opened 
their mail and discovered that town 
officials intend to collect every penny of 
the $41,559 it is owed in parking fines. 

“We’re following through with every 
single fine,” said Town Clerk Carol 
Thomas who sent notices to 1,406 parking 
violators. Those notices covered a total of 
2,145 unpaid tickets. 

And these notices were not simply 
reminders of overdue fines. In addition to 
notifying violators of the total amount 
they owed, the bills boldly state that 
failure to pay overdue fines or appear 
before a hearings officer by May 28 
would result in additional penalties, the 


most severe one being the inability to 
renew licenses and registrations. 

The unwelcomed news came in two 
separate doses. A batch of notices of fines 
totalling $21,825 mailed last Tuesday 
covered the backlog of overdue fines 
previously owed to Woburn District 
Court before the town assumed 
responsibility for ticket collection Jan. 1. 
That change came about following Town 
Meeting approval of state legislation 
enabling cities and towns to administer 
ticket collection and retain the money 
collected in return for relieving over¬ 
burdened courts. A second batch of 
violation notices mailed Wednesday, 
covered fines owed to the town since Jan. 
1 . 

Most of the fines are for $20 or $40 
since failure to pay $3 and $5 tickets 
within 21 days after they are issued in¬ 
creased the penalty amount to $20. 
Almost every ticket issued was for a 
meter violation. The second most 
popular offense was all night parking. 

A small population of scofflaws will be 
contributing a significant amount of cash 
to the town budget. Eight people owe $200 
or more in fines, about 20 people owe 
over $100 and a very large number of 
people have $60 and $80 bills. 


The notices provoked a variety of 
reactions that kept police station and 
town hall phones ringing steadily. But 
one overall result of the mailings seemed 
to be a decrease in parking violations this 
week. 


“I did notice that I issued much fewer 
parking tickets than I usually do,” ob¬ 
served one police officer as he checked 
the meters Monday. “Yesterday mor¬ 
ning when I went to Renton’s lot to tag, 
there were no violators. That’s very 


unusual. 

“We got a lot of calls from furious 
people at the police station,” he con¬ 
tinued “But what do they expect? We see 
them pass by their cars and smile and 
wave at the tickets in their windshields. 
It's written right on the ticket that the 
penalty goes up to $20 if they don’t pay.” 

That additional penalty for failure to 
pay tickets within 21 days, was the one 
aspect of the situation that infuriated 
ticket recepients the most. 

“We’ve had quite a few calls from 
people who are upset,” Thomas noted. 
“Their main complaint is that they say 
they’re willing to pay the ticket amount 
of three or five dollars but they object to 
the fine. All we can do is refer them for a 
hearing.” 

Richard Kurtz of Winchester Terrace 
whose family owes a total of about $200, 
said he was so angry at the additional 
violation fees and the overnight parking 
rule that he and other neighbors are 
banding together to complain. “I think 
it’s ridiculous to pay all this money,” 
Kurtz said. “My father just throws the 
tickets in his car and they get all over the 
visors and the seat and he does finally get 
around to paying them once in a while, 
but by then all the amounts have gone up. 


I used to just throw them away and 
thought to myself, to hell with it,’ but I 
started getting nervous after I received a 
notice that my three dollar ticket now 
costs twenty.” 

Kurtz said he planned to complain 
about the all-night parking rule which 
does not enable him to park in front of his 
apartment without receiving a ticket. 

“I could see if there was snow on the 
ground or I could see not parking there 
during the day because people have to 
shop, but we’re not bothering anyone 
with our cars parked there at night,” he 
said. “Who wants to park way down at 
the train station? I paid a lot of money for 
my car and the kids hanging out down 
there would butcher it. 

“Maybe they could keep the fine at 
three dollars and do something besides 
this twenty dollar bit.” he added. 

Robert Galante of Bruce road had the 
same problem and was very upset about 
his $120 bill. 

“1 was totallv shocked when I 
received the notice.” Galante said. 
“Some of the tickets 1 received were so 
badly deteriorated that 1 was waiting for 
the bill to come and was shocked a month

Old Purity Supreme Is Leased For Mini-Mall

The scheme could have been cooked 
up by that entrepreneurial genius, P. T. 
Barnum. 

It is a vision on the grandest scale. 
Take the old Purity Supreme building in 
Winchester Center, fill it with 
restaurants, shops, a two-story mall full 
of hanging plants — and, to draw in the 
customers, — a display of antique autos. 

Jack Guilderson of Johnson road 
hopes to make that vision a reality. This 
week, he signed a lease for the old Purity 
building on Shore road, and is plunging 
into architect’s drawings, blue-prints and 
sub-leases to create a new mall in Win¬ 
chester center. 

Guilderson said he hopes to have the 
Purity building renovated and open for 
business by Labor Day. And until then, 
he added, he hopes to use some of the 
space in the building for small shops. 

“Within the next few weeks, I hope to 
be utilizing some of the space in the 
building as best we can,” said 
Guilderson. “We have to pay the mor¬ 
tgage, and we want to get people to 
realize there is something going on 
there.” 

Guilderson said since early February, 
when he began negotiations with Purity, 
he has “lived and breathed the project, 
working 18 to 20 hours a day.” But the 
idea for a mall in the building came to 
him much earlier. 

When the Purity building came up for 
rent, I felt some sort of mall would be the 
best use for it, and the best use for the 
center," said Guilderson. “But who was 
going to do it? 


“Well, I was handy,” he said. And so 
the months of negotiations started, en¬ 
ding in what informed sources say is a 
$250,000, five-year lease. 

Guilderson said that he has been 
working with local architect Terry 
Kracknell of Ml. Vernon street on the 
design of the new mall. Running over his 
plans, he eagerly draws a picture of tired 
shoppers sitting under a rain forest of 
plants, of pushcarts and small 
restaurants dishing out tacos, cheese and 
salads, of shops selling items from other 
countries. 

“We’ll take a piece of the second-level 
flooring out so that as you come in the 
entrance from Shore road you’ll be in a 
sort of two-story hanging garden,” said 
Guilderson. “There will be first-level 
seating there and we’ll use plenty of 
windows on the Shore road side so we can 
have sun for natural lighting. 

“It will be a nice place for shoppers to 
sit and relax,” he added. 

“In back of that open area on the first 
floor will be an open space with seating 
for the restaurants, and around it there 
will be the shops,” Guilderson continued. 
“We’ll use a lot of glass and mirrors to 
keep a spacious feeling.” 

Guilderson has about 10,000 square 
feet on the first floor to hold his shops and 
seating. He said he isn’t sure how many 
stores will go in and notes that he has no 
more than verbal agreements with 
prospective tenants. 

But he has visions of what he would 
like to see on that first floor. 

“It will be a mixture of restaurants, 
boutiques, gift shops - any number of 


things, ’ he said. “I would like to have a 
major tenant — possibly a sporting goods 
store which will sell the types of sporting 
goods people in Winchester buy. 
Anything from Nikes to ski equipment.” 

Guilderson noted that he has been 
talking to a firm to bring in ski equip¬ 
ment. 

He would also like to have a tenant 
that sold heritage gift items — 
“Something that will sell the cultural 
products of the various cultures that 
make up Winchester — I think getting in 
touch with our culture is very im- 


Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson 
has pounded away at the Patten 
Associates’ revaluation figures for the 
past month, believing that he and his 
fellow assessors can make enough 
changes to the figures to make them fair 
and equitable.

“I’d like to have an area that could be 
adaptable for bringing dinner theatre to 
Winchester,” said Guilderson. “Possibly

Connery Scores One 

Rezoning Proposal Fails ToGet 


By SUSAN SCHNECK 

Falling only two votes short of the 
required two thirds majority required for 
passage, a proposal to rezone a portion of 
Main street from the mid-rise apartment 
district to the central business district 
was defeated at Town Meeting Monday. 

Following over an hour of heated 
debate, 103 Town Meeting members 
voted in favor of the rezoning and 54 
voted against the article, leaving the 
final tally just two votes shy of the 105 
needed for passage. 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery urged Town Meeting to 


rezone the area so that '‘existing, non- 
conforming businesses could improve 
and expand and other businesses could 
be built. 

“The point is that this area is a 
natural commercial area but it can’t 
rehabilitate itself because of the present 
zoning restrictions,” he said. “We’ve 
always thought of this area as a 
possibility for multi-use development 
and we believe its potential in terms of 
tax returns and physical appearance is 
much greater than it is now.” 

Multi-use zoning, approved by Town 
Meeting last week, allows a residential 


building to have businesses on the ground 
floor if the developer applies for a permit 
and meets certain town requirements 

The area on Main street that Connery 
and the Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee wanted to rezone is the strip near 
the rotary bounded by Vine street, Park 
street and Elmwood Avenue. That area 
covers the buildings from Bossi’s Exxon 
station to Fells Hardware. 

Despite statements by Connery, 
Planning Board members, Finance 
Committee Chairman Frank Golden and 
several Town Meeting members sup¬ 
porting the rezoning, some members

criticized the article saying it would 
adversely affect neighboring residences. 

In a rather lengthy speech, Town 
Meeting member Jessie Salter (Precinct 
3), objected to the proposed rezoning 
because it would enable multiple-use 
development in the area. Salter lives on 
Wedge Pond road, next to the area 
proposed for rezoning. 

“Last week, Town Meeting approved 
multi-use zoning which would add an 
additional nine feet to the height of 
buildings,” she said. “We’ve had to 
compromise on many things in this area 
always hoping for improvement. But 


Multiple Use Zoning Approved Overwhelmingly 


Winchester is standing behind 
revitalization. 

Town Meeting, after approving the 
spending of $120,000 for a downtown 
parking lot last week, continued to 
support the downtown revitalization plan 
by voting to allow multiple-use 
development in the center. 

Multiple-use, one of the keystones of 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery’s downtown plan, will 
allow new or entirely renovated buildings 
downtown to house both residences and 
stores. 

And judging from their vote. Town 
Meeting members like the plan. 

First, they turned down an amend¬ 
ment to cut out an increased height 
allowance included under multi-use. 
Then they voted overwhelmingly, 113-15, 
to allow multiple-use in a vote which 
greatly exceeded the two-thirds majority 
needed. 

Planning Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall wasted no time in stressing the 
importance of multiple-use to downtdWn 
redevelopment. 

“This by-law will have a direct effect 
on the revitalization of Winchester 


center,” said Crandall. “We must en¬ 
courage development in keeping with the 
character of the center. 

On making his pitch to Town Meeting 
members, Connery explained the 
multiple-use by-law would offer ad¬ 
vantages to developers and the town 
alike. 

“This allows flexibility and provides 
certain opportunities for developers - 
they can integrate housing and retail use 
into one building," said Connery. “But in 
return for giving them that opportunity, 
the town takes back certain things — it 
will require parking and architectural 
control over the design.” 

Connery explained that under present 
zoning requirements, a building in the 
center business district can contain only 
retail and offices — which aren’t 
necessarily the best uses for the center 
buildings. 

“The problem with upper floors is 
they command very low commercial 
rents,” said Connery. “What works on 
the upper floors is residences — certain 
types of apartments work very well.” 

And, Connery continued, new con-

struction in the center which held only 
residences hadn’t worked out either. He 
pointed to the Wedgewood con¬ 
dominiums. which features a garage on 
the first floor to avoid having first-floor 
apartment dwellers who would look out 
at gas stations. 

“Do we want another building raised 
on stilts, or do we want a new com¬ 
mercial front?" Connery asked Town 
Meeting members. 

Connery noted that 31 other com¬ 
munities in the state had implemented 
multiple-use zoning, although few towns 
built in controls as stringent as those in 
the proposed Winchester law. 

And, he added, Winchester itself had 
examples of multiple-use. 

“The best example is the Locatelli 
block, which has apartments, offices and 
stores,” said Connery. “It has worked 
very well.” 

Connery said that to lake advantage 
of the multiple-use zoning, a developer 
would have to include parking (one 
parking space for every 1,200 feet of 
commercial space and 1.5 parking 
spaces for every residentail unit) and 

increased setbacks. In addition 10 per¬ 
cent of the building lot would have to be 
open space. 

Of course, he noted, a developer could 
still chose not to build a multiple-use 
structure, an be bound only by the 
current central business district zoning 
requirements. 

One concession to the developers, 
Connery noted, was a section allowing an 
extra nine feet above the 45-foot height 
limit to be added on the top of the 
building, if parking was included in the 
structure. 

Connery said he wanted to encourage 
developers to create parking in or around 
their buildings, to ease the shortage of 


parking spaces downtown. 

But the increased height allowance 
upset a few Town Meeting members, as 
Francis Cullen moved to cut out that 
section of the proposed law. 

“A 54-foot building would be 
uneasthetic from some angles,” said 
Cullen. “I am concerned with the effect 
such a building would have if it were built 
next to a three-story building.” 

But Cullen’s motion lost on a voice 
vote, after Town Meeting members 
heard an endorsement of multiple-use 
from one of their own, Town Meeting 
member and former Planning Board 
Chairman Otto Schaffer. 

“As you know, I was opposed to multi¬ 
use zoning when it came up in the past,” 
said Schaffer. “But I must congratulate 
the proponents of this article for coming 
up with imaginative ways to see that a 
multiple-use building doesn’t come out as 
a cold water flat.” 

Schaffer said eliminating the height 
allowance would “Cripple the in¬ 
ducement to development,” and added 
that other sections of the zoning law 
would minimize the impact of a taller 
building. 

Schaffer explained that the town 
allows a building’s total square footage to 
be no more than twice the area of the lot 
it is built on. 

“You must appreciate that you will 
not be looking at a monolith that goes up 
to 54 feet,” said Schaffer. “As the 
building goes up in stories, it goes down 
in the amount of lan it can cover. The 
control squeezes the size of the building 
as it goes up.” 

Schaffer’s appeal apprently fell upon 
receptive ears. First, the Town Meeting 
members turned down Cullen’s motion. 

And then, by a nearly eight-to-one 
margin, they made multiple-use a reality 
in downtown development. 


->nce again, we’ll be blocked in, or 
blocked out, — whatever the case might 
be. The neighbors are definitely opposed 
to the height.” 

If a permit for multi-use development 
was granted, a developer could construct 
a 54-foot building if the bottom floor was 
going to be used for parking. Under 
present zoning rules, the height limit for 
that area is 45 feet. If the zoning change 
had passed, the height limit would still 
have been 45 feet, unless a special multi¬ 
use permit was issued 

“We’re not changing the height 
limit,” Connery stressed. “We’re simply 
looking at the reality of the situation. It’s 
traditionally been a business area which 
has been handicapped by zoning.” 

Several Town Meeting members 
agreed that many of the buildings were 
handicapped as evidenced by the con¬ 
dition of their exteriors. 

"It seems to me that what we are 
talking about is the single ugliest part of 
Winchester,’’ said Town Meeting 
member Robert S. Frank Jr. (Precinct 5) 
“And it seems to me that we have been 
offered an opportunity to take a decent 
shot at developing the ugliest piece of 
property downtown. We should not miss 


his opportunity.” As Frank finished his 
speech, the high school auditorium 
erupted into loud applause 

Planning Board Chairman Marion 
Crandall agreed with that argument. 
“We want the residents to realize that 
this is a way to activate revitalization 
Connery also pointed out that nearly 
every parcel of land from the downtown 
rotary to the Woburn line is zoned for 
industrial or commercial use except the 
area of Main street under rezoning 
consideration That area used to be 
commercially zoned but was changed to 
midrise apartment district zoning 10 
years ago. 

“At that time, I think the concept was 
wise," Connery said explaining that town 
officials thought the area might provide a 
good location for downtown apartments. 
“But with the subesquent construction of 
the Winchester Savings Bank and Purity 
Supreme and the growth of other 
businesses in the area, it has reverted 
back to what it always has been — a 
commercial area.” 

But although a majority of Town 
Meeting members favored the article, 
the motion did not draw the two thirds 
majority needed for passage.

School Athletic Budget Cut 
Without Harming Programs 


WHS Blaze Causes $2500 In Damages 


A fumble of fortune let the the School 
Committee comply with the reduced 
athletic budget set by the Finance 
Committee without losing a coach, a 
sport, or, maybe, a game. 

Assistant Superintendent Jack Fallon 
told the committee Tuesday there would 
be $30,000 worth of previously unan¬ 
ticipated leeway in next year’s sports 
athletic budget. After its original 
proposal for $204,984, the committee 
voted unanimously to approve the Fin 
Com request of a $174,984 budget to send 
to Town Meeting. 

Fallon explained to the committee 
that the unexpected $30,000 worth of 
maneuvering room came from three 
sources not known as of last week: an 
additional $15,000 of cash balance 
estimated for the end of Fiscal year 1983 
(July 1, ’82 to June 31, ’83): $8,000 from 
an arithmetic error on Fallon’s part; 
and, $7,000 worth of cuts that he 
suggested could be made in the equip¬ 
ment and repairs budget. 

Fallon said that the estimated cash 
balance would be $15,000 greater than 
known last week because sports revenues 
would be significantly greater and that 
certain operating costs, officials and 
supplies mainly, would be lower. Five 
football games are expected to bring in 
$1,000 each and another $1500 is thought 
to be “fairly achievable’’ through 
revenue from basketball games, ac¬ 
cording to Fallon. 

“That’s very conservative,” said 
Athletic Director William Colella about 
the expected revenue. “We’re expecting 
another very,very good football team 
and a very good basketball team.” 

Participating in his ninth budget 
presentation, Fallon said his $8,000 
miscalculation was just a simple error. 
“I made an $8,000 miscalculation, it’s as 
simple as that.” 

He explained the $7,000 cut recom¬ 
mendation as “probably the one cut of 
any size that doesn’t affect safety or 
performance.” 

The equipment and supplies budget, 
“one of those items that are deferrable,” 
in Fallon’s words, is to be cut by $3,000. 
The additional $4,000 will come out of the 
repairs and cleaning budget. 

School Superintendent William 
MacDonald expresses his support of the 
$30,000 budget cut, but other committee 
members raised questions about the cash 
estimates, a possibly expendable $1,500 
in the transportation budget, the length 
of seasons, and option of imposing users 
fees on student athletes. 


Td love to look at the optimistic side 
of things, but then there’s the realistic 
side,” said Committee Member Con¬ 
stance Papas about the sports revenue 
estimates. 

Fallon and Colella assured her that 
the revenue estimates were conservative 
and said that as far as expenses went. “I 
can assure you we won’t overrun ex 
ponses,” Fallon said. 

Committee Member Sandra Rodgers 
asked about 1,500 in the transportation 
budget which she said might be used as a 
“buffer.” Colella said adamantly that he 
opposed such a measure. 

“When Jack (Fallon) showed me 
these figures I was shouting for hap 
piness because I didn’t have to touch 
transportation.” 

Committee Member Mary Jean 
Weylman then brought the subjects of 
season length and user fees. She 
suggested that scrimmages could be 
reduced at the season's beginning to cut 
transportation costs. The subject of 
user’s fees brought on a lengthier 
discussion ending with some members 
calling for a committee consensus on the 
issue. 

“1 ran into a person from the fin com 
and they’re definitely after user’s fees,” 
she remarked. “I think the school 
committee should be prepared for that ." 

Most committee members expressed 
their opposition to user's fees on a 
variety of grounds, but remarks by 
Papas and Committee member 
Catherine Alexander brought the con¬ 
sensus discussion to an end. 

“To bind the committee in a really 
unknown environment,” Papas said, “is 
not appropriate at this time.” 

“I really don't think that this is the 
appropriate time to take any kind of 
vote,” Alexander commented.

Town Hall Nominated To National Register 


In April, the Winchester Historical 
Commission filed papers with the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission in 
support of the nomination of the Town 
Hall to the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

With the approval and support of the 
Board of Selectmen and local preser¬ 
vation groups the nomination papers will 
be forwarded by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission to Washington for 
consideration by the National Park 
Service. 


Listing on the National Register for 
the Town Hall would provide several 
benefits for Winchester. Such a listing 
insures national recognition of 
significant architectural and historical 
assets. It also stimulates local awareness 
of the town’s architectural assets and 
arouses interest in finding alternate uses 
for distinctive buildings should such a 
need ever exist. 

Registered buildings are protected 
from adverse effect by any federally 
funded, licensed or assisted undertaking. 


Furthermore, registered buildings are 
eligible to apply for 50 percent matching 
geants-in-aid for historic preservation 
funds from the National Park Service 
and the Mill’ for the encouragement and 
appropriate treatment and maintenance 
of these significant structures. The 
Woburn Public Library, which is listed 
on the National Register, is making use 
ol matching funds from a National Park 
Service grant for part of its renovation 
project.

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Hospital Begins Garage Construction Late

Winchester Hospital finally began 
construction of its two-story. 305-car 
garage last Friday — one month behind 
schedule. 

Garage construction was to have 
started in March as part of the hospital’s 
$23 million expansion and upgrading 
project, but .ill plans were abruptly 
halted three weeks ago. by an appeal 
filed by a health advisory agency. 

Although the appeal only addressed 
one of the primary components of the 
plan — construction ot a wing to house 2H 
new medical surgical beds - the appeal 
temporarily stopped the entire project. 

But last Friday, the garage was 
removed from the appeal, and ev- 
cuations for the footing of the garage 
began while attorneys continue to battle 
over legalities. 

According to Winchester Hospital 
president Jack Hunter, the delay did not 
damage his plans. 

“We had hoped to start the garage in 
March and actually we got underway in 
April so that's not too bad,” said Hunter, 
“it s now progressing on schedule so I’m 
quite pleased.” 

Hunter, however, was not pleased 
about the additional headaches he had to 
deal with as a rssult of the appeal. 

The Health Planning Council For 
Greater Boston (HPCFGB), a federally- 
funded health advisory agency, filed the 
appeal with the State Health Facilities 
Appeals Board, which immediately 
stopped the project. 

No hearing date has yet been set and 
Hunter hopes the matter will be resolved 
before August or September when 
construction of the new wing is scheduled 


to begin. 

The HPCFGB filed the claim to 
prevent the hospital from going ahead 
with their state-approved plans for 28 
additional beds. The bed addition would 
raise the number of licensed beds in the 
Hospital from 191 to219. 

The Massachusetts Dept, of Public 
Health approved the hospital’s entire 
expansion plans last January following a 
17-month review process. That approval 
was granted despite the HPCFGB’s 
obejetions to the bed addition. As an 
advisory agency, the HPCFGB reviewed 
the plans and made recommendations to 
the Health Department. They approved 
of the entire plan except the bed addition. 

According to the HPCFGB, the Health 
Dept.’s approval of the 28 beds violates 
the State Health Plan (SUP) which 
dictates health policies. The suit asks the 
appeals board to send Winchester 
Hospital’s applications back to the 
Health Dept, ‘‘for action consistent with 
the state's health plan and applicable 
statues and regualtions.” 

In their appeal, the HPCFGB states 
that the -- region including Winchester 
has an excess of hospital beds and that 
the SUP specifically calls for reduced 
hospital growth as a strategy for 
lowering patient costs. 

“By granting approval of the ad¬ 
ditional beds, the Health Dept, is 
ignoring the state health plan which calls 
for limiting growth in the hospital system 
as a cost containment strategy,” said 
HPCFGB Public Relations Director 
Harry Castlcman. “Especially in areas 
where no new beds are needed. 

We have found an excess of beds in the 
area which serves Winchester and it 


becomes necessarry to take a stand to 
support these findings,” he added. 

While Hunter agreed that the region 
does have an excess of hospital beds, he 
argued that Winchester Hospital has a 
deficit of beds and is often forced to turn 
away patients as a result. 

“We have never disagreed with the 
claim that the state is overbedded, but 
unfortunately, the beds are not where 
they belong," Hunter said. “We are 
actually running ahead of last year as far 
as occupancy and frequency of having to 


cancel or postpone scheduled ad¬ 
missions. 

“We’re six months into the new 
operating year, and the situation has 
worsened,” he stressed. 

Hunter said also that the opening of 
the Lahey Clinic did not affect the 
hospital’s occupancy level despite the 
fact that the clinic is located fairly close 
to Winchester. 

“I say the same thing today as I have 
said before and I have the numbers to 
prnvo if “ he stated “Thp impart of the 


Lahey Clinic has not affected our census 
one bit. 

I remain as confident as I was several 
years, ago, that we’re entitled to the 
beds,” he continued. “And I know of no 
violations committed on our part or the 
part of the public health dept, as far as 
the 29 beds are concerned. ” 

Hunter noted that the appeal does not 
accuse Winchester Hospital of any action 
inconsistent with state regulations. 

“The appeal is suggesting that the 
dept.of public health did not follow ap¬ 


plicable guidelines and rules, and 
regulations in approving the beds,” he 
pointed out. “So the charge is really 
against the dept. of public health. 

“Unfortunately, that leaves us in the 
middle ” he added The only thing I can 
say is that the attorneys for the hospital 
are on top of this and are anxious to bring 
it to an early conclusion and I remain 
confident that we ll be able to go ahead 
with the new wing in August or Sept, of 
this year. 


TM Quickly Approves Two Development Rules 


Two zoning changes were over¬ 
whelmingly approved at Town Meeting 
Monday night following very little 
debate. 

By a 149-8 vote, members approved a 
zoning change which allows buildings to 
be five stories high, rather than three 
stories high, the present maximum. The 
change does not affect the 45-foot height 
limit. 

That change was quickly followed up 
by a change in the parking requirement 
for new building construction. By a 149-6 
vote, an article was approved which 
requires developers to provide off-street 
parking to accommodate new con¬ 
struction. 

Planning Board members Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
urged favorable action on both articles. 

Proponents of the article on the 
number of stories allowed in a 45-foot 
building argued that the change would

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reflect the reality that stories in most 
buildings today are nine feet high. They 
also stressed that the change would 
enable buildings to take up less land, 
thereby freeing up space which would be 
used for walkways, landscaping and 
parking. 

“The way the by-law is written now, 
the only buildings which could be con¬ 
structed would be short, squat designs 
with no open space on the ground,” 
Connery said. “Let us keep the present 
height limit, but allow some flexibility 
and open space. 

But Town Meeting member Sergei P. 
Sorokin (Precinct 2) claimed that five- 
story, 45-foot buildings would be 
“inadequate” because they would limit 
the type of businesses which could utilize 
them. 

“I could see how a building like 5 
stories would be appropriate for smaller 
shops, but if we want to revitilize the 
downtown, we have to allow for grander 
commercial spaces,” he said. Sorokin 
then proposed an amendment to change 
the five-story limit to four stories. 

Saying that he agreed with the 
amendment, Town Meeting member 
Charles Tseckares (Precinct 3) warned 
Town Meeting members not to miss an 
“important but subtle” aspect of the 
article. 


“The whole point is that for a given 
height of a building, there ia certain 
intensity of use,” he said. “We don’t have 
many opportunities in town for open 
space and this change permits a person 
to build one more floor for the same 
height, thereby releasing land. 

The amendment was defeated on a 
voice vote and the article was sub¬ 
sequently approved, changing the story 
requirement in 45-foot tall buildings to 


five floors. 

The new parking change says that off 
street parking space must be provided 
for every 1,200 square feet of floor space 
for all new construction in the central 
business district. 

“Presently, there is no requirement 
for parking in the downtown area and we 
can no longer afford that extravagance,” 
said Crandall. “The town must address 
its parking problems and require parking 
in new or expanded buildings.” 


School Budget Explained 


This year’s school budget surgery was 
disected by assistant Jack Fallon 
Tuesday night. 

The report was requested by com¬ 
mittee Chairman Roger Bauman who 
asked Fallon to describe the “sequence 
of budget” cutting measures that led to 
the proposed $9.5 million budget. 

Fallon said the process occurred in 
essentially three stages. The first stage 
was the submission of a proposed 
$9,751,758 budget in February. The first 
revision came within a month as a result 
of meetings with Town Manager Tom 
Groux producing a reduction of $140,000

that lowered the overall figure to 
$9,611,758, Fallon said. 

Of the $140,000 to be cut, $40,000 came 
from capital equipment and $100,000 
were reductions yet to be specified by the 
committee at the time. 

The third revision came from a 
Finance Committee request to cut 
another $134,820, which reduced the 
budget to $9,446,693. 

Fallon reported that the $140,000 in 
unspecified cuts and the $134,820 Fin 
Comm reduction resulted in the following 
cuts: $99,750 from sabbaticals; $52,000 
from assorted minor expenses; $33,926 
from the energy budget; $15,000 for 
removing the McCall Junior High School 
Alternate Education Program; $ 12,144 
for removal of the Winchester High 
School Program; $6,100 for removal of a 
Business Department aid; $5,000 
removed from the tuition account; $4,800 
for the reduction of 1.5 custodians; $3,000 
from Special Ed. medical budget; $2,000 
from the general Special Ed. budget; 
and, $1,0100 from the Professional 
Development budget. 

The committee then voted 
unanimously to begin an expectedly 
drawn out executive session to discuss 
negotiations with the Teacher’s 
Association.

Memories Of A Grandmother Never Met But Always Known 


B.V TERRY MAROTTA 

Mothers’ Day approaches, 
and 1 am looking back. 

Not to my own mother right 
now, but to hers my grand¬ 
mother, a woman I never met, 
born in the 1870’s, but living and 
real for me in ways that defy 
explanation. 

Her name was Caroline, 
Caroline Theresa, and my mom 
is named for her. So is my 
daughter, for that matter. And so 
am I. Though it’s a name I’ve 
never been called, still I’m glad I 
have it. I keep it tucked away, as 
if for best, the way a housewife 
might do with the fine old china. 

Her name was Caroline, and 
Carrie was what they called her. 
The story goes that she herself 
was named for someone, her 


mother’s best friend back in 
Ireland, a little girl that woman 
had loved as a child and said 
goodbye to, when the hunger 
grew too harsh and her family 
sailed for America during the 
famine. 

Her last name was Maloney, 
and so our initials are the same. 
The chance visitor who notes the 
monogram on my silver dresser 
set, the embroidered CTM on my 
tablecloths, may think these 
things are mine. They’re not, 
though; they’re hers. I 
sometimes imagine her sitting at 
various dressing tables in the 
cool sepia shadows of the 
nineteenth century and brushing 
her long hair out with these 
bit in the wind, leaning forward 
confidently in the driver’s seat,

. . . Carrie Maloney. She was 
beautiful, according to 
photographs, with bright blue 
eyes and a fine frank smile. She 
met my grandfather in college, 
normal school they called it then. 
They were training to be 
teachers. 

He later went on to law 
school, but she did teach — 
taught in a one-room 
schoolhouse in the Berkshires. 
I’ve a picture of her in my living 
room taken on the way home 
from school one day, in fact. She 
sits alone in her buggy, the horse 
appearing grateful for the rest. 
She looks happy in this frozen 
moment, squinting slightly into 
the sun, wisps of hair blowing a 


the reins held loosely in her 
hand. 

Life must have seemed fine to 
her then. 

By 1910, she had herself a 
whole family: children six years 
old, four, two-and-a-half and one. 
She was expecting her fifth child 
in the fall, and her husband had 
been named a judge, the 
youngest man ever to have been 
so honored here in the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Life must have seemed sweet, 
sweet and rich, like the first 
dipper of milk from the bucket 
brought just now from the 
barn. . . 

The Fourth of July weekend 
arrived that year, and it brought 
a hot spell uncharacteristic for 
those cool elevations. It brought 


a day at the big parade with papa 
for the four little ones. And it 
brought for Carrie a case of 
toxemia, uremic poisoning was 
what they said later. 

I know all this because it’s 
recorded in my grandfather’s 
diary: his arriving home to find 
her gone; his frantic trip into the 
hospital where she’d been 
rushed; his finding her flushed 
and delirious. And what she said 
to him, with so much difficulty 
over a swollen tongue: 

“I don’t want to leave you, 
Michael. I don’t want to leave 
you and the children.” 

But leave them she did. She 
died that night. 

She left four babies behind 
and she took the fifth one with 
her. 


She’s buried not far from here 
with that child in her arms. 
“Caroline Theresa Maloney 
Sullivan” the stone says, “And 
Her Infant Daugher.” 

She was 31. 

Over 70 years she’s been 
dead, but I think of her today 

My mother has her smile. My 
sister has her coloring. My 
daughter has her nickname. 

And I? I have her monogram, 
some of her silver, a few of her 
linens . . . and an inescapable 
sense that though we never met, 
I know her somehow. 

And she knows me.

later to get this big bill in the mail. 

"I think it’s ridiculous that 1 have no 
place to park that’s not a mile away from 
my house,” he continued. “I called up 
and raised hell and I’m going to try to 
fight it. I’m willing to pay the fine, but not 
the 350 percent tax on it.” 

Others were not too surprised to 
receive the bills. And they have decided 
to reform their illegal parking habits. 

“I knew they’d catch up with me 
sometime, but I was hoping it would take 
longer,” said James Heath of Medford, 
whose fine amounts to $240. "I don’t 
remember receiving about four of the 
tickets, but since I didn’t pay the others, I 
won’t contest them. I have found a new 
parking space, though ” 

John Zarseof New Hampshire has also 
found a new parking space and said he 
plans to make sure he never receives a 
bill like the $140 one sent to him last 
week. “From now on, I’ll pay my tickets 
on time, if I should happen to get any to 
avoid the extra $17,” Zarse stressed. I 
was a little surprised to get the notice, 
but I did know I owed the money. I just 
didn’t think they took the tickets so 
seriously. No, I’ll try to avoid getting 
tickets as much as possible.” of Reading 
Dave Leeco of Reading was in sur¬ 
prisingly high spirits for someone who 
owes the town $340 — the third largest 
parking fine. He even admitted feeling a 
little happy with the amount of his fines, 
regretting that he did not have the 
highest bill in town.

collection to the town and I knew that 
Woburn court had seven file drawers 
filled with tickets from the town. So, first 
I was banking on the town not accepting 
the ticket responsibility. When they did, I 
briefly considered paying my tickets but 
I had heard a rumor that the town would 
look at the backlog and the time and 
effort it takes to process them and forget 
it. 

"But, I’ve given up my illegal parking 
ways and I now park my car in the Jenks 
Center,” he added. ”1 was hoping that 
with all the money I have to pay, I could 
at least have the pleasure of being the 
number one violator." 

But “number one’ was not too happy 
with his predicament. Robert Ferreira of 
Main street said his future looked quite 
bleak if he could not successfully appeal 
his $560 fine. 

"This is terrible,” he said. “I can’t 
afford to pay this fine on my salary. I’m 
willing to pay the $118 in parking tickets, 
but not the $560 - it’s an infringement of 
my right to park in front of my home.” 

it Decision 

"I agree 100 percent with Mrs. Duval, 
we have been going around in circles for 
three or four weeks,” said Josephson. 
“We have to list what our choices are, 
what the ramifications of those choices 
will be. 

"We have a couple of choices — go 
with it or don’t go with it,” he continued. 
“What happens when we make those 
choices?” 

Carlson said that one possibility w ould 
be the estimated tax bill legislation 
passed by the state legislature and 
signed by Gov. Edward King last week. 

The law allows communities un¬ 
dergoing revaluation which cannot issue 
spring tax bills “because of significant 
technical deficiencies in the revaluation 
process” to send out estimated bills, 
similar to those sent out by Winchester 
last fall. 

The tax bills would be based on an 
estimate by the state Commissioner of 
Revenue of the full and fair cash value of 
the town. That estimate, according to the 
legislation, is to be based on “the best

tendent of a building in the center, he 
needed continuous access to his car for 
tools or to buy parts. 

“I can’t win no matter what I do,” he 
stated. “No matter where I park I have to 
pay, whether its tickets or broken win¬ 
dows, or I have to subject my wife to 
harrassment.” 

Although the town will receive ad¬ 
ditional funds from all the ticket 
violators, Town Comptroller A1 Faggiano 
said the amount was not exactly cause 
for celebration. He also predicted that 
the revenues from parking violations 
would decrease over time. 

"I think you’ll find a great deal more 
efficiency with the town handling the 
ticket collection,” Faggiano said. In 
court, the tickets kept piling up and a guy 


could owe $50 or more and he would not 
get a notice, but when the town sees the 
tickets piling up, there is no doubt that 
much more immediate action will be 
taken. 

Faggiano said the town budgeted 
$4,400 to pay a Burlington computer firm 
to process the tickets from Jan. 1 to June 
30 and that the fiscal 1983 July l to June 
30, 1983 budget includes $8,000 for ticket 
processing. 

When ticket collection was handled by 
Woburn court last year, the town 
collected $32,746 in revenue from tickets 
Faggiano said next year’s budget 
projections for ticket revenues will in¬ 
crease and he estimated that the town 
could collect $50,000 for the first year, but 
that amount would probably decrease. 

“It could easily reach $50,000 or better 
but people will only pay for so long before 
it will level off,” he said. “There will 
come a point when the people will get 
tired of paying the fines and they won’t 
illegally park their cars.” 


available information.” 

But Carlson added that the bill might 
not help Winchester. 

“The timing of this estimated value 
may take as long as having us work on 
the program,” he said. “I also don’t know 
what they mean by ‘best available in¬ 
formation’. They might say this (the 
Patten appraisal) is the best.” 

Assessor George Andersen warned 
that one section of the law might prevent 
Winchester from taking advantage of the 
estimated tax bill. The law states that to 
send out estimated bills, a town must not 
have received “the commissioner’s 
certification of its values” by April 1. 

Although Winchester has not yet 
received final certification from the 
state, Andersen pointed out that the town 
did receive preliminary certification. "I 
don’t think this even applies to us,” he 
said. 

Andersen, for his part, will explore 
the computer program, trying to come 
with a set of numbers he feels is better 
than Patten’s final value.

"Any number using the five com¬ 
parables is worthless,” said Andersen, 
referring to the five sales prices of 
similar homes used by Patten to arrive at 
the assessments. 

Instead, Andersen proposed to look at 
the MRA (multiple regression analysis) 
figures worked out for the assessments. 
The MRA is arrived at by assigning 
values to each feature of a home, such as 
number of bedrooms and bathrooms, 
style and location, and adding them 
together for a final value. 

Although the prices values assigned to 
each feature come from the sales data 
which provided the comparables, 
Andersen said he felt the MRA figure was 
more equitable, “because it was applied 
across the town.” 

But if the MRA figures don’t work, 
Andersen said he would prefer to use a 
state estimate — even if it means the 
town’s budget is short by millions — 
rather than "stick the town with a bad 
assessment.” 

"We should take two steps back, go 
with the option the state has given us, and 
come back with an assessment for Fiscal 
1983,” said Andersen. "It would be better 
than sticking the town with a bad 
assessment in the long run.”

With 
Burlington’s defeat of Wakefield, all the 
Winchester nine had to do was beat 
Melrose, a team with a record identical 
to the Sachems 4-2.

Final Four. 

A West Virginia squad led by Jerry 
West defeated the “Back Bay Kids,’’ 86- 
82, despite a 22-point effort by Cumings. 
Cumings and Leaman were named to the 
All-Tournament team. 

A three-year starter and a sixth-round 
draft choice by the Boston Celtics, 
Cumings finished second on the team in 
scoring (13.2) to Leaman and second to 
Washington in rebounding (8.3) his 
senior year. His junior year, he led the 
Terriers in both categories averaging 
15.1 points and 7.2 rebounds. The 6-6 
forward averaged 9.0 points and 5.9 
rebounds his sophomore year. 

A Marines Corps veteran, Cumings 
achievements were heightened by the 
fact he was married and father of two. 

“Bob Cumings was a leader of the 1959 
team, not only by word, but also by 
deed,” said his head coach Matt Zunic. 
“Being a married man with children, 
Bob had to make many sacrifices both on 
and off the court. To his credit, he 
overcame many hardships to attain 
great success, not only personal but also 
for his team.” 

A native of Wellesley, Cumings turned 
down an offer from Red Auerbach and 
the Celtics. Today, he is the president of 
the Greater Boston Convention and 
Tourist Bureau. Prior to that ap¬ 
pointment, Cumings worked at his alma 
mater as Director of Alumni Affairs. 

Cumings graduated from Noble and 
Greenough School and holds a bachelor’s 
degree from the School of Management. 
He currently makes his home in Win- 
cheser and s a former president of the 
Fast Break Club, the booster group of the 
Boston U. basketball program.

The 
seller keeps checking 
with the buyer, but gets 
the same story ... he 
can't seem to get the 
money. Days drag into 
weeks, and weeks go 
into months. Soon it be 
comes apparent that the 
buyer really doesn't 
want to buy the property 
and is using the finding 
of a loan as an excuse to 
stall. 

In order to avoid this, 
a contingency clause in 
the contract should al¬ 
low the buyer a certain 
time period to get a loan 
OR allow the seller to 
get a loan for the buyer!

“It’s the perfect set-up — the carts 
could be stored on the premises, or they 
could be wheeled up the ramp in the 
morning and back out in the afternoon.”

Nuke Freeze Film 
Raises Concerns 

Over 120 people attended a showing of 
the film “Eight Minutes to Midnight” at 
the Winchester High School Auditorium 
on Friday, April 30, sponsored by the 
Winchester Unitarian Church. 

A dramatic documentary about Dr. 
Helen Caldicott, pediatrician, nuclear 
activist and President of the Physicians 
for Social Responsibility, it followed Dr. 
Caldicott in America and abroad, from 
1978-80, as she campaigned to educate 
both physicians and the public of the 
dangers of radiation for ourselves, our 
children and future generations. 

At first Dr. Caldicott was concerned 
and fearful of the effects of nuclear 
power, but she later moved on to the 
“ultimate issue” — that of the ever in¬ 
creasing possibility of nuclear war. 

Today the U.S.A. and U.S.S.R. possess 
50,000 weapons. In half an hour a fraction 
of these weapons can destroy all cities in 
the northern hemisphere. Dr. Caldicott 
said “nuclear war can only create the 
final medical epidemic for which there 
will be no cure.” She spoke eloquently of 
our responsibility to make a total com¬ 
mitment to save this planet which she, 
and many others, see in danger of an¬ 
nihilation. 

The nuclear freeze movement is a 
first step in this defection. The Win¬ 
chester Citizens for a Mutual Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze have already collected 
2,000 signatures in Winchester on the 
nuclear weapons freeze petition. 
Volunteers are needed for the door to

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Assessors Move Toward Certifying Revaluation 


By DAVE LEECO 

The Board of Assessors finally 
decided it has done all it can to fix Patten 
Associates’ controversial revaluation of 
Winchester. 

On Friday, the board voted 2-1 to 
“immediately take whatever steps are 
necessary to request state certification” 
of tfie town’s assessment. 

On that same day, board members 
delivered their residential assessment 
figures to Patten’s computer sub¬ 
contractor, Finnegan Associates of 
Acton. After those numbers are 
processed and the final assessment 
figures returned to the assessors, they 
will ask the state for certification. 

The figures sent to Finnegan contain 
approximately 860 changes the assessors 
made to adjust the figures, on the impact 
notices Patten sent to residents last 
February. 

One vote — that of newly-elected 
Assessor Sherman Josephson — tipped 
the board toward certification. 

The other two members of the board, 
Chairman Werner Carlson and George 
Andersen, had already taken their 
positions on certification. 

Andersen, complaining that the 
method used by Patten to arrive at the 
assessments was hopelessly muddled, 
had repeatedly stated he would not vote 


for certification until all the problems in 
the assessment were corrected. 

Carlson, on the other hand, said that 
he felt the final assessment figures, if not 
the program, were adequate. And he 
worried publicly about town financial 
problems which could result from delays 
in certification and mailing out tax bills. 

So when Josephson handed out a 
prepared statement that he would vote 
for certification, Andersen knew he was 
beaten. He didn’t even try to convince his 
fellow assessors not to certify the 
assessment. Instead, he simply stated “I 
cannot be a party to this motion.” 

Josephson stated that in reaching his 
decision, he had asked himself “over and 
over, during the past two weeks 
especially, ‘What are the choices and 
alternatives for the assessors?”’ 

The answer he arrived at was that 
despite the presence of both high and low 
valuations in the assessment, the 
revaluation should be certified. 

“Iam not so naive as to believe that 
there are ‘no highs and no lows’ out there 
today which we are not aware of,” wrote 
Josephson in his statement. “We will 
attempt to locate those and correct them. 

“Even then some will still exist, and I 
defy anyone to introduce me to a system 
that will produce nothing but perfect, 
non-debatable 100 percent assessments 
which will result in 100 percent happiness 



The Letter 
That Swung 
The Vote 

Assessor Sherman Josephson outlined 
his reasons for voting for the Board of 
Assessors to move toward certification in 
a letter which he handed to his fellow 
Board members Friday afternoon. 

As a result of Jospehson’s statement, 
the assessors voted 2-1 to proceed toward 
certification of the Patten Associates’ 
revaluation of Winchester. 

The following is the text of 
Josephson’s letter:

and satisfaction,” the memo continued. 

Noting that he felt “the assessments 
overall look acceptable,” Josephson 
stated that when he weighed the con¬ 
sequences of not going for certification 
against applying for it, he decided that 
rejection of the revaluation was not 
worth it. 

He, like Carlson, pointed to the dollars 
and funds lost by delay in certification. 
And then he requested action 

”1 therefore move that this Board of 
Assessors immediately take whatever 
steps are necessary to request state 
certification ... in order that we may 
proceed with the issuance of. . . tax bills 
reflecting these new assessments,” 
Josephson stated. 

Despite the debate which has 
surrounded the assessment for 10 weeks, 
and the crowds of 10 to 20 citizens who 
regularly watched the assessors’ everj 
move during their meetings, the vote for 
certification was taken in a virtually 
empty room. 

But when the citizens caught up to the 
assessors during their Monday night 
meeting, they had harsh words for the 
decision. 

“You’re going to have a hard time 
convincing people you weren’t bowing to 
pressure from (Town Manager) Tom 
Groux to get the tax bill out,” said 
Woodside ave. resident John France. 


Donna Duval of Lorena rd. pointed out 
that even though the assessors had said 
many times that they were more con¬ 
cerned about low valuations then high 
ones because homeowners with low 
valuations wouldn’t complain and be 
foundout they raised few assessments. 

Out of the 864 assessments changed by 
the assessors, only 38 were raised, ac¬ 
cording to Carlson. 

Duval added that Josephson had 
stated in his letter that there were highs 
and lows in the assessment, and that he 
seemed surprised when he discovered 
Friday there were only 38 assessments 
raised. Josephson admitted “it still 
surprises me when I think about it.” 

“If you’ve only found 38 properties to 
raise, do you think you’ve done a good 
enough job on the review?” asked Duval. 
“Do you still think the numbers are good 
enough to go for certification?" 

Josephson replied that he stood 
behind his statement. Andersen, the only 
board member to vole against cer¬ 
tification, said there were probably 300 
properties valued too high, and 
reiterated his objection to the entire 
residential assessment. 

And Carlson, answered “We are 
sending in the best ones we can send in at 
this time." 

“At this time," echoed Duval and 
France, shaking their heads 


Buy Votes In Town Elections 


Money Did Not

Whether or not money can buy hap¬ 
piness is debatable, but it definitely could 
not buy an office in last March’s town 
election. 

Unlike recent town elections where 
virtually all successful candidates were 
the top spenders during the campaign the 
last town election had mixed results. 
Board of Selectmen and School Com¬ 
mittee victors did not raise and spend the 
most money during their campaigns, 
while Board of Assessor and Planning 
Board candidates did. 

Although some of the victors raised 
more than their competitors, most of the 
candidates claimed that money does not 
necessarily breed victory. And the 
campaign finance reports filed at Town 
Hall seemed to back up those claims. 

“The revenues raised during cam¬ 
paigns are an important factor but there 
is not a direct correlation between the 
money spent and the results,” said Ed 
O’Connell, who along with Selectman 
candidates Mark Lombardi and Wade 


Welch raised and spent close to $2,000 to 
get re-elected. 

“Raising money is a sign of being a 
successful campaigner,” he continued. 
The costs of running for the Board of 
Selectmen are very high. I give an awful 
lot of my life to Winchester and I don’t 
think I should take all the money out of 
my pocket. A lot of people recognize that 
the campaign costs are high and they are 
willing to help defray those costs — it’s a 
sign of appreciation. 

“I don’t think there is a direct 
correlation (between winning an election 
and raising money),” he stressed. “I 
think that would be an invalid con¬ 
clusion.” 

That viewpoint was also shared by 
Wade Welch, who was defeated in that 
same election. 

“There is absolutely no correlation,” 
he insisted. “Mark (Lombardi) raised 
and spent as much money as me but I lost 
by about 650 votes. You don’t attribute 
that to a $200 difference in spending. I 
had three years visibility in town and fair 


press.” 

Welch, in fact, raised and spent more 
than his competitors during the cam¬ 
paign for Board of Selectmen. Welch 
raised and spent $1955, followed by 
O’Connell raising $1605 and spending 
$1937. Lombardi came in third place, 
raising $1457 and spending $1378 for his 
successful election. Jack Murphy raised 
$262 and spent $364 during his un¬ 
successful campaign for Board of 
Selectman. 

In the campaign for the Board of 
Assessors, successful candidate Sher¬ 
man Josephson raised and spent more 
than his unsuccessful opponent, Joseph 
Bently. Josephson raised and spent $772 
while Bently raised $90 and spent $526.70 
during his campaign. 

None of the candidates for Planning 
Board reported raising any money 
during their campaign, but the two 
winners both spent money while the 
unsuccessful candidate John E. Kent did 
not. Marion Crandall spent $450 and 
Daniel Kenney spent $122.68. 


In school committee elections, un¬ 
successful candidate Gil J. Rodrigues 
spent the most money during his - 
campaign. Rodrigues raised $25 from Ed 
Contry of Wildwood st. and spent $430 on 
handouts, signs and stamps according to 
his finance reports. Successful candidate 
Constance Papas reported that she did 
not raise or spend any money during her 
campaign, but she did receive a $26 
contribution in the form of a cable 
television advertisement from Mary G. 
Pronski of Washington st. 

Successful school committee can¬ 
didate Dr. Roger Bauman reported that 
he did not solicit any contributions for his 
campaign but spent $105.84. 

All other candidates reported that 
they did not raise or spend any money 
during their campaigns. 

State law requires all candidates in 
town elections to submit detailed reports 
of their campaign finances. Expense 
records must be submitted eight days 
prior to elections and thirty days after 
elections. If there is a balance of money 


left over from the March election, 
another report must be submitted on Jan. 
10 accounting for the money. Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward, however, said that most 
candidates use the left over money to 
reimburse themselves for money they 
spent during their elections. 

While a few finance reports were a 
day late, all candidates turned them in.

Eight months of mounting an¬ 
ticipation and preparation exploded in a 
cacophony of shrieks and yelps Monday 
night when 21 anxious Lincoln elemen¬ 
tary students finally spotted the yellow 
school bus carrying their French guests 
from the airport. 

“They’re here! They’re here!” 
shouted Lincoln fifth grader Jennifer 
Davis, as she jumped up and down with 
excitement. "I’m so nervous my heart is 
trembling.” 

“Oh my god, I can’t believe they’re 
here,” fifth grader Susan Moore yelled as 
the French fifth graders slowly filed out 
of the bus. 

“I see her, I see her, I see my guest,” 
screamed another student, glancing back 
and forth at a photograph tightly clut¬ 
ched in her hand. 

A few of the braver Lincoln students 
seized the opportunity to experiment 
with the new words they’ve been 
doggedly studying since last September. 
“Bonjour, (hello), Bienvenue, 

(welcome)” they attempted in timid 
voices. 

For the Lincoln students, the ex¬ 
citement of that magic moment when 21 
wide-eyed French students filed out of 
the bus could only be compared with the 
later thrill of their first introduction. 
Since last September, the Lincoln 
students have looked forward to the 
three-week visit from a class of French 
students. 

And all apprehension Lincoln students 
and parents may have harbored about 
their abH'ties to welcome a student who 


did not speak English, quickly dissipated 
with the affectionate French greetings. 

While the Lincoln parents and 
students gingerly stooped down to bestow 
a quick kiss or hug on their guests, the 
French 10-year-olds jumped up and 
warmly kissed each of their hosts on both 
cheeks. Each student bounced up and 
down on tip toes, planting a big kiss with 
each upward motion until every male 
and female was properly greeted. 

Sponsored by their French govern¬ 


ment and their native town of Mont¬ 
morency, 21 fifth graders, their teacher, 
Arlette Lamic and a guidance counselor 
Pierrerick Aschenbauy will each stay 
with families of Lincoln students until 
May 30. 

The visit was organized by Campus 
Internationaal of Illinois, a group which 
coordinates travel programs for 
students. 

Preparation for the visit began last 
Sept, when Lincoln students got up early 


in the morning once a week so they could 
attend a free conversational French 
classes 45 minutes before school began. 
Classes were taught by RoseAnn Innes, a 
Lincoln parent who offered her expertise 
in French to prepare students for their 
guests. Innes has lived in Paris and 
taught French and Italian at Winchester 
High School last year. 

The Lincoln and French children have 
also been writing letters to each other for 
several months. 

But the months of preparation for the 
visit did not quell the trepidation which 
was rising steadily as the Lincoln 
students eagerly waited in the Lincoln 
gym for their guests to arrive. 

“I’m nervous that I won’t know what 
to say to her,” confessed fifth-grader 
Susan Moore, who along with her twin 
sister, Sharon, was waiting for a guest 
who, as they already learned from let¬ 
ters, they shared common interests with. 

"She likes roller skating and we like 
roller skating," Sharon said. “She even 
looks like us! She sent us a picture of her 
and she has dark, short hair like us.” 

“I think we’ll really like her," Susan 
stated, adding, “At least, we hope so, 
man. We (she and her twin Sharon) get 
into fights a lot but we re not allowed to 
do that while she’s here — which is a big 
thing for us.” 

Fifth grader Sarah Gaumer anxiously 
wrung her hands as she waited for her 
guest "I’m so nervous” she repeated.“1 
just don’t know how to speak French that 
well. Also, I’m afraid we’ll get into a

Winchester Citizens For 
Mutual Weapons Freeze 
Launch Petition Drive 


On Sunday afternoon, residents can 
expect a visit from one of 160 members of 
the Winchester Citizens for a Mutual 
Weapons Freeze canvassing the town on 
a door-to-door petition drive. 

The group has collected over 2,000 
signatures in the past six weeks at booths 
at Purity Supreme and the town dump. 
On Sunday, the group hopes to obtain 
signatures from residents of about 4,800 
homes, according to John Keller of 5 
Wildwood st., who is organizing the 
campaign. 

“When the town of Lexington had 
their door-to-door campaign, they 
collected about 5,000 signatures and we 
hope to get the majority of our signatures 
on our campaign,” he said. 

The petitions call for the United States 
and the Soviet Union to place an im¬ 
mediate mutual freeze on the 
manufacture of additional nuclear 
weapons. 

"People can expect a visit from a 
pleasant neighbor, or at least a town 
resident, who will ask them if they would 
like to sign the petition,” Keller ex¬ 
plained. "The person will have copies of 
the petitions and additional information. 
If no one is home, we will leave a note 
instructing them on how we can add their 
signatures to the petitions if they would 
like to sign.” 

Members of the Winchester Citizens 
for a Mutual Weapons Freeze will visit 
homes between 1 and 4 p.m. Sunday. 
Keller stressed that he still needs 
volunteers to recruit signatures. 

The petitions may be signed by any 
citizen who wishes to support the group’s 
effort. "Anyone can sign it from children 
on up,” Keller noted. "It is not a legal 
document so people do not have to be 
legal voters in order for them to sign. But 
I would hope that children have had some 
discussion about the issue be before they 
sign it — that’s just good democracy.” 

Keller said the town reaction to the 
petitions has been mostly positive, since 
his group began collecting signatures six 
weeks ago. 

"We’ve been interested at the wide 
range of report that we are getting from 
both old and young and very diversified 


residents,” he said. . 

“There are obviously some people 
who don’t approve of it at all, but most of 
them just say, ‘no thank you’ when we 
ask them if they would like to sign a 
petition,” he continued. "But on the 
whole most people agree with us and 
want to talk about it and tell us why they 
agree with us and why they feel so 
strongly about it.” 

Keller said that de spite the 
scheduled town race Sunday, the group 
decided they must collect signatures 
before the town begins to empty out for 
the summer. 

"We hope this will be successful and 
we feel it’s a good first step in a very 
terrifying and serious problem we all 
confront daily,” he said. "Whether or not 
wish to think about it, it is always there.” 

The Winchester Citizens for a Mutual 
Weapons Freeze has drawn a great deal 
of town interest since its inception in 
February. The first meeting was at¬ 
tended by six interested members and 
Keller said recent meetings are 
regularly attended by a core group of 20 
members and that other interested 
persons are constantly showing up. 
Tonight, Thursday, May 13, the group is 
sponsoring a talk and slide show on the 
international public health threat posed 
by nuclear weaponry. Dr. Alexander 
Leaf, world renowned physician and 
Winchester resident will speak and show 
slides at the show which will be at 8 p.m. 
at the Church of the Epiphany. His talk 
will be entitled "Nuclear War: Is There A 
Medical Response?” 

Leaf is chief of the Reneal Unit - and 
former chief of Medical Services at Mass 
General Hospital, chairman of the Dept, 
of Preventative Medicine and Clinical 
Epidemiology at Harvard Medical 
School, a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, a member of the Pontifical 
Academy of Sciences, and of the 
Physicians for Social Responsibility. 

Following Dr. Leaf’s talk, there will 
be an opportunity for questions and 
discussion, and then a review of the door- 
to-door petition drive.

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TM Easily Approves $9.2 Million School Budget 


Believing the School Committee 
knows what is best for the Winchester 
school system. Town Meeting voted down 
a $100,000 reduction in the school budget 
en route to unanimously approving the 
$9,186,390 budget requested by the 
committee. 

The school budget prompted Town 
Meeting's longest debate on Monday 
night with the discussion covering 
detailed and general questions about 
appropriations, explanations of how the 
Finance and School Committees worked 
toward a budget figure, and whether the 
school system continued to merit such a 
lion’s share of the town’s budget. 

The motion to further reduce the 
school budget by $100,000 was made by 
FinCom member Gordon Bennett, who 
said that declining enrollment without 
comparable budget reductions was a 
compelling reason to think that more fat 
could be trimmed. 

The motion was squashed without 
opposition after strong objections from 
both the School Committee and the 
FinCom. 

The budget approved for Fiscal Year 
1983 (July 1, 1982 to June 31, 1983) 
amounts to an increase of 1.5 percent 
($137,135) over the FY '82 budget of 
$9,049,255. The FY '82 school budget 
represented 44 percent of the total town 
budget in FY '82. The total town budget of 
$21,338,782 requested by the Finance 
Committee would constitute an increase 
of 4.4 percent over the town budget of FY 
'82, if passed by Town Meeting. 

The school budget discussion began 
with a School Committee motion for a 
$64,564 reduction. School Committee 
Chairman Roger Bauman said that 
$32,364 of the reduction would come from 
overbudgetting in the energy account. 

the remaining $28,244 in the 
proposed reduction, $15,000 would be cut 
from a program that was to replace the 
Academic Extra Program at McCall 
Junior High School, $12,144 from the 
Winchester High School resource room, 
and an 11 percent ($1100) would be 
reduced from the professional staff 
development budget. 


Bauman said that it was “again with 
pride” that he could report to Town 
Meeting on the state of the school system. 
He noted that “testing continues to show 
excellence.” and that Winchester’s SAT 
scores had stabilized and risen since 1977 
while national performance had wor¬ 
sened. Last year the combined SAT score 
in Winchester was 967 compared to the 
national average of 932. he said. 

Bauman said that the committee had 
continued in the spirit of years past to be 
“very critical” in the preparation of the 
FY '83 budget. He explained that $240,000 
had been trimmed by the committee 
before review by the Town Manager and 
Finance Committee. As a result of that 
review, the committee cut another 
$165,000. 

“We have reduced our budget figure 
to meet their (FinCom) bottom line 
figure,” Bauman said. 

Eli Bortman. FinCom vice-chairman, 
said the FinCom supported the $64,564 
reduction, commending the School 
Committee for bringing the budget below 
what the FinCom had requested. 

Moments before the reduction motion 
was overwhelmingly approved. Town 
Meeting Member Helen Philliou of 
Precinct 5 asked whether the budget 
figure reflected possible salary increases 
coming as a result of negotiations bet 
ween the Teachers’ Association and the 
board. 

Bauman answered that such an in¬ 
crease would be covered by Town 
Meeting Article 6, but added that his 
confidence that the negotiations would 
result in less than a four percent increase 
in the school budget. 

The remaining 70 minutes of 
discussion leading up to the main school 
budget vote were marked by line item 
questions, the $100,000 reduction motion, 
and criticism of the committee for its 
failure to further consolidate the school 
system. 

Town Meeting member Sally Kincaid 
from Precinct 3 led off by saying that it - 
was “difficult to know what goes on in the 
schools” from Bauman’s remarks. She 
asked for an explanation of why school 


directors were being allocated $32,600 for 
additional advisory time. 

Bauman began his answer, “we have 
spent over 50 hours in open budget 
meetings.” and said that line by line 
explanations were available to Kincaid 
at that time. Bauman said the directors 
would spend 50 to 83 percent as much 
time in classes as they did this year in an 
effort to clear more time for 
management activities, time cut back by 
Proposition 2.5 last year. 

Answering a follow-up question by 
Kincaid. Bauman confirmed that the 
directors already received a stipend for 
this work by contract, but that the 
stipend would not increase because of 
this measure. 

Mary Pronski of Precinct 2 then asked 
for the salaries of the elementary school 
teachers and the enrollment numbers in 
those schools. Bauman quoted a salary 
range of between $34,022 and $35,172 and 
listed enrollment figures for the six 
elementary schools from 174 to 272. 

“The time has come when town can’t 
afford those salaries with the number of 
students they’re financing.” Pronski 

Bauman retorted that in a survey of 16 
local communities, Winchester’s starting 
elementary principal salaries ranked 
14th while the top level pay ranked tenth. 

FinCom Chairman Frank Golden then 
stood up to explain how the school budget 
is unique from any other and how the 
committee reached its school budget. 
Golden said “the only thing town meeting 
can affect is the bottom line.” 

It is the “legitimate and legal right” 
of the school committee to do whatever it 
wants with the money, once Town 
Meeting approves the budget, Golden 
said. 

The school budget is also unique 
because it is the only one prepared on the 
formula approach by the FinCom, 
Golden said. Using fixed costs, inflation, 
and declining enrollment in a formula 
used since 1978, the FinCom originally 
calculated a school budget of $8.8 million, 
Golden stated. “But $8.8 million did not 
maintain the school system as we 
wanted," Golden said, so the budget was 


raised to $9.2 million. 

“One thing that brings us to Win¬ 
chester is the educational system he 
remarked, adding that there also was 
benefit for non-users. “It keeps property 
values up.” 

FinCom member Gordon Bennett 
then made the motion for $100,IKX) worth 
of unspecified cuts. 

“I am in no way recommending that a 
meat axe be taken to this budget,” 
Bennett said. He suggested cuts of $65,000 
from personal services, $35,000 from 
other expenses, and $5,000 from equip¬ 
ment. In support of his reduction Bennett 
showed a chart detailing declining 
enrollment versus the budget increase. 
He also said that increasing the $8.8 
million figure arrived through the for¬ 
mula constituted an abandonment of the 
formula. 

Speaking for the FinCom. Golden said 
that his committee “strongly disagreed” 
with the $100,000 reduction. 

“We believe that this would affect 
somewhat the quality of the school 
system,” Golden commented. “What is a 
fact to one person is a very, very im¬ 
portant program to another.” 

Planning Board Member Clarence 
Borggaard then rose at the back of the 
WHS auditorium and delivered a sar 
donic criticism of the school budget's 
size. 

“My heart bleeds for the School 
Committee,” said Borggaard. “What is 
the reason there isn’t enough money to go 
around, why isn’t there enough'.’ Because 
the School Committee gets it all.” 

Money for elderly programs had been 
cut unfairly, he said. “There are more 
seniors than there are children in this 
town,” he stated. 


Philliou then asked why there was 
$70,000 allocated for reclassification of 
the administrative and custodial staff, to 
which Bauman answered, "Because we 
need these people.” 

Kincaid then took a position at the 
speaker’s podium to address what she 
termed was the failure of the School 
Committee to “bite the bullet” and 
consolidate the school system because of 
declining enrollment. The thrust of her 
remarks urged the committee to speed 
up the Task Force on Declining 
Enrollment’s report so that quick action 
could be taken. 

In his final address to town meeting. 
Bauman gave a noticeably calm ex 
planation of why the committee had 
scheduled receipt of the report by 
November 1 as well as answering a 
number of other questions 

Bauman said that 21 out of 860 sec 
lions had enrollments of less than 15. lie 
said most of the courses had small 
enrollment numbers because of safety 
laws and because a number were 
specialty courses such as two Advanced 


Placement courses designed for students 
working at college level. 

Bauman said the November 1 
deadline for the declining enrollment 
report was set in order that the com¬ 
mittee would then have the next three 
months to consider it as they fashioned a 
new budget. 

Addressing criticism that the School 
Committee has been dragging its feet in 
consolidation, Bauman asked flatly, "Is 
there room in town to build future schools 
if we need them?” 

He said that the Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia had reported there to be no more 
room for schools, a significant fact, 
Bauman noted, considering that Win¬ 
chester's birthrate stabilized a few years 
ago and was now on the rise. He added 
that since 1976. there had been a 39 
percent reduction in enrollment, mat¬ 
ched by a 33 percent reduction in the 
number of schools, from 12 to eight. 

The motion for a further $100,000 
reduction then failed without dissent, 
followed bv unanimous approval of the 
main motion on the school budget.

The woman had dug 
up some bushes in front of her home 
recently and the rain uncovered the gun 
in the soft dirt when she returned to 
garden later. 

Police said the gun appeared to have 
been buried for a long time.

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Winchester Tree Launches Gypsy Moth Warfare

As the insatiable gypsy moths start 
munching their way through the leafy 
sections of town this month, some will not 
find the menu very palatable. 

Homeowners and professional tree 
surgeons are determined to ruin the 
appetite of the anticipated millions of 
furry invaders with a steady diet of 
pesticides, fertilizers, and bacterial 
agents. 

And launching a full-fledged attack 
against the voracious pests will be Peter 
Wild of Washington street and his 14-man 
crew of arborists at Winchester Tree 
Service Inc. of Church street. 

Wild and his army of state-certified 
arborists will man the battlefront from 
dawn to dusk, 15 hours a day, six days a 
week. 

Suburbia is literally buzzing with 
gypsy moth talk lately. Last week, a 
television crew from Channel 5 came to 
Winchester to film the guys at Win¬ 
chester Tree Service in action. 

“Channel 5 called me up and asked if 
they could come to Winchester to film 
and interview us for their five-week 
series called 'Gypsy Moth Watch,’” Wild 
said. “They wanted us to demonstrate 
the type of service we provide for 
homeowners and to explain some 
techniques that homeowners can also do 
to effectively control gypsy moths.” 

Wild said that before Winchester Tree 
was asked to participate in the series, 
Channel 5 investigated se veral tree 
companies in towns which would be 
condusive to filming. 

“I guess they decided we were a good 
example of a local tree service catering 
to the needs of a residential town,” the 28- 
year-old company president offered . 
“They told us that they looked into our 
service after deciding to film us, called 
some of our customers, and that 
everyone said we were reputable.” 

Channel 5 consumer advocate Paula 
Lyons and a cameraman filmed and 
interviewed Wild and some of the his tree 
surgeons as they demonstrated gypsy 
moth control at numbers 10 and 12 Niles 
rd. Methods used by Winchester Tree and 
ones that homeowners could use to 
control the tree predators were 
exhibited. 

“The two most effective methods 
against the gypsy moth are spraying and 
injecting,” Wild said. “No single control 
is 100 percent effective, but each 
measure the homeowner takes, along 
with professional procedures, will in¬ 
crease the quality of the results. The 
more you do, the more control you’ll 
have." 


As his men sprayed with the pesticide 
Sevin, injected tree roots with fertilizer, 
and scraped egg masses off tree bark, 
Wild explained how those methods work. 

“The pest feeds for six weeks, but the 
spray residue may only last a few 
weeks.” he said. “Later in the tree's life 
cycle, the tree may be susceptible to 
damage. So we recommend two separate 
sprayings, three weeks apart. But of 
course, it depends on the severity of the 
problem and the amount of foliage. In 
some cases, one spraying may be suf¬ 
ficient. 

“We recommend Sevin and we do 
offer Dipel (a bacterial agent) but Dipel 
is more costly and requires at least two 
sprayings,” he continued. “Also, the 
percentage of control is much more ef¬ 
fective with Sevin. I don’t recommend 
that people hire the professional and pay 
him the extra cost for Dipel, but it is 
available for people who want it. 

But Wild cautioned homeowners who 
plan to do their own spraying not to use 
Sevin unless they have been taught how 
to properly and safely administer it. He 
recommended Dipel for non- 
p rofessional use. 

“The homeowner who sprays for 
himself should use a BT for reasons of 
safety,” he stressed. (BT stands for the 
bacterial agents on the market. The most 
commonly used ones are Dipel and 
Thurocide.) 

Wild also advised homeowners who 
plan to administer pesticides to wear 
respirators and rubber gloves as well as 
to arm themselves with careful 
knowledge about their products. 

Spraying, however, is not the answer 
to all gypsy moth infestation. Wild 
pointed out that in areas like the Niles 
road homes filmed by Channel 5 where 
trees border waterways, roots should be 
injected with fertilizers to avoid exposing 
the water to pesticides. 

“There are different types of fer¬ 
tilizing techniques," he pointed out. 
“Some last longer than others. For 
example, when you have a tree which is 
weakened by gypsy moth defoliation, or 
has experienced general decline, you’re 
interested in using high phosphoros 
fertilizers to promote root growth, rather 
than leaps and bounds of vegetative 
growth.” 

Between professional tree injections 
and spraying, Wild said homeowners can 
fight gypsy moths using a variety of 
strategies. 

The homeowner can spray with a BT, 
scrape egg masses off the trees, and 
band tree trunks with sticky tinfoil.

“Banding trees trunks does not have 
to be an expensive process.” Wild noted. 
“It can be done simply and effectively 
with tin foil and vaseline or crisco. 

Any sticky substance will keep the 
caterpillar from wanting to travel over 
the foil.” 

But he warned homeowners to be 
careful which sticky substances they put 
on the tree, recalling previous instances 
when tree trunkswere stained with gear 
oil an or other materials. 

“People should be careful not to just 
scrape the caterpillars off and let them 
fall to the ground," he said. “They should 
dig little holes and bury the caterpillars 
— they don’t have to get violent and burn 
them or try to get even with them. 

Wild also said that if caterpillars are 
climbing the sides of houses, 
homeowners could get rid of them by 


hosing them off, rather than spraying 

“It would not pay to hire someone to 
spray them when they're climbing the 
sides of homes, because regardless of 
whether for not you spray or wash them, 
it'll be a daily routine,’’ he pointed out. 

Although Wild and his men have been 
obsessed with gypsy moths lately and 
will remain that way in the weeks ahead. 
Winchester Tree is quite busy during the 
rest of the year also. 

“Most people think that all a tree 
service does is spray and cut down dead 
trees," Wild noted. “But in fact, about 80 
percent of our work is tree maintenance, 
or holistic health care to trees, and 
planting new trees. Even though we do 
deal with tree removal, often times there 
is not a good enough reason to take down 
and we advise the customer to consider 
other measures like pruning and 
maintenance Saving the tree is often 


more csthetically valuable thtjjtl 
removing it. But if the tree poses any sort 
of property or liability threat, than ii is 
good advice to have it removed. 

“That’s something we spend a lot of 
time doing diagnosing whether it 
would be necessary or structurally sound 
to remove trees and limbs," he added. 
“In Winchester, we deal with a lot of 
properties which were built long enough 
ago so that some of the plant materials 
and shrubs have overgrown their 
situations and are too dominating to add 
to the landscape. Rather than totally 
replant the property, you can often 
salvage existing plant material by 
relocating it.” 

Much of the work done by the ar¬ 
borists at Winchester Tree Service has 
them climbing high into the trees. While 
that is probably the mo"t dangerous 
aspect of the job. it is also the one which

“Often the challenge and thrill 
of climbing in the trees and dealing with 
an object or entity much larger than 
yourself is what draws people to the 
business," Wild noted . “Climbing is a 
technique that can take many years to 
learn how to do. It requires complete 
concentration as well as a general 
knowledge of physics and safety — both 
for the climber himself and to prevent 
property damage." 

That excitement was part of the 
reason why Wild formed his tree business 
after graduating from the University of 
Massachusetts Stockbridge School of 
Agriculture with a degree In ar¬ 
boriculture. 

With family roots in Winchester 
dating back 12 generations. Wild said he 
was very familiar with the type of foliage 
Winchester featured. Fortunately for a 
potential tree company, the town’s trees 
require a great deal of care so Wild 
decided to start his business in Win¬ 
chester. 

“Winchester has an abundance of old, 
historic trees, many of which are dying 
and need care," he . “It s important to 
maintain the older trees in town while 
they are still in a reasonable state of 
health before they show too many signs 
of decline . I knew the town needed a 
service like ours.” 

When Wild established Winchester 
Tree Service five years ago, it was a two¬ 
man operation with one truck and a lot of 
determination. 

The town’s tree care demand soon 
transformed Wild's two-man experiment 
into a steady crew of n-14 certified ar¬ 
borists working with a fleet of 12 
registered trucks. 

“Our company illustrates how much a 
service like ours was needed in Win¬ 
chester,” Wild said. ”1 realized now that 
our service is even more vital to the town 
than I had thought.”

“Whenever possible, we’ll provide 
people with all the resources we have, 
with our financial planning, and with our 
lending expertise,” said Zirkel. “If the 
people have questions, we’ll try to find 
the answers, whether it is a new business 
in town or one that might be 
remodeling.” 

Chamber of Commerce executive 
vice-president Rita Spence, who helped 
organize the consortium, said that just 
knowing Winchester bankers are willing 
to make loans will spur development. 

“Traditionally, business people are 
skeptical about going to bankers. They 
think bankers can’t see that they can 
make something work,” said Spence. 
“But now the banks are saying they are 
willing to go a long way to help out the 
smaller businesses. 

“When business people see this 
willingness, they might be more willing 
to come forward with some plan that 
they’ve had in the back of their minds for 
years, but never got around to doing,” 
she continued. 

Robert Nickerson, president of the 
Winchester Savings Bank, pointed out 
that the advice the consortium can give 
would be most helpful to people starting 
their first business.

‘The committee will be a place to 
bring forth ideas and thoughts — asort of 
sounding board,” he said. 

Although each bank in the consortium 
— the Winchester Savings Bank, the 
Cambridgeport Savings Bank, the 
Shawmut Bank, the Old Colony Bank, the 
Winchester Cooperative Bank and 
BayBank Middlesex — already provide 
the same services to its customers, 
Winchester Cooperative president 
Edward Goodwin said the group can do it 
better. 

“The services we will be providing 
are not new,” said Goodwin. “But we as 
banks in being cooperative can better 
meet the customer’s needs than we could 
on a one-to-one basis.” 

Another thing the banks might ac¬ 
complish together is to bring down the 
high interest rates merchants must bear 
if they want to refurbish or open a 
business. 

Previously, the best way to get a low- 
interest loan was through government 
programs. But Spence noted that those 
federal programs are being cut 
drastically. 

“Fewer Industrial Revenue Bonds are 
being made available, and other 
government loans may not survive,” said 
Spence. “The federal government and 
the Treasury Department are saying we 
have put all this money into tax-exempt 
bonds, and haven’t realized any profit. 

“My view is that they’re putting 
money into the economy, providing more 
jobs and more taxes,” she said. “But 
that’s not the way the government 
thinks.” 

If government loans are available, 
noted Zirkel, the bankers consortium will 
be able to steer the merchants toward 
them. 

“Programs may become available, 
and the banks are usually on top of 
those,” said Zirkel. “The merchant can 
go to the bankers committee to find 
which government programs opened up, 
rather than having to do a lot of 
reserach.” 

Zirkel noted that the banking group 
would never be able to offer rates equal 


or lower than those the federal govern¬ 
ment can put forward. “This is not a loan 
discount shop,” as he put it. 

But William Crowley, assistant vice- 
president of the Old Colony Bank, said in 
some cases the consortium might be able 
to give merchants a break on interest 
rates. 

“Every application must stand on its 
own merits, in the same fashion as any 
commercial loan,” said Crowley. “So it’s 
hard to say what kind of interest rates 
we’ll be able to offer in general. 

“But part of the way commercial 
loans are priced is according to what risk 
is involved — if there is no risk, the price 
of the loan is affected,” he continued. 
“That’s where there may be situations 
where we (the bankers group) can price 
the loan lower. 

“If the loan, and the risk, is shared 
between the banks in the group, it is 
conceivable that the rate may not be as 
high in certain situations,” Crowley 


concluded. 

Crowley said the group may be able to 
offer the lower rates, and meet any 
demand from merchants, because it is 
leaving itself flexible. 

“We haven’t put a hard and fast 
structure on this — the committee will 
deal with loan applications on an in¬ 
dividual basis, the same way it is done in 
the individual banks,” he said. “We will 
look at the^merits, and the weak points in 
the situation." 

Nickerson noted that this flexibility 
will allow the bankers group to help on 
projects that tend to be overlooked, or 
just don’t fit into, government programs. 

“This isn’t just for big expansive, 
expensive projects,” said Nickerson. 
“We will consider all types of loans, 
whether it’s for rehabing a storefront or 
opening an industrial plant.” 

“The message we want to convey is 
that we are in favor of and in support of 
the revitalization effort," he added.

Best Values ‘At This Time’ 
Not Good Enough For Town

Money apparently speaks 
louder than the citizens who have 
been shouting for weeks, even 
months now, about the inequities 
in Patten Associates’ 
revaluation. 

The Board of Assessors voted 
Friday 2-1 to take whatever steps 
are necessary to certify the 
Patten revaluation with the state 
Department of Revenue. 

But that decision was made 
not because the assessors were 
satisfied with the assessment, 
but because of the financial 
pressures on the town, pressures 
which result from the lack of 
certification and therefore a lack 
of tax bills. 

Werner Carlson, in explaining 
his vote to move toward cer¬ 
tification, said Monday night 
that the figures the assessors 
would certify are "the best 
numbers we can send in at this 
time." 

Not the best assessment 
figures. The best assessment 
figures "at this time." Time, and 
the" lack of time to get the tax 
bills out, pushed the assessors 
into making their decision. 

The assessments Winchester 
citizens are taxed on should not 
be the "best at this time." The 
figures should be the best ones 
the assessors can come up with 
after a thorough review - no 
matter how long that scrutiny 
takes. 

But what sort of review have 
the assessors conducted to 
correct the Patten assessments? 
Precious little, considering the 
number of problems that seem to 
keep cropping up in the 
assessment. 

The principle method used by 
the assessors to review the 
revaluation figures was to go 
over the results of the informal 
hearings held between Patten 
appraisers and taxpayers. 

In some cases, the hearings 
were helpful in finding inequities 

not just involving the house of 
the person who complained but 
involving an entire neigh¬ 
borhood. 


But the assessors would have 
conducted the same review of 
those hearings whether the 
Patten assessment was near¬ 
perfect or God-awful. What extra 
steps were taken to combat the 
problems residents complained 
about week after week since the 
assessments were mailed out in 
February. 

The assessors explored the 
computer program which came 
out with the assessments at 
length and pinpointed dates 
where changes had been made in 
the program changes which 
affected every assessment in the 
town. As a result of changes 
made between Sept. 14 and Sept. 
17, for example, final valuations 
no longer compute according to 
the program explained by em¬ 
ployees of Finnegan Associates, 
the computer sub-contractor 
which ran Patten’s program. 

But the assessors did nothing 
to discover exactly what those 
changes were. Nor did they 
attempt to revoke or revise those 
changes in an effort to come up 
with better assessments. 

The assessors also proposed 
that they drive through the town, 
checking valuations against 
several computer print-outs 
provided by Finnegan. Carlson 
stated the assessors would check 
every single value on one par¬ 
ticular printout, showing the 
difference between the 19(58 
assessments and the Patten 
assessments. 

When the assessors voted to 
move toward certification, they 
had not driven through half the 
town, according to Carlson. 

The assessors stated 
repeatedly, at the April 15 public 
hearing and at their own 

meetings, that they were more 

concerned with homes valued too 
low than homes valued too high. 

The assessors reasoned that 
people with homes valued too 
high would flock to their meeting 
room to complain, but those with 
homes valued too low would keep 
quiet and save on their taxes. 

Yet when the assessors 

finished revising Patten’s 


figures, they only increased 38 
assessments. In comparison, 
they reduced 82(5 assessments. 
Assessor George Andersen 
estimated Monday night that a 
minimum of 300 values in town 
were too low. 

Finally, the assessors chose 
not to use what could be their 
best resource for reviewing and 
improving the Patten 
assessment the 10-man 

committee set up by Town 
Meeting last week. 

The day after the committee 
was established, the assessors 
voted to move toward sending 
their final residential 
assessment figures for a final 
computer printout. 

There is little doubt that the 
work on the assessment is not 
finished. Assessor Sherman 
Josephson, who made the motion 
to move toward certification, 
admitted as much before making 
the motion. 

The question Winchester 
must face is whether it is worth 
accepting an unfinished 
revaluation in order to save the 
town financial hardship. 

The financial problems are 
very real. The town comptroller 
has estimated it is costing 
Winchester $4,000 for each day 
the assessment is delayed and 
the tax bills don't go out. 

To tide the tax-revenueless 
town over until June 1, it will cost 
the town $250,000 in lost interest 
and borrowing costs. That’s a lot 
of cash enough to hire or 
retain a dozen teachers, save a 
few recreation programs, and 
fill a few potholes to boot. 

The assessors felt that this 
was enough reason to send in the 
assessment. 

But we feel the job of the 
Board of Assessors is not to raise 
taxes, or worry about the town’s 
finances. Winchester has a tax 
collector and a comptroller for 
that. 

The Board of Assessors exists 
to insure a fail 1 and equitable 
assessment in town. And that job 
has not yet been completed. 


She Gets An Fin Foodshopping

Nobody can be good at 
everything. Some can’t whistle 
worth a damn and others can't 
play ping-pong. I know my sister 
can't bake to save her life: she 
made a batch of brownies not too 
long ago that even the dog 
wouldn’t touch.

It starts at the produce 
section with that roll of plastic 
bags.

When I finally do manage to find 
it and liberate a bag, I realize I 
can’t open the thing — this in 
spite of the fact that printed 
instructions for so doing blanket 
its surface in cheerful and 
patient reptition: OPEN HERE 
OPEN HERE OPEN HERE. I 
usually have to get my two-year- 
old to give me a hand with it. 

This done, I fare no better. I 
cram six or eight of th >e bags 
with fruits and vegies, but do you 
think any one of them holds onto 
its contents? Not a chance. The; 
avacadoes loll drunkenly out of 
their confines, and a dozen 
oranges roll around like the 
heads of guillotine victims on the 
bottom of my carriage. You 
wouldn’t mind but it’s em¬ 
barrassing to fetch up all these 
empty bags at the check-out, or 
to find, as you’re just entering 


the home-stretch by the dairy 
case, that you’ve left in your 
wake a trail of dented apples 
which, having escaped bag and 
carriage alike, are bouncing 
merrily off the floor in every 
direction. 

But I do my best. I dash 
determinedly up and down those 
aisles, often pushing the shop¬ 
ping-cart with the front wheels 
which aim sideways. I check off 
the items on my list with 
maximum efficiency, desperate 
to get the dirty job done. If it’s 
possible, I snatch the product off 
the shelf without even breaking 
stride. Give the cart a push, 
whisk down some Cheerios, flip 
’em in there with the rest, and 
it’s off to Aisle Three. 

Of course there are con¬ 
sequences that ensue from this 
method. I must admit I often 
have certain logistical problems, 
problems involving the placing 
of items in my cart. I’m sure 
there are rules about this that 
everyone else knows and 
adheres to. For example, 
common sense suggests for me 
to put the heavy stuff on the 
bottom and to leave fragile items 
like potato chips balancing 
daintily on top. And I do this too. 
I’ve never heaved a sack of 
charcoal onto a sponge cake, as 
far as 1 know ... At least 1 don’t 
think I have. 

But here again, it’s em¬ 
barrassment in the express line, 
and a red face at the register. 1 
arrive here and look around: 
everyone else's food appears 
pristine and normal; mine looks 
like it's been through a time- 
warp, like it's had its cheeks 
stretched and its skin distorted 


by subjection to 300 g's. Picture 
it: the grapefruit resembles a 
geodesic dome: squished up 
against the wire perimeters of 
the carriage, it now bears the 
imprint of its every square and 
angle. The bread is a small 
contorted accordion of dough, 
the corn chips a rumpled sack of 
crumbs. Viscous Wisk leaks 
greasily into the folds of lettuce 
. . . And then there are those 
empty produce bags. 

It's a discouraging business. 

But finally 1 get home to 
unpack the whole shebang. I haul 
it all into the house, all eight or 10 
bags of it, though one always 
tears itself open to spill its guts 
on the driveway. As I start to 
unload, I begin to see that I’ve 
somehow bought it wrong. This 
food that I've purchased at such 
great human cost is not just 
slightly squished, it’s barely 
edible. The bag of spinach is old; 
leaves commingling in slimy 
chartreuse smear against the 
cellophane. The cream is sour, 
the yogurt has expired. I've 
fetched home a dozen broken 
eggs, one wearing a tiny tiara of 
blood and feathers. The fish 
stinks and the panty-hose is sized 
for Mama Cass ... To top it all 
off, I've forgotten the toilet 
paper. 

See what I mean? It’s a lost 
cause. 1 feel about foodshopping 
that way I once felt about 
Algebra III; it didn’t like me, 
and I didn’t like it. I almost feel 
like telling the teacher to give up 
on me; I’ll sit on the back row 
and take my F. I can’t do the 
homework so I have no choice 
that is, unless 1 can find someone 
to do it for me!

Cutbacks in state funding have made 
it virtually impossible to provide, or 
assist parents in providing a summer 
camping experience for needy children 
who are physically or mentally han¬ 
dicapped in our area. Therefore, we must 
look to the community for financial help. 

The Cambridge Campership 
Coalition, an organization sponsored by 
the Mystic Valley Council for Children 
was formed to appeal to community 
generosity to rectify the above financial 
situation that has‘deprived deserving 
children of, not a luxury but a need 
critical to their well being. In the past, 
the Help for Children Program, of the 
M.V. Council has provided funding for 
this important service. 

I would like to take this time to give 
you an idea of the children that our 
previous contributions have sponsored. 


Some were phy sically and mentally 
handicapped, others were emotionally 
and developmentally disabled. In ail 
ways, camp was not a luxury, but a 
necessity for growth. Camp has afforded 
these children the opportunity to en¬ 
counter nature, to share common ex¬ 
periences, and to develop appropriate 
social interaction. We, at the Coalition 
stand firmly behind the belief that these 
are attributes necessary for all children 
to become fully integrated adults in our 
society. 

The help of the community during 
past summers has been instrumental in 
allowing us to subsidize parents with an 
average of 50 percent of the total cost of 
sending their children to camp. Although 
our former drive was successful in im¬ 
measurable ways, we were only able to 
assist in sending a small percentage of 


our total requests to camp. 

We urge that the generous instincts of 
our local citizens insure that most area 
children-in-need would be placed in 
summer camp. 

The usual expense of a low cost camp 
is in the range of $90 per week. This total, 
cost shared with parents, would enable 
the Coalition to sponsor one child for each 
and all contributions totalling $45. 
Contributors may prefer their donation 
be applied to a specific Mystic Valley 
town, and such a request would be 
honored. The Mystic Valley area covers 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington, 
Wilmington, Winchester and Woburn.

Resident Disappointed About New Name For Playground

In my letter to the Editor, October 28, 
1981,1 briefly described the history of the 
playground on the East side of Ridge 
Street and its relevance to this farm. 

With all due respect for Herbert 
Mullen, for whom Town Meeting 
members voted on April 29 to officially 
name this ground, I must say that I am 
extremely disappointed that they chose 
to overlook the 200 years of dedicated 
stewardship which the Wright and Locke 
families invested in the perpetuation of 
this property and for whom I had hoped it 
would be named. It seems to me that to 
associate any other name with it is to 
diminish history. 


In addition to many other notable 
feats (see the plaque in front of the 
farmhouse) Philemon Wright fought in 
the American Revolutionary War and 
said playground was part of the present 
day farm, across the street, which he 
owned and sold to Josiah Locke in 1800. 
Members of the Locke family also 
participated in the Revolution. 

It is not as though this playground 
were on the other side of Town and the 
names Wright or Locke were proposed 
for it — but here, adjacent to the original 
homestead, to decide on any other name 
is beyond my comprehension. 

History is not just battlegrounds or 
buildings, it is also a way of life and 


farming was indispensable to our an¬ 
cestors. Those farmers who were diligent 
and thrifty did prosper and were able to 
retain their land, some of which we now 
are fortunate to enjoy. Such con¬ 
tributions deserve public approbation by 
having their names affixed thereto. 

It is never too late to correct a 
mistake. Perhaps too few Town Meeting 
and "Committee on Names" members 
were cognizant of the two families long 
associated with this West side, 
playground. 1 am sure that there is other 
property in the Town worthy of being 
honored with the Mullen name.

She Promises A Fight 

Winchester Housing Authority 
Fires Administrator Hewis 


The Winchester Housing Authority 
fired its administrative assistant Mon¬ 
day night after charging her with 11 
counts of mismanagement. 

By a 4-1 vote, the authority voted to 
dismiss Clara Hewis after a four-hour 
debate over the charges against her. 

Hewis said in a telephone interview 
that she intends to fight the dismissal in 
court, and added that the charges against 
her “weren’t substantial.” 

“The charges were really ridiculous,” 
she said. “They were the kind of things 
which alone or together were not enough 
for dismissal.’’ 

The Housing Authority’s charges 
against Hewis ranged from failure to 
correct minutes of meetings to

“The staff at Lincoln is going to taker 
her and Pierrerick Asehenbaux (French 
student’s bilingual guidance counsellor) 
to the Boston Pops and to the top of the 
Hub," Caffrey said. “We want them to 
have a typical Boston experience.” 


In addition to the activites that host 
families are planning for the students, 
the Lincoln school will take them to 
Strawberry Banke, the Boston Freedom 
trail and on a picnic. Caffrey was 
especially excited that the Lincoln School 
will be flying the French flag below the 
United States flag during the student’s 
stay.

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“unauthorized removal” of records and 
equipment from the Housing Authority 
office. 

Housing Authority member Henry 
Van Dyke who voted to fire Hewis, noted 
that many of the incidents leading to 
Hewis’ dismissal had been occurring for 
years. “This didn’t happen overnight,” 
he commented. 

Housing Authority member John 
Regan, who also voted against Hewis, 
said he had personally heard of problems 
with Hewis’ administration. 

“Where this is going to court, I don’t 
want to be specific,” sard Regan, who 
was elected to the authority last year. 
“There are a lot of areas that I observed 
in my one year on the board.” 

Aside from Regan and Van Dyke, 
authority Chairman Mary Murphy and 
Edward Stepper voted for Hewis’ 
dismissal. The state-appointed member 
of the authority, Herbert Hamilton, voted 
against dismissal. 

The first charge against Hewis was 
that she repeatedly failed to notify the 
chairman of the authoity, Mary Murphy, 
when she was absent from the office, 
failed to correct minutes of authority 
meetings, and neglected to post notices of 
Housing Authrity meetings. 

Murphy also charged that Hewis had 
changed the rent collection policy of the 
authority, which maintains 112 units of 
elderly housing in Winchester, by 
requiring rent be paid on two specified 
days. 

Hewis was also charged with making 
errors in rent adjustments, and 
neglecting to porperly maintain financial 
accounts and records. 


A report from the state auditors office 
issued last winter listed problems with 
the authorities accounting and rent 
collection — problems which the 
authority replied had been corrected. 

The authority members continued to 
bring up complaints against Hewis. She 
was charged with failure to properly 
supervise maintenance men, after a 
tenant complained she had been waiting 
a year for repairs. 

Hewis was also charged with 
removing Housing Authority property, 
including files, chairs, tables, an air 
conditioner and an adding machine. 

Hewis said that the Housing Authority 
has been particularly critical of her work 
since she told them that she was looking 
for another job in January. 

“It has been difficult to work with 
them since then — they have been picky 
about things,’’ said Hewis. “For 
example, they complain if I leave fifteen 
minutes early to go to the bank.” 

“The charges themselves are 
nebulous,” she continued. “And they are 
untrue.” 

Hewis said that although she is 
looking for other work, she will fight her 
dismissal. 

“It’s not a question of retaining my 
position, but of maintaining my 
reputation and my integrity,” she said. 
“The things they said and implied are 
detrimental to my character. 

Hewis said she has placed the matter 
in the hands of her lawyer, Roger Witkin 
of Boston, and will appeal the decision to 
the state Civil Service Commission. 

“I can’t see letting this lay if it is not 
true,” she said.

The Mighty Fall... 

Undefeated Lacrosse Team Falls To Concord-Carlisle 13-6 For First Loss 


The streak couldn’t last forever — at 
least not with a team like Concord- 
Carlisle around. 

The Sachem lacrosse team lost their 
first game this season Friday to Concord- 
Carlisle, breaking a streak that ran for 
10 games. 

The Sachems knew the match against 
Concord-Carlisle was going to be tough — 
while the Sachems had to struggle to beat 
Newton North last week, winning in 
double overtime, Concord-Carlisle 
defeated Newton handily 10-4. 

But they had no idea just how tough 
Concord-Carlisle could be. It took a 
change in the defense and two periods 
before the Sachems could contain the 
Concord-Carlisle attack. But by the time 


those two periods had elapsed, the C-C 
team had an unbeatable 9-1 lead. 

“The Concord game was 
disasterous,” said coach Gene Bouley of 
the 13-6 loss.

They had no weak personnel 
on the field — they moved the ball well, 
and they did what they were supposed to 
do.” 

Winchester had a tough time 
recovering from the C-C match — 
although they won 6-1 in Tuesday’s 
contest against Bedford, play was lack¬ 
luster. 

“We played softly all day. We weren’t 
thinking, picking the ground balls up,” 
said Bouley of the Bedford victory. “1 
think there was a little overconfidence.” 


The key man in the Bedford game was 
goalie Mark Micciche, who stood cooly in 
the goal as Bedford shots \s hizzed around 
him. Micciche had nine saves in the first 
half alone. 

Steve Noble started off the scoring for 
the Sachems, putting in the first goal only 
29 seconds into the game. Matt Going, on 
a pass from John Ulwick, scored the 
second and game-winning goal, and Mike 
Gorrasi finished the Sachem scoring in 
the half with an unassisted goal in the 
second period. 

In the third period, the Sachems 
earned the rest of their goals with efforts 
from Ulwick (assisted by Mark 
Sterenka) and Gorrasi. who had the final 
two Sachem goals. The first was 
unassisted, the second came on a feed 


from Eric Lowenstein. 

But it is not the win the Sachems will 
remember when they look back on this 
week.

It would have been easy for the 
Sachemettes to lie back in their meet 
against Watertown Tuesday.

Baseball aficionados say that the 
measure of the game’s greatness is how 
difficult it is to consistently do the small 
things well. Because of this, the axiom 
then follows that on any given day any 
team can heat another. 

Armed with an axiom, two super 
pitchers, four hitters over .330, and a new 
three-game winning streak, the Sachems 
are pointing their bats to the number one 
spot. 

They may just make it. One game out 
of second place, the eight and five 
Sachems are the only team to have 
beaten first place Burlington (10-1) and 
second place Wakefield (8-3). 

"If we play a little better ball we can 
challenge for second place with an 
outside shot at the top of the league,” 
said a cooly optimistic Sachem coach Bill 
Chase.

problems, a couple hits and some errors 
led to the Belmont’s quick 2-0 lead by the 
end of the second inning.

The seven boys teams the Winchester 
Soccer Club has entered in the com¬ 
petitive Middlesex League seem to be 
headed for a very successful year.

Town Meeting refused to order the 
selectmen to keep Town Hall open one 
night a week Monday, after selectmen 
promised to take care of the matter 
themselves. 

The Town Meeting article to keep the 
Town Hall offices open was indefinitely 
postponed Thursday night, after 
Selectman Edward O'Connell told TM 
members the article would "tie our 
hands" 

The article, submitted by Peggy 
Schleicher of Lochwan street, would 
have required that the offices of the Town 
Clerk, the Treasurer-Collector, the Town 
Manager, the Assessors and the Building 
be open for three hours on Monday 
nights. 

"Daytime-only operations arc out¬ 
dated," said Schleicher in support of her 
article. "The need for evening hours was 
well demonstrated during the 
revaluation period, when residents 
couldn’t get into Town Hall to check their 
assessments because they worked during 
the day." 

Schleicher said she chose Monday 
night because town officers normally 
met that evening and it would not cost 
extra to open and heat the building. The 
extended hours should not cost anything 
for labor, she added, since the town could 
shift hours of employees to cover the

“Bear in mind the selectmen have 
indicated the idea has veracity," 9nid 
Selectman Edward O'Connell. "We arc 
going to test it. 


"But 1 don’t think it’s proper to tie our 
hands to u specific night or specific 
hours," continued O’Connell "There 
may not be a demand. Once a fortnight or 
once a month may he adequate. But the 
only way we’re going to find out is 
through trial and error." 

Town Meeting member Mary Pronskl 


moved to amend the article, removing 
mention of specific hours but leaving in 
the requirement that it be open one night 
n week. 

The amendment lost on n voice vote 
Then, on u motion from Town Meeting 
member Johnson, the article was in¬ 
definitely postponed. 


TM Refuses To Allow Washington St. Parking Lot 


Bowing to the wishes of neighbors, 
Town Meeting turned down a request 
from the Winchester Savings Bank to 
rezone a Washington street parcel of land 
so it could he used as a parking lot. 

The article to rezone the parcel, 
located adjacent to the WSB’s 
Washington street branch, failed to get 
the required two-thirds majority by only 
two votes. 

Proponents of the article argued that 
using the land as a parking lot would 
relieve parking congestion around the 
block of stores at the corner of 
Washington and Swanton streets. 

But neighbors objected strenuously to 
the project, stating it would lead to 
"commercial creep," with business 
eventually taking over the entire block. 

Not all the neighbors oppose the plan 

the man who would live next to the lot, 
as well as another neighborhood 
resident, said anything which could be 
done to improve parking would help their 
area. 

But Town Meeting members were 
apparently more swayed by the 
arguments of Larry Eckles of 14 Oak 
street, who presented a petition from 31 
neighborhood residents objecting to the 
WSB’s plan. None of the three residents 


whose properties abut the proposed 
parking lot signed the petition. 

"We feel strongly that the neighbors 
will bear the cost of this rezoning," said 
Eckles. 

Joseph Scotti of 271 Washington st., 
whose property is immediately across 
Washington street from the proposed lot, 
also enumerated neighborhood worries. 

"If business is increasing to the point 
where the hank is out-growing the neigh¬ 
borhood, I should point out the neighbors 
were there first," said Scotti. "They say 
there is a parking problem, but that’s not 
absolute. There will be a security 
problem keeping people out of the lot at 
night." 

But other neighbors told Town 
Meeting there was parking problem, and 
the bank's lot was the way to solve it. 

"The area is a mess — cars are 
parked on the street, even on the 
sidewalk," said Ralph Dinecn of H Oak st. 
"1 am appalled by the way it looks, and 1 
feel a parking area would be an asset to 
Washington street." ’ 

Dineen added that while he was 
"skeptical" of the bank’s proposal at 
first, he became convinced that the lot 
would make the area "better as a neigh¬ 
borhood shopping area, one I can walk to 


for a container of milk or u newspaper. 

Another neighbor, Joseph Abdella of 
268 Washington street, who lives next 
door to the proposed lot, scoffed at fears 
of "commercial creep". 

"For the 20 vears I have lived in the 
area, it has traditionally been used for 
business," he said. "And for the past 20 
years, there has been a definite need for 
parking. , „ . 

"There are no sidewalks, no curb¬ 
stones, and traffic in and out of the lot 
there now is haphazard and dangerous, 
said Abdella. "With parking, there will 
be an orderly flow of traffic, not a 
haphazard one." 


Planning Board Chairman Marlon 
Crandall also warned town meeting 
members about the "general congestion 
and hazardous parking conditions" 
caused by too little parking in the area. 

And Crandall added that the Win 
Chester Savings Bank had agreed to a 
covenant that only parking would be 
constructed on the site, eliminating the 
possibility of another office or store going 
on the land. 

But the arguments for the lot con¬ 
vinced too few Town Meeting members. 
Although the vote was 9H to 52 for the lot, 
the WSB needed 100 votes to build its lot.

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Bike Month 

There are more than 105 million 
bicyclists. Nearly half of the population 
is two-wheeling ioday, making the need 
for bicycle safety more important than 
ever, according to Police Chief John P. 
*McHugh of the Winchester Police 
Department. 

American Bike Month in May is 
dedicated to promoting safe bicycling. 
For more than a quarter-century, 
communities throughout the country 
have held special events geared to 
making their areas safer places for 
bicyclists. Chief McHugh noted. 

Because more and more youngsters 
and adults are riding their two-wheelers 
lor fun, physical fitness, energy- 
conservation and short-haul tran¬ 
sportation, Chief McHugh emphasized 
that the need for bicycle safety education 
in the schools, community centers and in 
cooperation with local law enforcement 
agencies is urgent. Greater awareness 
will .help prevent accidents. In 
cooperation with the elementary schools, 
Safety Officer John McKinley and the 
Physical Education Specialists bring a 
bike safety program to many Winchester 
students during the Spring term. 

Recent studies have revealed a 
common cause of many traffic accidents 
involving bicyclists was the “blind eye of 
the motorist,” the Police Chief said. 
Scanning patterns of the motorist were 
beamed at other automobiles, frequently 
overlooking the presence of the bicyclist 
on the road. The Chief cautioned 
motorists to remain alert for bike riders 
and respect their right to the road. 

Some bicyclists also perform erratic 
and illegal maneuvers in unexpected 
places — such as exiting from driveways

and sidewalks onto public roads without 
looking, thus creating hazardous 
situations. Failure to stop or yield at 
controlled intersections and wrong-way 
riding also contributed to bicyclists’ 
accidents. 

The American Bike Month Committee 
stated that in addition to Illinois, 
Maryland, New York and Wisconsin, 
several other states are adopting formal 
bicycle safety education programs. 
Despite this trend, there is still a con¬ 
siderable vacuum in the area of practical 
bicycle education programs. 

“There is no better time than during 
American Bike Month to remind citizens 
that bicycle safety is everyone’s job.” the 
Police Chief said. He reminded 
youngsters and adults that along with the 
Rules of the Road there is further need 
for maintenance of a bike to make sure 
that it is in safe operating order. 

Most experts suggest that bikes 
should have regular maintenance in¬ 
spections at a local bike shop, but there is 
no reason why the bike riders can’t take 
some simple steps toward preventive 
maintenance on their own. 

Handlebars and seats should always 
be adjusted to fit the rider and tightened. 
Chains should always be kept lightly 
oiled and brakes should always be 
checked before going out on a bicycle. 
Meanwhile, it is a very simple procedure 
to check tires to make sure that there are 
no stones or glass bits lodged in the 
treads and that they are properly in¬ 
flated. 

Chief McHugh is recommending that 
the following Rules of the Road, issued by 
the American Bike Month Committee 
and endorsed by the International 


Association of Chiefs of Police, be 
followed not just during American Bike 
Month, but all year long. 

Obey all traffic regulations, signs, 
signals and markings — Bicycles should 
be ridden as safely as any road vehicle, 
and riders should obey the same rules of 
traffic, whenever they apply. 

Observe all local ordinances per¬ 
taining to bicycles Registration and 
licensing, inspections, riding on 
sidewalks, etc. may all be covered by 
local laws. It is your responsibility to 
know them and abide by them. 

Keep right: ride with traffic, not 
against it. Ride single file — Keep as 
close to the curb as practical. Though 
most states allow riding two abreast 
when it would not obstruct traffic, there 
may be situations on narrow roadways 
where it would be dangerous. 

Watch out for drain grates, soft 
shoulders and other road surface 
hazards. — Be careful of loose sand or 
gravel, particularly at corners. Wai >h 
out for pot holes. 

Watch out for car doors opening, or 
for cars pulling into traffic.

Others require reflective pedals, ad¬ 
ditional side and rear reflectors or other 
reflective material. If you are going to 
drive at night, use maximum protection. 

Ride a safe hike. Have it inspected to 
ensure good mechanical condition. 

Hide your hike defensively: watch out 
for the other guy - Observe the car in 
front of you, and the one in front of him. 
Ahvays look behind you before making 
any kind of turn. Leave yourself room 
and time to lake defensive action.

Town Meeting Approves Town Hall Budget 


Two cuts totalling $14,200, the whisper 
smooth no-contest approval of Economic 
Coordinator John Connery’s $36,220 
salary, and a brief spat over whether the 
Town Manager’s office should get a 
$6,000 student intern, which it will, were 
the highlights of Monday night’s Town 
Meeting approval of the Town Hall 
budget. 

Selectman Michael Saraco sponsored 
two reduction motions, one being his call 
to live up to the spirit of Proposition 2.6 
by cutting $6,000 from the Town 
Manager’s office budget that will be 
allocated for a student intern 

Saraco said that changes in how the 
budget is prepared for Town Meeting and 
how purchase orders are made would 


reduee the Town Manager’s office work 
by 35 percent. 

“Let the departments prepare the 
purchase orders and not just the 
requisitions," so Town Manager Tom 
Groux would then only have to sign on the 
dotted line, Saraco said. 

Finance Committee Chairman Frank 
Golden said the FinCom supported the 
program because an intern would bring a 
benefit to the town “many times the 
cost." He added that decentralizing the 
town’s purchasing procedures would be 
costly in the long run. He also said “this 
program is somewhat experimental.’’ 
The Board of Selectmen joined the 
FinCom in support of the allocation. 

Groux said “this program of bringing 


an intern on is not going to make or break 
the Town Manager,’’ but that the loss of 
“one of two key professinal positions” 
becauseof Prop 2.5 had inflicted a burden 
on his office. He said the addition of a 20 
hour per week graduate or un¬ 
dergraduate student “would be a step to 
keep us on our toes in our office” by 
virtue of the student’s outside ex¬ 
perience. 

Groux added that the student would be 
someone interested in the field of 
government and that his (Groux’s) 
“responsibility as a professional is to 
foster professionalism in the field (of 
government).” 

Saraco’s motion to cut the $6,000 was 
defeated by a standing vote of 60 to 63. 


The Town Manager’s budget of $107,986 
then passed without dissent. 

Saraco’s other motion to cut $1200 
from the Selectmen’s budget was ap¬ 
proved. Calling it “overbudgeting.” 
Saraco said the Town Report could be 
printed for less than proposed based on 
the experience of past years. Town 
Meeting approved the reduction motion 
and then the whole Selectmen’s budget 
for $10,015. 

The second successful reduction came 
from the elimination of next year's town 
audit. The Selectmen moved to cut the 
entire $12,000 allocated for the audit with 
the stated desire that the audit should be 
on a bi-annual and not annual basis. 
Selectman Alan MacDonald said that the 


consistency between the audits done in 
1978 and *81, both performed In the 
Arthur Anderson Co . demonstrated that 
the town would “get as much out of a 
semi-annual audit " 

The FinCom objected to the reduction 
with Golden saying that the audits 
represented an “objective look at our 
operating system. In other words, we get 
advice.” 

But Town Meeting members took the 
Selectmen's advice and the motion to 
eliminate the audit budget was passed by 
a slim voice vote margin 

The budget issue most notable for its 
lack of controversy was Connery’s 
$36,220 salary a new addition to the 
budget.

Other government budget issues 
passed include the following: $5,142 for 
Town Meeting; $7890 for the FinCom; 
$90,444 for the Comptroller. $88,354 for 
the Collector: $64,945 for the Assessors. 
$53,031 for the Town Clerk; $27,421 for 
elections and registrations. $48,476 for 
Legal services; $134,981 for engineering; 
$10,410 for the Personnel Board; $2500 for 
outside travel. $98,654 for data 
processing. $49,475, for general services; 
$3,641 for the Board of Appeal; $17,597 for 
the Planning Board.

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TM Sets Up Group To Scrutinize Assessments 


The Patten Assessment Associates’ 
assessment of the town is in for some 
close scrutiny from a group of ten 
citizens. 

Hut despite the wishes of some of 
tht e who lobbied for the committee, the 
scrutiny will not change this year’s tax 
bills. 

With only a scattering of dissenting 
votes, Town Meeting voted Thursday to 
set up u committee to study the 
revaluation developed by Patten 
As: ociates of Maine. 

l’he vote wasn't as earth-shaking as it 
could have been Moderator John 
Sullivan disallowed the original article 
dealing with revaluation, which asked 
Town Meeting to throw out the Pattten 
revaluation for Fiscal Year 1982 (July 1. 
1981 to June 80, 1982). 

Instead, Sullivan only let Town 
Meeting members vote on the section of 
the article asking that a committee of 10 
citizens be formed to review the town’s 
assessments and report back at the Fall 
Town Meeting. 


The vote at Town Meeting probably 
won't affect this year’s assessments 
the Board of Assessors voted Friday, 
after the Town Meeting vote, to send the 
Patten assessment to the state for cer¬ 
tification (see related story). 

Nor are the assessors taking the Town 
Meeting vote as a mandate against the 
Patten figures. 

“1 don't see it as an overwhelming 
mandate that we should start out all over 
again with the revaluation,” said 
Assessor Sherman Josephson Friday. “It 
was an easy vote, like voting for 
motherhood 

“It would have been otherwise if the 
vote was to overturn the assessment of or 
throw out the Board of Assessors,” 
Josephson added. 

Instead, Josephson said, he felt Town 
Meeting members wanted to give the 
assessors guidance and assistance as 
they worked on the Patten figures to 
come up with next year’s assessments. 

Josephson agreed with Tremont 
street resident Frank Lambiase, who 
said at the assessor’s meeting that “I see 


include a section that would stop cer¬ 
tification of the Patten valuations, and 
told Town Meeting members the com¬ 
mittee would not have any power to 
change the assessments. 

Sullivan, in explaining his decision, 
said “If we were to adopt the true 
essence of the article, we would be ac¬ 
cepting the principal that Town Meeting 
has the power to set aside state powers. 
The power to do the assessments has 
been given to the Board of Assessors, and 
we would be taking that away from them. 

“The committee will simply report 
back to Town Meeting,” Sullivan said. 
“In no way can it interfere with the 
certification rights of the Board of 
Assessors.” 

But several of the Town Meeting 
members who spoke in favor of the ar¬ 
ticle futiley hoped the assessors would 
delay certification until the committee 
got a chance to look at the valuations. 

“How can we certify what appears to 
this as a way to avoid problems in the 
future.” 

There were no objections raised 


against the article at Thursday’s Town 
Meeting. But a string of citizens and 
officials took the podium to urge the 
review of the assessment. 

“I don’t feel any doubt about the need 
lor a study group to take a good, hard 
look at the revaluation,” said Assessor 
George Andersen. “Basically, it is not a 
good program. 

“The (assessment) figures do not 
compute out, they do not stand the test of 
time,” said Andersen. “I don’t see how 
we can work with a makeshift job. 

“The system we decide upon will stay 
in place for 10, 15, even 30 years — we 
should get out the problems in the 
beginning,” continued Andersen. “That’s 
why I support this motion to bring to light 
the problems and inequities in this 
assessment.” 

But while the committee may bring 
inequities and problems with the 
assessment to light, Sullivan’s ruling 
prevents it from doing anything about 
this year’s assessment. 

Sullivan ruled the article could not 


Town Asks Court To Rule Against Star 


Town Counsel Douglas Randall last 
week asked a Middlesex Superior Court 
judge to rule against The Winchester 
Star in the paper's suit charging the 
Board of Assessors w-ith holding an 
illegal secret session two months ago to 
discuss real estate classification and 
exemptions. 

Randall claimed in a brief filed last 
Friday that the secret session was 
justified because courts had allowed 
similar secret sessions for boards 
discussing collective bargaining. 

The Star took the Board of Assessors 
to court after the board voted 
unanimously March 1 to hold an 
executive session to discuss its recom¬ 
mendation on classification and 
residential exemptions in the town’s tax 
rate. 

Classification, which was endorsed by 
the assessors and later approved by the 
selectmen, sets different tax rates for 
business and residential property. 

Residential exemptions, which were 
also endorsed by the assessors, were 
approved by the selectmen on March 1, 
but were later voted down when Select¬ 
man Edward O’Connell asked for 
reconsideration. Residential exemptions 
would have allowed lower tax rates for 
lower priced homes and higher rates for 
expensive homes. 

The assessors voted to hold the secret 
session despite the objections of Star 
editor David Leeco and the selectmen’s 
decision — made only minutes earlier — 
not to discuss the same issues in a secret 


session with the assessors. 

In explaining their reason for the 
secret session, the assessors that night 
echoed the advice Randall had given to 
the selectmen earlier in the evening — 
that under the Open Meeting Law, which 
details when boards may call executive 
sessions, the potential for litigation is 
sufficient reason to discuss a matter 
behind closed doors. 

Randall repeated that argument in 
the brief he submitted to Superior Court 
Judge Joseph S. Mitchell Jr. last Friday, 
10 days after the case was heard in 
Mitchell's courtroom. 

The Winchester town counsel noted 
that although there were no previous 
Massachusetts cases dealing with 
potential litigation and the open meeting 
law, the courts had turned down ob¬ 
jections to secret sessions concerning 
potential contract negotiations. 

Both litigation and negotiations are 
covered in the same section of the Open 
Meeting Law. The law states that 
executive sessions may be held “to 
discuss strategy with respect to 
collective bargaining for litigation if an 
open meeting may have a detrimental 
effect on the bargaining or litigating 
position of the governmental body.” 

In The Star’s brief, attorney James 
Heigham argued that the possibility of 
litigation alone was “inadequate to in¬ 
voke the litigation exception.” 

“If it were,” Heigham continued, 
“every board of assessors in the state 
faced with a town-wide reassessment

could close all its meetings. 

But Randall noted that in cases in¬ 
terpreting the collective bargaining 
section, court decisions “lead one to the 
conclusion that the Assessors’ executive 
sessions does indeed fall within the 
litigation exemption. 

“Massachusetts courts have looked 
beyond the immediate collective 
bargaining proceeding to determine that 
discussions of strategy could take place 
at other times, both before and after the 
negotiating session,” Randall wrote. 

Randall pointed to two cases — 
Ghiglione v. School Committee of South- 
bridge and Attorney General v. School 
Committee of Taunton — to support his 
argument. 

In the Taunton School Committee 
case, an appeals court upheld a secret 
session called to discuss salaries of non¬ 
union personnel, held before negotiations 
with union groups, because non-union 
salaries would have an effect on future 
union negotiations, according to Ran¬ 
dall’s brief. 

In the Southbridge School Committee 
case, the State Supreme Judicial Court 
allowed an executive session to be held 
for a grievance proceeding held after a 
collective bargaining agreement had 
been reached. 

Randall noted that in the Southbridge 
decision, the judge wrote that “the open 
meeting law is designed to eliminate 
much of the secrecy surrounding the 
deliberations and decisions on which 
public policy is based. Public officials, 
however, might be unduly hampered in 
the performance of their duties if all 
gatherings of members of included 
governmental bodies must be open to the 
public.” 

“It cannot be questioned that the 
actions and decisions of a municipal body 
taken before litigations may well have a

substantial impact on the litigation it¬ 
self,” wrote Randall. “Surely, where the 
expectation of litigation is high, the 
governmental body cannot be required to 
wait until the summons is served before 
being permitted to discuss litigation 
strategy out of the glare of public 
scrutiny.” 

Randall supported his contention that 
the potential for litigation was high by 
pointing to the informal hearings bet¬ 
ween residents and representatives of 
the assessment company in February 
and March, when 900 taxpayers showed 
up to complain about their assessments. 

More than 360 hearings had been held 
before the assessors decided to hold a 
public hearing, Randall added. 

“While these preliminary hearings 
might not themselves constitute 
litigation,” continued Randall, “surely 
given these facts the anticipation of 
litigation cannot be said to be idle 
speculation, as plaintiffs (The Star) 
suggest. 

“Where the Assessors vote to go into 
executive session to discuss strategy or 
board policy which will impact on highly 
likely litigation, that decision falls within 
the litigation exemption,” Randall 
concluded. 

In its suit, The Star asks Judge Mit¬ 
chell to declare the March 1 session 
illegal and to declare both the assessors’ 
and the selectmen's votes on 
classification and residential exemptions 
null and void. The Star also asks the court 
to order the assessors to abide by the 
Open Meeting Law in the future. 

With both sides having presented their 
case, Judge Mitchell now has three 
months in which to make a decision. 
However, Heigham expects a ruling 
within three weeks.

be full of substantial discrimination?” 
asked Otto Schaffer of Pond st. noting 
that in his neighborhood, many of the 
properties seemed over-assessed. 

“We should not require hundreds or 
even thousands of householders to go 
through an abatement hearing,” he said. 
“Over time, you do get equity by going 
for an abatement, but I don’t think that’s 
right. 

“It would be much better if the 
committee could work with the assessors 
to get fair tax bills out,” Schaffer con¬ 
cluded. 

Even Jack Farrell of Pierrepont rd., 
who made the amendment which fit the 
assessment article to Sullivan’s 
specification, said that he hoped the 
assessment would be reviewed before 
certification. 

Farrell pointed to several “messages 
that there are inequities in the program” 
— including a check of nine assessments 
last week by Chair Assessor Chairman 
Werner Carlson and Woodside ave. 
resident John France, which showed in 
eight out of nine cases, valuations were 
not determined according to the com¬ 
puter program. 

“I would be in favor of putting the 
assessment aside until the committee 
reports on it,” said Farrell. “Winchester 
Deserve a better assessment.” 

One person who did not want the 


certification to wait was Finance 
Committee Frank Golden. Golden, while 
reporting his committee favored the 
motion by a slim margin, added his own 
fears about a delay. 

Golden pointed out it is costing the 
town $20,000 to borrow money until June 
1, to cover revenues lost because tax bills 
haven’t gone out yet. And the interest the 
town could have been earning on that tax 
revenue, he added, would bring in an 
additional $230,000. 

“We’re talking about continuing and 
continuing this for how long?” asked 
Golden. “Meanwhile, the costs to the 
town keep rolling up.” 

But although the committee — five 
members of which will be appointed by 
the assessors, with the selectmen ap¬ 
pointing four and the moderator choosing 
the last -- will not get its hands on this 
year’s assessment, it does have one 
advantage, according to one Town 
Meeting member. 

The committee members will not be 
assessors or Patten people, he said — 
they will be neighbors, available to field 
all questions and complaints. 

“I think this will be an excellent 
sounding board for those of us who have 
grievances,” said Town Meeting 
member Clarence Borggaard. “And 
there are about a thousand of them, in¬ 
cluding me.” 


Top Supervisor Mirick 
Resigns From Patten

The man who directed the two-year 
revaluation of Winchester quit his job 
last week with Patten Appraisal 
Associates, the firm that reassessed the 
town 

Project Supervisor Richard Mirick 
said he resigned because he did not agree 
with the management policies ol Patten. 

“I resigned because of the way the 
company was run.” Mirick disclosed in a 
recent interview. “There were too many 
in-house politics to deal with.” 

In a letter written to the president of 
Patten, dated May 4. and presented to 
the Board of Assessors Monday night, 
Mirick stated that the reason for his 
resignation was “manyfold. 

“Specifically the lack of consistent 
management policy, coupled with 
harassment of management personnel 
has forced this decision.” the letter 
stated. “This is not a hasty conclusion, 
hut one arrived at after much 
deliberation. Due to the present in¬ 
compatibility of all concerned, a parting 
of ways is the most equitable solution.” 

Mirick stressed that his resignation 
had nothing to do with Winchester’s 
assessment and noted that he had 
already accepted another job with a 
different revaluation firm. 

“I got an offer from another company 
which I could not refuse.” lie said. “My 
leaving has nothing to do with Win¬ 
chester’s reassessment. In fact. I’ve 
been stalling my leaving Patten so that 
Winchester could be completed before I 
leave. My obligations in town will be 
finished before I go.” 

Miriek’s last day with Patten will be 
May 14. Assessor Chairman Werner 
Carlson said that Miricks’ resignation 
would not cause problems for Winchester 
if Patten replaces him with a qualified 
person. 

Assessor George Andersen, however, 
does not believe that finding a qualified 
replacement will be an easy task, as 
Mirick’s resignation follows a succession 
of job terminations. 


In fact, Andersen said that the only 
people left who are familiar with Win¬ 
chester's assessment program are 
Robert Patten, president of Patten 
Associates and Robert Finnegan, * 
president of Finnegan Associates, the 
firm which ran Winchester’s computer 
program for Patten. 

“The guy who wrote the program and 
most of the persons who established 
Winchester’s values are gone.” Andersen 
said Monday night after learning about 
Mirick’s resignation. “My concern is 
with the methodology and now there is no 
one there to answer my questions.” 

Mike Platt, the man who set up the 
program for Finnegan quit his job last 
fall. And Verne Gardener, the original 
project supervisor for Winchester quit 
and was replaced by Mirick last year. 

In a letter written to Patten, Carlson 
stressed that “it is extremely important 
that his (Mirick's replacement be one 
who is aware of our program, that is one 
who has been involved in the data 
collection and the methods used in 
arriving at our final values.” He also 
Wrote that the Board of Assessors must 
afoproveof the replacement.” asstated in 
tne contract.” 

In an interview with both Mirick and 
Carlson, Carlson repeatedly said that he 
planned on calling Mirick up from time to 
time to clarify any problems which may 
arise. 

While Mirick agreed to help Carlson 
“as best as he could" he emphasized that 
he could not do so at the expense of his 
next job. 

“i'll lx* glad to give you whatever time 
I have, hut I can’t infringe on these new 
guys,” he said. “I'll help you out. but I 
don’t know how much time I’ll have for 
this." 

Carlson, however, was adamant about 
utilizing Mirick’s expertise in the future. 

“Having worked for two years on 
Winchester's program, I think he’ll 
(Mirick) be morally obligated to answer 
questions.” Carlson said while he 
pointedly stared at Mirick.

“For quite a few weeks now - indeed 
for quite a few months — this board as 
previously and presently constituted has 
been agonizing over the newly-generated 
fiscal 1982 100 percent assessments. A lot 
of discussion has been taking place 
between this Board and our concerned 
and interested citizens; press coverage 
has been excellent, and I truly believe 
that all of this has been beneficial to the 
town as we arrive at the point at which 
we are today. 

“I am convinced that no revaluation 
program would be without fault and 
beyond criticism. That criticism might 
be from the Board of Assessors itself, our 
citizens and taxpayers, the state 
Department of Revenue, or even the 
Town Meeting. Despite the fact that a 
program such as ours may be com¬ 
puterized, all problems can not be 
blamed on the computer; many human 
factors go into the make-up of the whole 
system, and human beings were required 
to make judgments and decisions before 
the revaluation process began, during 
the process itself, and through this very 
day and beyond today. 

“My own personal learning process 
began on April 1 — just five weeks ago — 
and during that time I have diligently 
attempted to familiarize myself with 
what had gone on during the previous two 
and one-half years in this office and 
within the town as revaluation was 
commenced and progressed. My office 
staff and my family are painfully aware 
of the fact that more hours during these 
past five weeks have been spent on the 
business of being an Assessor in the Town 
of Winchester than on the business of 
trying to make a living and maintain 
family relationships! 

“During five weeks I have personally 
reviewed at least 1,000 individual 
rssidential property field folders, in¬ 
cluding but not limited to properties 
which were the subject of informal 
hearings after the delivery of impact 
notices to the property owners of the 
town. I noted inconsistencies and tried to 
give direction to Patten Appraisal’s 
project manager in order to resolve 
them. Members of this Board have 
driven several areas of the town in order 
to get an on the spot feeling for individual 
properties and the assessment numbers 
attached to them.

“The assessments overall look ac¬ 
ceptable to me personally. I say this 
despite the fact that one area of town 
which was scrutinized by field review 
earlier this week did not look so good 
Previously made adjustments — ad¬ 
justments which the public in general are 
not aware of — and further adjustments 
made this week to properties in this 
particular area make it look a great deal 
better today. Areas viewed on sub¬ 
sequent days appear much better. I 
expect this process to continue beyond 
today, beyond the time tax bills are 
mailed, beyond the abatement period. 
Assessing is a continuing process this 
year and in the years ahead, just as it has 
always been in this office I am sure. 

“I am not so naive as to believe that 
there are ‘no highs and no lows’ out there 
today which we are not aware of. We will 
attempt to locate those and correct them. 
Even then some will still exist, and I defy 
anyone to introduce' me to a system that 
will produce nothing but perfect, non- 
debatable 100 percent assessments which 
will result in 100 percent happiness and 
satisfaction on the part of the property 
owners of the town! 


“I also remain unconvinced that any 
individual taxpayer, concerned citizen or 
town meeting member can intelligently 
condemn our new valuations based on an 
abstract of a relatively few numbers and 
codes and ratios. 

“Today I find myself, Mr. Chairman, 
seated at this table having asked myself 
over and over, during the past two or 
three weeks especially, ‘What are the 
choices and alternatives for the 
Assessors? What are the ramifications of 
any decision we make?’ 

“To answer that in part I might 
suggest that the consequences of any 
decision we make involve not only time 
periods and dollar amounts and funds (or 
lack thereof) for the town — the decision 
will also have fiscal and social 
ramifications, and will undoubtedly 
result in continued unhappiness on the 
part of some portion of the citizenry no 
matter which way we vote. We could 
make a decision which could lead us to a 
court of law. Perhaps our vote will 
provide political fodder in the months 
ahead for individuals and groups. 
Nevertheless, I do believe we must make 
a decision. 

“Mr. Chairman, I therefore move that 
this Board of Assessors immediately 
take whatever steps are necessary to 
request state certification of our FY 1982 
assessments in order that we may 
proceed with the issuance of FY 1982 tax 
bills reflecting these new assessments.”

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Students To Explore Their Future At 
WHS Business Dept. Career Day 


Under the direction of Helen M. 
Nagle, coordinator of business education 
at Winchester High School, and her staff, 
a program has been arranged to have 
prominent resource .people in our 
community and surrounding com¬ 
munities speak to the students on 
prospective careers and how students 
may prepare themselves for such 
careers. 

Questions such as, “What skills do I 
need for a job?”, “How can I best 
prepare myself for a managerial 
position?”, “What is the best way to 
apply for a position?", and “Where 
should 1 start?” will be answered during 
career day. 

The volunteer speakers will speak to 
interested young people about rewarding 
positions and careers in the field of 
business. Emphasis will be placed on the 
value of pursuing careers in areas such 
as management, accounting, and the 
secretarial sciences (executive, legal, 
medical, and technical). A fundamental 
business education is an asset for all high 
school students to have, especially in 
today’s economy. 

The II.S. Department of Labor 
projects 295,000 job openings every year 
between now and 1985 for applicants with 
secretarial skills - a figure that 
designates clerical and secretarial 
workers as the “largest and fastest 
growing” occupational group. 

A 1981 survey conducted by the 


American Management Society found 
that nearly 70 percent of companies 
polled are currently using word 
processing equipment and another 11 
percent are installing and considering it. 
These figures have risen 20 percent since 
1976. 

The estimated demand for word 
processing operators is 2.5 million by 
1985. 

Information will be provided as to 
which careers may need a college 
education, a two-year technical 
education, or just a high school diploma. 

The importance of business skills and 
business knowledge will be empahsized, 
whether one decides to enter the business 
world directly upon graduation from high 
school, or whether one goes on to a school 
of higher education or college. Business 
skills are extremely beneficial to have at 
any time in one’s life, whether it is 
helping to pay college tuition or 
providing a satisfying, profitable career. 

It must be pointed out that most of the 
new fields opening up involve business; 
and realistically speaking, students 
should explore business education before 
deciding upon what career to enter. 

Many of these business skills can be 
learned in the Business Department. It 
would be to the student’s advantage to 
acquire these skills at the high school 
level at no extra cost to their parents. 
Why wait and graduate with no business 
skills, attend a four-year college, be 


unable to find a job, and then have to pay 
for business courses to obtain skills that 
could have been taken while in high 
school? 

Many excellent speakers were kind 
enough to take time out of their busy 
schedules to be at Winchester High 
School’s Business Career Day, the 
program follows: 

. During the first period of classes, 
Eileen Schell, state Secretary of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs, and Dr. Freida Lang, a 
psychologist, will speak to students. 

Speakers during second period will be 
architect Philip Locaschio and bank 
manager Eugene Zecus. Attorney Robert 
Boudreau and nurse Gloria Pearson will 
discuss their careers third period. 

Marsha Saltmarsh will speak on the 
insurance business during fourth period. 
In the same period, Continental 
Cablevision systems manager Steven 
Pollock will talk about cable television. 

During fifth period, bank vice- 
president William Kozak and accountant 
Steve Vesey, CPA, will speak. They will 
be followed during sixth period by real- 
estate broker Ann Blackham and 
assistant attorney general Bernadette 
Sabra. 

Rounding out the program, during 
seventh period, will be personnel director 
Michael Flionis, travel agent George 
Littell, and Phyllis Hollinshead, director 
of volunteers.

LWV Sponsors Investigation Of Teen Programs 


A group of concerned members of the 
community recently joined in a lively 
and informative discussion about what 
programs are available for junior high 
kids after school in Winchester. 

This League of Woman Voters’ study 
unit, which uncovered many interesting 
facts and areas for future investigation, 
attracted several non-Leaguers and 
representation from Winchester High 
School counseling staff, McCall Junior 
High School, the School Committee, 
Winchester Interagency Council, the 
Council on Youth, and McCall Parents 
Association. 

After a committee gave an extensive 
presentation of current offerings for 
junior high students after school 
throughout Winchester, the general 
conclusion was that there are a great 
many activities available in town, but 
that what is available is often not well- 
orgnaized or well-communicated to the 
students and parents. 

Since the current offerings seemed to 


largely represent more the parents’ 
concerns than those of the kids, it was 
suggested that some effort should be 
made to survey the kids themselves, 
possibly with the help of Student Coun¬ 
cils. 

It was also agreed that some means 
should be worked out to present in¬ 
formation to kids about what is available 
and to develop some new options for 
them. There was a lot of interest in 
developing a booklet listing ongoing 
activities which could be updated at 
regular intervals to keep it current. 

There was also interest in exploring 
some of the proposals and suggestions 
made during the course of the study. 
Among these were: possibly expanding 
the role of the student government at 
McCall so that it would participate more 
actively in developing programs for 
junior high kids; taking advantage more 
frequently of the helpful position of the 
McCall Parent Association, which may

WHS Displays Outstanding Performance At Latin Convention

Is Latin a dead language? Due to 
Winchester High School’s outstanding 
performance last weekend, no one will 
ask such a question again. 

On Saturday, May 8, Winchester High 
hosted the Massachusetts Junior 
Classical League’s (MJCL) annual 
convention. Each spring the MJCL 
convention is held at the outgoing 
president’s school. Gail Coppins, MJCL’s 
1981-1982 president, explained “The day 
was really great, but it was sad for me 
The convention is what we work for all 
year and suddenly it’s all over and I’m 
not even president anymore. But it’s a 
great way to leave the school. I’m so 
proud.’U 

After the 20 high schools, a fourth of 
which are over two hours away, 
registered everyone convened in the 
auditorium and an assembly began.

Also at this time 
candidates for next year’s MJCL 
positions presented their speeches. At 
approximately 10 a.m. everyone filtered 
into the sunshine and hence, the com¬ 
petitions began... 

The first event was the Chariot Race, 
a traditional event based on the ancient 
Roman races in the Colosseum.

Diane Intravia and Steve Brosnan, 
Winchester’s tennis participants, won the 
mixed doubles match without much of a 
struggle. Another five points chalked up 
on Winchester’s board. Thanks to 
Roseanne Innes, Winchester High’s girls 
tennis coach, the tennis matches all ran 
smoothly. 

Following these events, Winchester 
field and tracksters made their marks. 

In the 100 yard, Maria Saviano got 
fifth place. In the 220 yd. Maro Martinez 
snagged second place as well as Paula 
Russo who also succeeded in placing 
second. In the 440 yd. Dawn Ponti ran 
swiftly to win second place. In the 440 
relay, Julie O’Callaghn, Karen Twitchell, 
Doug Oram, and James Wagner 
managed to win 5th place. Running the 
mile, Beth Nowell won third place and 
Hugh Murray placed seond. 

Trina Hemmerdinger, never having 
tried shotput, put her best foot forward 
for Winchester and won fourth .place. In 


the high jump event Laura Carlson got 
second place. Doug Oram surely made 
Winchester happy at his long jump of 
18 1”. winning first place. Also, Michelle 
Dever placed fourth in the long jump. 

Bex Wankowicz and Tom Martin 
came through in the egg toss event tying 
for second place with Woburn. Michael 
Trabucco and MaryEllen Sullivan placed 
fourth in the egg and spoon race. Jane 
Wiseman and Marc Tonazuck put their 
rhythm together and won second place in 
the 3-legged race. 

Winchester excelled in every place 
and got more points than ever, but 
without the help of Joe Cantillion, Lorin 
Maloney and Joan Williams, none of the 
events would have gotten off the ground 
at all. 

Following all this excitement and 
exercise, the Latin students were 
ravenous and strolled into the cefeteria 
for a delicious lunch of spaghetti, salad, 
ice-cream and cookies. The tables were 
covered by bright red tableclothes and a 
red carnation. was placed as a cen¬ 
terpiece at each table to top it all off. A 
special thanks must be given to 
Mahoney’s for donating the flowers and 
the friends of Winchester Hospital for use 
of the vases. 

After a hearty lunch, Winchester’s top 
Latin scholars, chosen by an exam taken 
in April, competed in a oral academic 
contest against other top students. Each 
section consisted of 25 questions con¬ 
cerning grammar, vocabulary, 
derivatives, and culture, increasing in 
difficulty as one went on. 

In Latin I, Leslie Lien placed sixth. 
Katrina Hemmerdinger, much to the 
thrill of Winchester, placed first in the 
Latin II section giving Winchester High 
25 points a large portion of the total 
amount of points. 

In Latin IV Poetry, an extremely 
difficult section, Christina Elio came 
through with sixth place. On the written 
Mythology test, Ravi Sharma placed 
in Level I. Jane Wiseman placed 
third in Level II and Bex Wankowicz 
placed third in the Level III. On the 
written history exam, Nick Rossettos 
placed first in Level II, David O’Connor 
placed first in Level I, and Grdon Shaw 
placed third in Level III. Rice placed 
first in the NonFiction Prose. 

In the Poetry section, Winchester 
racked in points. Tom Martin got first 
place, Michelle Gibson second and Leslie 
Carlson, fourth. In front of many judges 
and spectators, Gordon Shaw recited 
Cicero smoothly earning him a third 
prize. In the scrapbook contest, Diane 
Intravaia and Dawn Ponti won fourth 
place. 

Winchester proved itself artistic in the 
poster section; Cris DeLuca placed first, 
Liz Doherty received fourth place. In the 
Painting and Drawing section, DeLuca 
won a second place and Tom Martin won 
a sixth place. Patty Ricciardelli and Jule 
O’Callaghan won sixth place for their 
“exempluin” of a Roman chariot in the 
Colosseim made out of graham cracker, 
wafers, skittles, and gumdrops. 
(Students from other schools ate part of 
the creation — little did they know, each 
candy was glued on.)

After informal games in the gym and 
on the tennis courts, a super-rowdy, but 
slightly exhausted crew piled into the 
auditorium.

Registered, Insured Or Certified — 
What They Can Do For Your Mail

When you need to send valuables or 
important papers through the mail, the 
Postal Service recommends you un¬ 
derstand what registered, insured and 
certified mail can do for you. 

By becoming familiar with these 
service options offered by the Postal 
Service, your mail will receive the best 
handling and the most cost-effective 
delivery. Registered, insured and cer¬ 
tified all give you the customized ser¬ 
vices needed for mailing that special 
letter or package. 

Registered mail is the safest way to 
send valuables. It offers special handling 
for your letter or package mailed at the 
First-Class rates. You receive a receipt 
when you take the material to the post 
office. Then, the movement of that piece 
is monitored from the point of ac¬ 
ceptance to the point of delivery. All 
irreplaceable articles, regardless of 
value, and all items worth more than $400 
should be sent by registered mail. 

Jewelry, stocks and checks or money 
orders for large amounts are good 
candidates for registered mail. This type 
of service provides protection against 
loss or damage. The full value of the 
mailing must be declared mailed for 
security and insurance purposes. The 
registration fee includes insurance 
protection up to $25,000 for domestic 
mail. 

The fees for registered mail depend 
upon the value of the material being 


mailed. For instance, if the value of the 
package is from $101 to $500, the cost is 
$3.60. 

A return receipt costs 60 cents extra, 
but it will allow the sender to have a 
written receipt of when and to whom the 
item was delivered. For a return receipt 
indicating to whom, the date and the 
address where the item was delivered, 
the fee is 70 cents. 

Restricted delivery service is also 
available with registered mail. It allows 
delivery only to the addressee, or to 
someone who is authorized in writing to 
receive mail for the addressee. 

Insured mail is a good bet if you are 
sending birthday, wedding or other gifts 
or fragile items. First-Class Mail, 
Priority, Third and Fourth-Class mail 
may be insured. Insurance, available for 
merchandise only, can be purchased for 
materials mailed which are valued at 
less than $400. Insurance rates, like 
registered mail rates, vary according to 
the value of the material being sent. If 
articles are insured for more than $15, a 
receipt of delivery is signed by the 
recipient and filed at the delivery post 
office. 

The insurance enables you to receive 
payment for domestic mail that has been 
lost, rifled or damaged. You may request 
a return receipt or restricted deliver 
when sending something insured for 
more than $15. 

Certified mail is your best buy if you 
are sending important letters, insurance 
forms, contracts or bids for business 


contracts mailed at the First-Class rate. 
At 75 cents plus the charge for postage, 
certified mail costs less than registered 
mail. 

It should be used when the sender 
requires a receipt as proof of mailing. 
The coupon receipt is postmarked to 
establish the date of delivery. A record of 
the delivery is also kept at the ad¬ 
dressee’s post office for twoyears, but no 
record is kept at the office from which 
you mailed the material. You may 
request a return receipt or restricted 
delivery with certifield mail. 

Certified mail service is provided only 
for First-Class or Priority Mail con¬ 
taining no intrinsic value, and insurance 
is not available. 

Certified mail labels, which can be 
obtained from your local post office, 
must be completed by the customer for 
this type of mail.

Of Bomb Threat

Three bomb threats Friday night left 
police and lire otficials agonizing over 
whether or not to attempt to evacuate 
about 2000 people from the EnKa Fair. 

Between 9:30 and 10 p.m., a male 
made three separate calls to the police 
station, warning that a bomb would 
explode at the Manchester field 
fairgrounds at 10 p.m. 

While thousands of fairgoers enjoyed 
the festivities, police and lire officials 
quickly mobilized setting up a central 
command post in McCall Junior High, 
searching the fair for suspicious persons, 
and tracing the calls. 

Safety officials determined that the 
risk of danger would be greater if they 
chose to evacuate the fair than if they 
took their chances on the threat not being 
legitimate. 

“It was a tough decision to make,” 
said Sgt. Kenneth Albertelli. one of the 
policemen who made the decision not to 
evacuate. “We decided it would have 
caused more damage if we tried to clear 
out the crowd in a hall hour than if a 
bomb went off. We only had one small 
gate to evacuate 2UUl) to 3000 people. 


People would have panicked, jumped 
from rides, and kids would have been 
trampled there were all those wires. 

“It would have been impossible to 
clear the fairgrounds in 20 minutes.” he 
stressed. “I could just imagine the horror 
show that would have resulted if we had 
tried.” 

The first call came at 9:30. 

“The fair grounds in a hall hour.” the 
caller began. “A bomb. You (ob¬ 
scenities) have pushed me for the last 
time. I’ll get you.” The caller then hung 
up. 

“My lirst impression was that there 
was a possibility that the call was 
legitimate," said Sgt. James Pierce, who 
was also in charge of handling the in¬ 
cident. “But an evacuation attempt 
would have definitely resulted in dozens 
of injuries and probably some deaths. It 
literally would have created havoc. 

“We would have loved to have been 
able to get everyone out of there, but 
under those conditions, it was im¬ 
possible." he continued. "If we had a few 
hours, we could have slowly phased

State Gives Final 


Assessment Review

Donna Duval stood in the hallway of 
Town Hall, a sheaf of newpaper clippings 
on the town’s assessment in her hand, 
and pleaded with the man from the state 
Bureau of Local Assessment to do 
something about Winchester’s values. 

He,said answered that wasn’t his job. 

The Patten Associates’ revaluation of 
Winchester received its final check by 
the state Tuesday, as Tom Gorski from 
the Bureau of Local Assessors reviewed 
it prior to the state’s final certification. 

But although residents and assessors 
were expecting tiorski tq give some 
opinion on the validity of the Patten 
assessment ligures, they were disap¬ 
pointed. 

When Duval, of Lorena rd., cornered 
tiorski before his meeting with the 
assessors, and asked if he would review 
the assessment, he answered that wasn’t 
what he was there for. 

“Now is too late,” explained tiorski. 

“Then we should have brought this up 
during preliminary certification,” asked 
Duval, referring to the state’s first check 
of the assessment 

“Preliminary certification may have 
been premature,” said tiorski “The 
time to take care of the values was 
during the hearing process. 

“You should study your individual 
property, see how it fits into the pattern, 
and then if you’re dissatisfied file for an 
abatement,” tiorski encouraged Duval. 

“But that’s only for individuals, not 
for the town as a whole, for the tax base,” 
responded Duval. “There are masses of 
houses that are underassessed. Every 
one of the assessors has admitted there 
are inequities in the program which 
couldn’t properly categorize the higher- 
priced homes. What should we do?” 


“I’d like to help, but I’m here only lor 
classification,” answered Gorski. 

And classification was the only thing 
the state’s representative checked 
during his all-day meeting with the 
assessors. 

Gorski was solely interesteed in 
whether each property was" properly 
classified - if all residential properties 
had the correct residential codes, if all

Clay Fill From Chemical Dump Raises 


By DAVE LEECO 

The dirt sitting in piles next to the 
unfinished portion of Amberwood drive 
looks like nothing more than an oddly- 


colored clay. 

But residents in the area fear the piles 
contain not only clay, but toxic chemicals 
from the W.K. Grace chemical company 


in Cambridge. 

According to the state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, the 
clay being used to fill lots on Amberwood 
has been tested and contains no 
chemicals. 

“There is absolutely no cause lor 
alarm,” said Richard Sullivan of DEQE. 
it is definitely clean till, we have done 
an analysis consisting ol chemical 
testing." 

But neighborhood residents, despite a 
meeting with DEQE officials Friday, still 
fear the clay contains chemicals 

“Most of us won’t leel satisfied until 
the fill is taken away,” said Patsy 
Schlaikjer of 29 Amberwood dr. 

All parties agree where the fill is 
coming from the MBTA construction 
site on lit. 2 ol the luture Alewife transit 
station. 

The construction site is across lit. 2 
Irom the W.K. Grace plant which, ac¬ 
cording to Schlaikjer. used the now 
MBTA construction site for dumping 
chemicals. 

According to Sullivan, the top lour 
feet ol soil at the excavation site con¬ 
sisted of waste chemical sludge, but the 
chemicals did not sink down to the clay 

Borings were taken around the ox 
cavation site. Sullivan said, and tested 
lor naphthalene, a chemical produced by 


W.K. Grace, toxic metals, pesticides and 
PCBs. 

“The top four to six feet was waste 
sludge, and that was hauled off." said 
Sullivan. “The 3ii feet under that was 
loose sand and gravel, and that was left 
as back fill. Under that, for the length ol 
Ihe lunnel. was dense blue clay, and 
that’s what was taken to Winchester.” 

Sullivan said the silt still remaining at 
the site was contaminated, but claimed 
the clay was not. 

“It is not part ol any material that 
was contaminated,” Sullivan said. “All 
contaminated solids have been handled 
separately.” 

Sullivan said the testing ol the soil was 
done primarily by the GCA Corp. of 
Bedford, a laboratory certified by 
DEQE. DEQE tested lor toxic metals 
itself, he added 

But Schlaikjer and her neighbors 
question the validity ol the tests. 

“We felt it was a conflict-of-interest as 
far as the sampling, because the testing 
was done at the expense of the MBTA and 
W.K. Grace." said Schlaikjer. “They un¬ 
interested in having it removed.’’ 

Schlaikjer said that the neighbors' 
meeting with Ihe DEQE's Ed Pawlowski 
in Woburn did not allay their fears 

“They dug the clay out from several 
layers ol slurry isludge' that was 
definitely polluted.” said Schlaikjer. "It 


was full ol all kinds ol things from a pool 
where Grace dumped leftover chemicals. 

“The stult we got they claim couldn’t 
get tainted because it's clay, and so deep 
down, that it wouldn’t get permeated.” 
she said. “But the clay is wet, it has a 
moisture content, it is permeated with 
water.” 

Pittarino said that he is satisfied with 
Ihe quality of the till, pointing to the 
DEQE’s approval ol the material. “I 
wouldn’t put it there if I thought there 
was a problem,” he said. “That would be 
stupid.” 

Pittarino added that he has invited 
any resident to test that material, and 
prove it harmful. 

But Schlaikjer said the neighbors 
should not have to bear that expense. 

“Sampling should be done, but not at 
our expense,” she said “We didn’t 
bring it here.” 

The neighbors’ tears over the dum¬ 
ping mobilized Ihe town Engineering 
Department. Board ol Health. Building 
Department and Conservation Com¬ 
mission into action. Neighbors have also 
contacted state Sen. Samuel Kotondi’s 
office, as well as Sen. Edward Kennedy’s 
staff. 

On Friday, alter an order from 
DEQE. Pitt Construction stopped Ihe 
hauling ol the fill to the Amberwood lots 
Bulldozers have begun to cover the clay

Staffers at Sen. Rotondi's office are 
attempting to convince Pittarino to pay 
lor a test of Ihe till, according to Kotondi 
aide Ada Barry 

And according to Board of Health 
Chairman Jeanne Thomas, if the fill is 
contaminated. Pittarino can be forced to 
remove it. 

The Board of Health, along with the 
Conservation Commission, put most ol 
Ihe official pressure on DEQE to stop the 
dumping ol the fill. The Conservation 
Commission became interested because 
it controls land adjacent to the Amber 
wood lots. 

But although the town officials are 
now on top of the situation, they admitted 
that it not for the neighbors, the dumping 
of the fill would still be going on. 

“Hopefully when the landowner 
contracts lor till, he is contracting lor 
good, safe fill that conforms to state 
regulations,” said Thomas. 

“But we aren’t told when there is 
lilling unless we receive a call. 
Sometimes our inspector notices it. and 
we have several supporting 
organizations the Engineering 
Department, the Building Department.” 
she said

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Plans Completed For Old Purity Mini-Mall 



A week after Jack Guilderson signed a 
lease for the Purity Supreme building, 
things are already moving on his plans to 
convert the building into a mini-mall 

Final plans have been drawn up for 
the new mall And Saturday, Guilderson 
will begin to sell in the building, during a 
giant garage sale. 

And. according to Guilderson. 
"tenants are coming out of the wood¬ 
work" to fill up the shops planned for the 
mall. He said he had queries from over a 
dozen prospective tenants. 

Guilderson said he will spend some 
time chosing the proper tenants for his 
mall. 

"We’re not in a rush to get people into 
the mall." he said. "We’re in a rush to get 
the right people in. 

"1 haven’t tied anybody down yet, 
because 1 don’t want to tie people into the 
mall until we have the right blend," he 
said. "We don’t want to have four 
shoestores in the building." 

Guilderson, a Johnson rd. resident. 


said that he is seeking a sporting goods 
store and a franchised lood outlet for his 
mall. 

"I'd like to get local people who are 
just getting into franchising." he said 
"There's a fellow in Heading who is just 
starting a couple of small food places 
...that’s the type of franchise I'm talking 
about.” 

The concept for the mall has been 
finalized, Guilderson noted, as architect 
Terry Craeknell of Mt. Vernon st. has 
finished his preliminary drawings 

Plans call for shops on the first floor, 
surrounding an open seating area for 
diners and shoppers. 

"We’re after a garden look." said 
Guilderson. "We’ll use glass and mirrors 
in the shops to reflect the shrubs and 
trees in the mail. 

"We want shoppers to feel that they're 
taking a walk in a garden, and stopped to 
gel something to eat,” he said. 

One of the most stunning features 
planned for the floor is a tree growing 


inside the building, rising through a hole 
in the first-floor ceiling 

Guilderson got the idea from a 1900s 
photo showing the Kelly and Hawes 
Livery stable t still standing next door to 
the Purity Building) with a tree growing 
where the building now stands. 

The second floor will be devoted to 
displays of automobiles and boats, as 
well as a function room, complete with a 
small stage tor dinner theatre. 

"Maybe l can do my Bogart im¬ 
pression on the stage." Guilderson joked. 

Guilderson will open the doors of his 
future mall Saturday, for a garage sale 
on the second floor He said he will be 
selling off equipment left by Purity when 
it vacated the building And he invited 
anyone who wants to sell to come down. 

Ten percent of the proceeds from the 
garage sale, Guilderson noted, will be 
donated to the Winchester Ecumenical 
Association. 

If all goes according to plan, the mall 
will open on Labor Day.

After knocking on virtually every 
Winchester door Sunday, members of the 
Winchester Citizens for a Mutual Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze were weary, but very 
happy with the results of their door-to 
door petition drive. 

"We haven’t tallied all the signatures 
yet. but we’re up to about 4,1)00 so far and 
I'm quite confident that we’ve reached 
our goal of 5,000 signatures,” predicted 
Dick Carr of Hillcrest pkwy., who 
founded the group in February 

"The reactions were overwhelmingly 
positive and we’re quite pleased with the 
success. Especially when you consider 
that Sunday was such a bright, sunny day 
and many people were not home." 

Signature collectors all agreed that 
the biggest problem they encountered 
Sunday was empty homes. Town support 
for the petitions was not a problem. 
Pavement pounders all reported a large 
majority of positive reactions toward the 
petitions which "call upon the United 
States and the Soviet Union to im 
mediately and jointly stop the nuclear 
arms race.” 

In fact, some residents favored the 
idea so strongly that they joined the 
signature collectors as well as offering 
emotional and nutritional support 

"People have been very supportive," 
said Kitty Davis of Washington street as 
she canvassed that block. "I’ve been 
invited to Sunday dinners and I even got 
a baby sitting job for my daughter. I only 
ran into a couple of people who said they 
did not want to sign because they did not 
trust the Russians.” 

That seemed to be an accurate picture 
of the experience shared by all the 
members who knocked on doors Sunday. 

"The response was overwhelmingly 
positive,” said Steven Wirtz of Mt. 
Vernon street. "Many people said they 
had seen us at other places in town and 
already signed petitions and others said 
they were very pleased that we were 
conducting the petition drive and that 
they were sure we’d reach our goal 


easily. 

"The drive was certainly a total 
success from our point of view." Wirtz 
continued. "It’s done a lot to make people 
aware that there are people locally who 
are working on the disarmament issue. I 
think the grass roots efforts have already 
done a lot toward making Congress and 
the administration respond more 
seriously to nuclear weapons freeze 
proposals. They’re definitely discussing 
them more seriously than before the 
grass roots efforts were made.” 

Elaine Chipman of Goddu avenue was 
extremely enthusiastic with both the 300 
signatures she had collected over the 
past few weeks and the experiences she 
ran into obtaining them. 

"People of all age groups were willing 
to sign them,” she said. " The majority of 
the people 1 met were willing to sign and I 
also urged people to write to (President 
Reagan and to Congress to express their 
concern about diarmament. 

"Most of the people l met were very 
pleasant and a couple of people volun¬ 
teered to collect signatures with me," 
she said. "Some people asked me to sign 
their petitions for peace movements or 
for political candidates. 

"I did encounter a few negative 
responses," Chipman continued. "A 
couple of people who work for the 
military or the Pentagon became very 
irate and did not want to sign. One fellow 
told me he favored nuclear war and a 
doctor told me that he is better able to 
cope with the aftermath of a nuclear war 
than 1 am." 

Wirtz said that the few negative 
responses- he encountered were from 
people who opposed nuclear war, but felt 
the Soviet Union could not be trusted to 


honor a treaty 

"My response to people who feel that 
way is that the United States and Russia 
have had several strategic arms treaties 
in the past from partial testing bans in 
the late sixties to Salt One and Two,” he 
said. "My understanding is that there is 
no one in the U S or anywhere else who 
claims that Russia has not upheld their 
part in those agreements. That is not to 
say that they (Soviet Union) have not 
broken treaties in the past, but when it 
comes to nuclear weapons. I think they 
feel more reluctant to break a treaty. 

"So given their past record on nuclear 
weapons treaties, they have bided by 
their agreements," he stressed. "That is 
not to say they definitely will in the 
future, but it’s the most rational basis we 
have to go by. 

"It's a mutual freeze we re asking lor 
and the suggestion is not that the U S 
unilaterally disarm if the Russians do not 
agree to it," he added. "I don't know 
why, but people often get that aspect of 
the petitions distorted." 

At their May 24 meeting at 25 Squire 
rd., the Winchester Citizens for a Mutual 
Nuclear Weapons Freeze will make the 
final tally of signatures and finalize plans 
on how to publicize the results and send 
them to government representatives 
Residents who were not home while 
the door-to-door campaign was being 
conducted received copies of the petition 
and were told that they could sign and 
send their signatures to Carr’s home at tut 
Hillcrest pkwy. And by late Sunday 
evening, Carr said he had already 
received signatures from five residents 
an unexpected but pleasant surprise 
"Quite frankly. I was surprised to 
have received them so quickly"

Passing Bad Checks At Old Colony 



A man and a woman, l>oth age 20, face 
multiple charges stemming from their 
arrest at the Old Colony Bank on Main 
Street Friday, where the pair was ac¬ 
cused of trying to pass bad checks.

laughter and hanging up. 

Albertelli, however, said his gut 
reaction was that the threat was not 
legitimate although he emphasized 
that he reacted as though it were real. 

“Not once did I really think there was 
a bomb planted,” he said. “But there was 
that possibility. I was going with the 
odds. What else can you do in a situation 
like that? We made the best decision to 
ensure the safety ol everyone at the 
lair.” 

“It was a situation of deciding which 
was the lesser of two evils,” Fierce 
agreed. “One (evacuation) was a 
guarantee of many injuries. We set up 
communications and tried to make 
quick, rational decisions to allocate the 
time and resources available. 

“We had to stay calm so that the 
EnKa people would stay calm,” he ad¬ 
ded. “If we didn’t remain calm, who 
would?”

Fierce and Albertelli said that during 
that uncertain hall hour, they thought of 
various scenarios which might occur and 
how they would handle them. 

“I calculated who I would have to call 
if a bomb did go off, such as ambulances, 
and what we would do if someone went 
for the money,’’ Pierce said. “There was 
a whole myriad of events which could 
have occurred so we had a lot to think 
about.” 

When nothing suspicious had hap¬ 
pened by 10:10 p.m., Albertelli said he 
then felt it was safe to inform the worried 
EnKa Fair leaders that everything ap¬ 
peared safe. 

Meanwhile, the phone company had 
traced the location of the three calls. All 
three were made from public phone 
booths. The first one was made at the Old 
Colony gas station on Cambridge and 
Pond streets, the second from the Win¬ 
chester Exxon on Main street, and the

third came from Winchester Brake and 
Alignment of Main street. 

Chief John McHugh said he was ver\ 
pleased with the way the situation was 
handled by Pierce, Albertelli, Lt. Donald 
Piggott, Dispatcher Pat Deurell and the 
Fire Captain David Dalton. 

“The people in charge had a very 
difficult decision to make,” he said. 
“They had to utilize as much expertise as 
possible to search the area without 
creating panic. 

“Statistically, it did not seem like the 
threat would be legitimate, but there is 
always the possibility that a bomb is 
really there,” he added. 

McHugh noted that over the past 15 
years, about 500 bomb scares have been 
phoned into the police station. None have 
been legitimate. 

“Each particular bomb alert 
demands a different approach,” he said 
“It’s an awesome responsibility.”

The place was all still fur¬ 
nished when we saw it of course.

The marks 
of her cat’s tail still slunk around 
the woodwork of every corner: a 
blurry line some 12 inches off the 
ground, barely preceptible 
though notably darker around 
the pantry area. 

She had some lovely things 
here and we were given the 
opportunity to buy a few of 
them: brass andirons and 

fireplace tools; a half-dozen 
small tables; some alabaster 
lamps; and a ten-piece dining 
room set, vintage 1910. 

We bought all of this, but the

There are signs of wear on the 
inside too. The children play 
dungeon beneath the dining 
room table.

The back stairs, once kept clear 
and clutter-free for the unob¬ 
trusive commerce of 
housekeepers now doubles as a 
jail, a movie theatre, an alp. 
Somebody even tried painting 
the back steps with shoe polish. 

But still it’s a beautiful place. 
We love it here, Mrs. Under¬ 
wood. We love your house, and 
we are sustained by your trees 
and flowers. 

We’re caring for your little 
maple too, as proud of its growth 
as we are of our own babies’.

Town Meeting’s Po 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

At the last session of town meeting 
(May 13), a vocal minority objected to 
Selectman Saraco’s submission of 
amendments to reduce the budget wihout 
reducing essential services. The 
minority objected on the basis that the 
budget had been reviewed by the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
prior to town meeting. The minority 
pressed its objection even when the 
Finance Committee recommended 
favorable action on the amendments to 
reduce the budget. 

It appears that the minority is con¬ 
fused with respect to the powers of the 
respective boards and the town meeting. 

I refer the minority to the Winchester 
Home Rule Charter wherein those 
powers are defined. 

The Charter grants the legislataive 
power to the representative town 
meeting. It grants the administration of 
the acts authorized by the town meeting 
to the Board of Selectmen as head of the 
executive branch. In plain language this 
means that the town meeting possesses 
all the power to decide the policies of the 
town and to appropriate money to carry 
out its decisions. The town meeting may 
receive information from the members 
of the Board of Selectmen and other 
boards in order to make its decisions. 
Consistent with Charter provisions, 
Selectman Saraco’s amendments were

The Charter directs the Finance 
Committee to review budget proposals 
and make recommendations. It is the 
Finance Committee budget proposal that 
is placed before town meeting. The 
Charter mandates that the town meeting 
ACT on the budget. 

Town meeting’s power with respect to 
the budget is so great that it may refuse 
to ratify negotiated wage settlements; it 
may reduce budget elements by a fixed 
percentage; it may reduce budget 
elements by a certain dollar amount; it 
may eliminate funds for a particular 
budget element. 

Selectman Saraco’s amendments 
were presented with background in¬ 
formation not previously revealed to the 
town meeting. The debate that ensued 
and the response of opponents evidenced 
that the submission of the amendments 
was not only permissible but also 
necessary. 

As a town meeting member, 1 
welcome amendments to reduce budget 
elements without reducing essential 
services. It is my hope that Selectman 
Saraco and other will continue to add to 
our deliberations.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

After examining the 1981 annual 
report of the Winchester Water Depart¬ 
ment, I feel it is my civic duty to bring 
your attention to an alarming fact. 

That is the money that has been paid 
to the MDC for water purchased in the 
past two years. During this time it has 
cost the town $454,162 for the purchase of 
MDC water. This represents two and one- 


half times more than the normal average 
for a two-year period and also represents 
a waste of approximately $275,000. 

Many hours are spent at Town 
Meeting over small appropriations while 
this huge amount of waste has been 
tolerated. The cause of this excessive 
increase is gross mismanagement and 
incompetence by the Water Depart 
ment’s managers. 


I, therefore, request that the Board of 
Selectmen investigate these errors in 
judgment, reprimand those responsible 
and monitor the purchase of MDC water 
in the coming years to guarantee that 
these mistakes are not repeated.

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Dual Police, Fire Dispatch Oked 


Communications lor the Police and 
Fire Depts. will be handled by four 
civilian dispatchers in one central 
location, starting July 1. The con¬ 
solidation of the communication function 
was finally approved by Town Meeting 
Monday night after a heated debate 
which had the Chiefs of both public safety 
departments divided. 

After defeating an amendment which 
would have postponed the consolidation 
of civilian dispatchers for the public 
safety departments. Town Meeting 
overwhelmingly approved a $1,268,818 
law enforcement budget. 

The amendment offered by Selectman 
Michael Saraco would have eliminated 
$24,021) from the Police Dept, budget, 
putting a halt in the two-year program of 
consolidating civilian dispatchers. 

Instead, Town Meeting voted to hire 
two additional civilian dispatchers with 
the $24,020. raising the total number oi 
civilian dispatchers to four. 

Saraco’s motion was supported by the 
Fire Chief and opposed by the Police 
Chief, the Finance Committee and the 
majority of the Board of Selectmen. 

Saraco said he opposed the con¬ 
solidation because it would cause 
problems for the Fire Dept., a point 
strongly backed by Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney. 

“I would like to put off the civilian 
dispatcher issue now.” Saraco said. ”1 
want the Board of Selectmen to study it 
and come back to fall Town Meeting with 
better plans. 

“I respectfully ask that this matter go 
back to the drawing board and be 
properly discussed between now and 
November Town Meeting,” he con¬ 
tinued.” There are too many flaws in this 
issue to start it on a piecemeal basis. Let 
the Selectmen straighten it out and come 
to Town Meeting with a proper 
proposal.” 

McElhinney criticized the con¬ 
solidation program for using civilians 


instead of professionally-trained fire¬ 
lighters, for using only four dispatchers, 
and for having the dispatchers located in 
the police station. 

•I believe it’s physically impossible 
that four people can cover the 168 hours 
in a week,” he began. “Communication 
is the single most important respon¬ 
sibility of the fire dept. The firefighters 
rely heavily on communication when 
going to an emergency and additional 
emergency information is constantly 
relayed to them by a dispatcher 

“One dispatcher covering both the 
police and fire emergencies at the same 
lime will miss a lot of information, he 
continued” It’s too much of a workload 
lor one person. I’ve seen two dispatchers 
have too much trouble monitoring 
communication just at the Fire Dept.” 

After noting that several com¬ 
munication frequencies are monitored by 
both departments, McElhinney said. 
“Confusion will result from all these 
frequencies operating at the same time. 
This program leaves room for error. 

McElhinney also said that locating the 
dispatchers in the police station would 
cause further confusion. 

“Moving both systems into the police 
station — one of the busiest rooms — 
would be like moving a hospital 
operating room into the hospital lobby,” 
he said. 

McElhinney cited seven other 
surrounding towns who have higher Fire 
Dept, budgets than Winchester’s and said 
that he believed his Fire Dept, was 
presently managed “very well.” 

“Proposition two and a half was in¬ 
tended to eliminate waste, not reduce 
public safety,” he said. “I think that if 1 
went along with this (consolidation of 
dispatchers) 1 would be doing you, the 
residents, a great injustice.” 

McElhinney’s speech was followed by 
a statement by Police Chief John 
McHugh, urging Town Meeting members 
to approve the consolidation. 


Call ing the consolidation “a step in 
the right direction” toward economically 
efficient safety departments, McHugh 
said he was confident the consolidation 
would work. 

“Consolidation is the name of the 
game if you’re going to save money,” he 
said. “Our present civilian dispatchers 
do an excellent job and they have assured 
me that they can take care of the ad¬ 
ditional work load.” 

Speaking in support of the con¬ 
solidation, Selectmen Chairman Alan 
Macdonald urged Town Meeting to 
continue the consolidation program 
which has invoked “nothing but 
favorable reports. 

“We’ve heard nothing but good 
reports on this function and there is no 
need to discontinue it now,” Macdonald 
said after informing Town Meeting 
members that two members of his board 
were against the consolidation. 

Speaking in favor of consolidation 
FinCom Chairman Frank Golden noted 
that the additional dispatchers would 
alleviate the overtime expense currently 
being paid to firefighters who have to 
cover for the shortage of dispatchers. 

Calling the police chief “brave to 
stand up to go against his colleague, the 
fire chief,” Town Meeting Membei 
Justin James urged his fellow Town 
Meeting members to support the con¬ 
solidation. 

After the amendment was defeated. 
Golden asked that Town Meeting 
members add $3,000 to the Police Dept, to 
supplement energy accounts which had 
been underestimated when the Fincom 
budget was put together. 

That amendment was approved 
paving way for approval of 
forcement budget.

As he did at Town Meeting a year ago, 
h rank Sopper is still battling the 
oposed pipeline hooking up the town’s 
ater system to the Metropolitan 
Mstrict Commission’s water supply. 

But now he’s not just fighting the 
ishes of the Water Department. The 
»iDC Waterpipe Study Committee, set up 
y Town Meeting to look into the project, 
is given its unanimous endorsement to 
the hook-up. 

Sopper and the committee went at 
ach other at the selectmen’s meeting 
: as week, with Sopper claiming the 
i .peline was unnecessary and a waste of 
: ioney, and the committee claiming that 
ich a hook-up on the east side of town 
ould strengthen the town’s water 
vstem. 

Although the committee came to 

selectman’s meeting to tell the 
- lectmen why to build the pipeline, most 
the meeting was devoted to reasons 
ay the pipeline shouldn’t be built. 
Supplying the reasons against the 
: 'peline was Sopper of Canterbury rd., 

< president of Pipe Line Testing Ser¬ 
ve. Even those on the other side of the 
• sue agreed Sopper was a determined 
itic. 

•Mr. Sopper was there faithfully 
> cry night we met,” noted the pipeline 
•mmittee’s chairman, Ernest Phillips, 
lis opinion didn't change from the first 
,ght lie came in to the last night we met. 

But ours did,” added Phillips. 
Phillips said that although some 
embers of his commitee were 
iginallv against the proposed pipe line, 
i hey were unanimous in their final 
ccision to tie into the east side of town 


into the MDC. 

The pipeline was first proposed at 
Town Meeting a year ago, but Town 
Meeting chose instead to set up the 
pipeline study committee to look into the 
project. 

The proposed pipeline would connect 
the town’s water system to the as-yet 
unbuilt MDC standpipe on Bear Hill in 
Stoneham. The committee estimated the 
cost of constructing the pipeline at 
$400,000. 

Phillips said the MDC connection 
would not eliminate the need for the 
North Reservoir, which supplies water to 
the same section of the town’s water 
system which would be hooked up to the 
Bear Hill tank. 

Instead, Phillips said, the pipeline 
would give the town another means of 
getting water if problems occured with 


the reservoir. 

“If there was a fire, or something 
crazy polluted the reservoir, we’d really 
be in tough shape," said Phillips. “We 
have a tie-in to the MDC on the West Side, 
we should have one on the East Side. 

“Most of the advantages of this are in 
the future,” continued Phillips. “It may 
be necessary in the future. Something 
might occur in five years, or ten, and if 
we don’t do this now, we may be in 
trouble.” 

But Sopper argued that the town’s 
water system was in such good shape, 
and so well designed, that there would be 
no need for the pipeline in the future and 
the cost of constructing it will be wasted. 

“You have to understand what a 
beautiful, versatile system we have 
before you can talk about the pipeline,” 
said Sopper as he led the selectmen 


through the labyrinth of the water 
system. 

Sopper explained that the west side of 
town was connected to the MDC, as was 
the south side. Although the town was is 
supplied by several different water 
systems, he continued, valves can be 
opened to feed water from one to the 
another. 

“We have the capability of taking 
care of all the systems without major 
changes,” said Sopper. "Our water 
system is backed up by three reservoirs, 
we have Spot Pond (in Stoneham, from 
which the town fills its reservoirs), we 
have the MDC connections. 

“We can take water from the west 
high stystem and feed it into the middle 
system, we can feed the north system 
from the middle system,” continued

Sopper. “Weston and Sampson said we 
have the capacity to produce 13 million 
gallons a day — we couldn’t use that if we 
opened all the hydrants. 

“If we want water from the MDC, we 
already have it — we can take it from this 
(the west) side,” concluded Sopper. 

Sopper said that while he didn’t see 
any benefit from the pipeline connection, 
he did see serious disadvantages. 

The first was the cost. “First they said 
$200,000 at town Town Meeting, now they 
say $400,000 — 1 say it’s going to cost a 
million,” said Sopper. 

Second was increased dependence on 
the MDC. “This will cause us to use more 
MDC water, and spend more money,” 


said Copper. “They say we’re going to 
use the North Reservoir — but when? 
What will we do with the water from the 
MDC.” 

But Phillips responded that “we have 
no intention of ever giving up the 
reservoir”. 

Phillips said that Sopper’s assumption 
that they could get MDC water from the 
middle or west system in an emergency 
was unfounded, and that therefore the 
east connection was needed. 

“The MDC has not intention of fur¬ 
nishing more water from the Arlington 
side,” Phillips said. “I think there is an 
advantage to having entrance to the 
MDC from both sides of town”.

His next motion was to cut $14,48:5 
from the Recreation budget by 
eliminating the proposed Youth Coor 
dinator. 

Saraeo noted the youth coordinator 
position was the same recreation coor¬ 
dinator cut by Town Meeting last year 

' This is not the year to te renewing 
programs,” said Saraeo. “We must cut 
taxes." 


Hut opposing Saraeo was a group that 
claimed, in Kint'om Chairman Golden's 
words, "this budget item is aimed at an 
age group not adequately covered by the 
town.” 


Macdonald, who aside from being a 
selectman is a member of the town’s 
Council on Youth, said the recreation 
coordinator position was “a job that 
meant a great deal to junior high and 
high school-aged kids." 

"Kids at that age need a great deal ol 
direction.” Macdonald said "They have 
a great amount of energy and talent 
themselves, hut they need an older 
person to give them direction.” 


Town Meeting went for direction on 
this one. voting down Saraco’s amend 
ment and approving the FinCom budget 
figure, including the youth coordinator 

Saraco’s final effort was to attempt to 
cut $6010 from the Health Dept, budget, 
by eliminating $16,010 for the health 
inspector-agent, and substituting $ 10,000 
to hire health inspectors on a case-by¬ 
case basis when needed. 

Saraeo, who noted he was "very much 
familiar” with the Health Dept since he 
was the head of that depart ment for over 
20 years, said his amendment would 
make the Health Department "more 
flexible.” 


WSB Parking Lot Gets Second Chance At TM, Fails Again 


Town Meeting apparently had its fill 
of cutting the budget last year. 

On Thursday night, Town Meeting 
members turned down three amend 
ments which would have cut ap¬ 
proximately $27,000 from the town’s $21..5 
million budget. 

Two of the cuts were aimed at the 
departments which suffered the most 
last year under Proposition 2.5 — the 
library and the Recreation Department 
The third cut would have eliminated the 
Health Department’s inspector agent, 
replacing that full-time person with part 
lime contracted help. 

Hut instead of getting out their 
budgetary axes, Town Meeting members 
passed those three budgets along with 
the archival center and vocational school 
budgets % in the exact amounts 
requested by the Finance Committee 

Selectman Michael Saraeo, the prime 
mover behind the proposed cuts, told 
Town Meeting members that it was 
imperative that they take action to 
reduce the tax rate by cutting the budget 

“We must cut taxes, we must reduce 
someplace," said Saraeo. "With the new 
assessments, we still don’t know what 
next year’s taxes are going to be. People 
have lost their abatements. We must 
reduce the tax rate.” 

Hut Town Meeting members ap¬ 
parently fell a higher tax rate was worth 
it to have more library books, a 
recreation coordinator, and a full-time 
inspector-agent in the Health Dept. 

The first cut proposed would have 
reduced the library’s expense budget by 
$7(KH) money primarily intended for the 
purchase of books. Saraeo had the 
support of the majority of the Board of 
Selectmen on this one, so Selectman 
Chairman Alan Macdonald made the 
push for the reduction. 

Macdonald noted that the FinCom had 
increased the budget figure allocated by 
Town Manager Thomas Groux from 
$416,216 to $431,466. The selectmen, he 
continued, were trying to split the dif- 


tercnce by reducing the FinCom budget 
by $7000. 

"Last year the library was hit very 
hard, and we appreciate the need for the 
department to purchase books," ad 
milled Macdonald. "But we would like to 
stay in the past vein.” 

Hut a host of library supporters, in 
eluding a member of Macdonald’s own 
board, quickly jumped to defend the 
library budget. 

"It is an error in judgment to cut this 
budget again the library has suffered 
in the recent past,” orated Selectman 
Kdward O’Connell. "This department 
does something for all of us, and 1 would 
hope we can keep a high level of services 
at the library.” 

FinCom Chairman Frank Golden 
noted that to be eligible for state funds, 
the library had to spend 15 percent of its 
budget for books. Because of last year’s 
cuts, he noted, the libra 17 had to use trust 
funds to purchase enough books to get up 
to that 15 percent mark. 

Macdonald replied this was one 
reason the selectmen felt the library 
budget could be cut, since the library was 
one of the few town departments with 
independent sources of money. He added 
that library income from library trust 
funds had increased by between $5000 
and $ 10,000 this year. 

But Town Meeting member Rotert 
Frank argued that trust funds were no 
reason to think the library financially 
independent. 

"If we set a precedent that every time 
someone gives the library money for 
books we put less money up ourselves, 
there would be less trust fund money 
coming into the library,” said Frank 

"1 can’t imagine a less appropriate 
part of the budget to cut,” continued 
Frank. "What is the library for if not 
books? 1 can’t imagine a more efficient 
way to gut the library.” 

Only a few "yea” votes were cast in 
favor of the cut, nor did the rest of 
Saraco’s budget reduction fare any

Neighbors of the Winchester Savings 
Bank branch on Washington street 
returned to Town Meeting Thursday with 
a petition signed by 100 residents, hoping 
to reverse the Town Meeting vote 
disallowing the WSB to build a parking 
lot next to its branch. 

But opponents of the lot also came 
with a petition, signed by 80 residents, 
against the lot and Town Meeting for the 
second time in a week refused to rezone 
the property. 

The bank was asking Town Meeting to 
rezone the land between Oak and 
Swanton streets from residential to 


commercial. The land has been vacant 
since the house on the property burned 
down several years ago. 

Ralph Dineen of 8 Oak street, who 
presented the pro-parking lot petition to 
Town Meeting, said that in the week 
since the Town Meeting turned down the 
rezoning of the lot he had canvassed 
neighbors and found a "greatly different 
view from the one presented last week”. 

Dineen presented a petition with 101 
signatures, representing 70 landowners 
and 44 pieces of property. Dineen noted 
that the neighbors who approved of the 
lot lived closer to the lot site than those 


who opposed it. 

Dineen was followed by Police Chief 
John McHugh, who told Town Meeting 
members that the lot would be "a 
solution to the continued and hazardous 
parking problems we have all lived with 
in that area for many, many years.” 

McHugh minimized neighbors’ fears 
that the lot would lead to vandalism 
problems, noting the Winchester Savings 
Bank has never had similar problems 
with its lot on Main street. 

But according to one abuter, the 
Washington street parcel is causing 


myriad problems without being a 
parking lot. 

"Nothing deteriorates a neighborhood 
so much as an empty lot,” said Joanne 
Abdella, who lives on Washington street 
next to the proposed parking lot. "The 
dogs use it constantly — imagine the odor 
eminating to my property from that lot 
on hot summer nights. 

Another neighborhood resident, Mark 
Smith of 14 Oak street, said that he was in 
lavor of the parking lot — "not only as a 
concerned resident and a father, but as 
one who is concerned with keeping the

area as safe, as clean, and as organized 
as possible.” 

"I walk by there every day, and my 
children walk by there every day,” said 
Smith. “I have seen several near misses. 
This would alleviate the danger. 

Regina DeCologero of 15 Oak street, 
whose property abuts the lot, said she has 
seen "people throw trash in the vacant 
lot. Having a dump next to your property 
is no joke. 

"I have to teach my youngest to cross 
the sidewalk instead of the street," she 
said, referring to the cars parked on the 
sidewalk. "Last week, a child on a 
bicycle was almost hit by a car. 

But Town Meeting went along with the 
wishes of the rest of the neighbors, after 
Larry Nichols of 16 Oak street presented 
a petition bearing the signatures of 86 
opponents. 

"This is not so much a parking issue 
as a zoning issue,” said Nichols. "We 
must fight for clear and stable zoning 
boundaries, rather than a jigsaw 
boundary which would be created. 

"The parking lot would undoubtedly 
generate new business for the bank, and 
increase the volume of traffic in the 
area,” Nichols added. “It would add to 
the bottleneck at Washington and 
Swanton streets.” 

With a two-thirds vote needed to pass, 
Town Meeting voted 92-55 in favor of the 
article — three votes short of the two- 
thirds necessary. Last week, the 
proposal missed by two votes. 


"We can hire additional inspectors as 
needed," said Saraeo. "And we can hire 
experts in the particular field that’s 
needed. One person cannot be ex¬ 
perienced in all the areas the Health 
Department gets into.” 

Saraeo added that the current in¬ 
spector-agent, who recently gave birth, 
is currently working part-time. "She is 
not opposed to this she said she would 
prefer to work on a part-time con 
tractural basis," he said. 

But members of the Board of Health 
came en masse to oppose Saraco’s 
motion. 

Board Chairman Jeanne Thomas 
noted that her board was still searching 
for a department head since the death of 
Health Director Robert Cagan last 
November. 

"We need someone in the office to go 
out and inspect, to fill in for the direc¬ 
tor,” Thomas said. "Retaining this 
person would also help us in our contract 
negotiations with the new director, since 
it would help to know someone is there 
that knows the office and the routine." 

Town Meeting members agreed, and 
passed the budget with the $6000 un¬ 
touched.

The Winchester Health Department 
has urged consumers not to cat salmon 
Irom 7 :l i ounce cans because of the 
possibility ol contamination that can 
cause botulism. 

Consumers in the state were asked not 
to eat salmon Irom any 7 : H ounce cans 
until the full extent of the contamination 
problem is known. 

The recent action comes as a result of 
an ever-growing recall by the G.S. Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA» since 
late February of a number of lots of 
canned salmon because of malfunctions 
with canning equipment in Alaskan 
canning plants which left a small hole in 
some cans underneath the label. 

The federal recall has been 
progressively expanded Irom a single lot 
number to a current listing of more than 
l(H) lot numbers and an undetermined 
number ol brand names. 

The original recall stemmed from a 
death in Belgium attributed to the 
initially identified lot of canned salmon. 


The Connecticut Department of Health 
Services is now investigating a suspected 
caseol botulism in that state which may 
he linked to subsequently recalled 
salmon. One illness in Massachusetts 
|K)ssibly related to the canned salmon 
was reported to the State Department of 
Public Health in early March, but has not 
been confirmed. 

According to Nancy Ridley, director 
ol the state Department of Public 
Health’s division of Food and Drugs, the 
Department has decided to advise retail 
stores and consumers to avoid all 7 :, i 
ounce cans ol salmon because of the 
large number of lot numbers already 
implicated and the inability to obtain 
information about which lot numbers 
may be implicated in the future. 


“Inspections by local health agents as 
well as the Division have uncovered 
hundreds of cans of the recalled salmon 
on sale at Massachusetts retail stores.” 
Ridley said. “The gradual expansion of 
the list ol recalled cans has created 
major problems lor state and local health 
authorities due to the fact that additional 
lot numbers have been added to the list 
every few days making re-inspections 
difficult at best. 

According to Winchester health in 
spector-ageni Joanne Scott, she has 
checked the shelves of Winchester stores, 
and found no 7 : H ounce cans of salmon. 
Nonetheless, she added that Winchester 
residents could still have cans purchased 
before the recall.

When the going tough, the Sachem 
nine shine. Unfortunately, it’s the easy 
games that kill the Sachem baseballers 

Winchester defeated first place 
Burlington lor the second time this 
season to start ofl its week , and finished 
off Monday by sending the pitcher with 
the best ERA in the league to the 
showers.

GET IT RECORDED! 


When the time comes 
to record a deed, make 
sure it is recorded as 
soon as possible. Insist 
on it, because it is of 
prime importance for a 
number of reasons some 
of which are obvious 
and some not so ob 
vious. 

For one thing, a deed 
can be lost or destroyed 
just like anything else— 
thoughtlessly put some¬ 
where and forgotten. Or 
it could be shuffled up 
accidently with some 
worthless papers and 
thrown in the garbage 
and burned. (It has hap¬ 
pened.) Another prob¬ 
lem could come up if 
someone brought a lien 
against the previous 
owner before the deed 
was recorded. If this 
should happen that 
would be a valid lien 
(judgement) against the 


property — your pro¬ 
perty! 

Still another consider¬ 
ation would be the possi¬ 
bility of the previous 
owner giving the pro¬ 
perty to someone else, 
say a friend or relative.

Dr. John Murray Edgar Thompson

Dr. John M. Murray, 85, of Sheffield 
West and a prominent Boston 
psychiatrist who taught clinical 
psychiatry at Boston University’s School 
of Medicine, died in Wellesley Manor 
Nursing Home of a heart attack. 

Born in Concord, N.H., Dr. Murray 
had been a resident of Winchester for 52 
years and had his offices in Boston at 82 
Marlboro st. He had practiced psychiatry 
in Boston for more than 47 years, but had 
been a doctor from 1923 until 1981. 

Dr. Murray graduated from Dart¬ 
mouth College in 1919 and received his 
M.D. from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania in 1921. He studied psychiatrics 
at the University of Vienna from 1929 
until 1931 and at the Psychoanalytic 
Institute in Vienna from 1929 until 1931. 

Dr. Murray was a cofounder of the 
Psychoanalytic Society and Institute and 
was its president for four separate terms. 

He also was psychiatrist for a number 
of schools, including Dartmouth and 
MIT, and he was lecturer in psychiatry at 
Smith College and the Boston University 
School of Social Work before entering the 
service in World War II. He was chief 
psychiatrist of the Army Air Corps, 
eventually attaining the rank of colonel. 

While in the service he dealt with the 
problems of inductees during their 
training. He also was involved with 
detection and treatment of flight fatigue 
during combat and organized and 
developed .service hospitals to treat 
flying fatigue cases. He was awarded the 
Legion of Merit and the US Army’s 
Commendation Ribbon. 

After returning to his private practice 
in 1945, he became professor of clinical 
psychiatry at the Boston University 
School of Medicine, and at the time of his 
retirement from BU in 1962, the John M. 
Murray prize was established for the 
graduating student with the greatest skill 
and aptitude in psychiatry. A similar 
prize was later set for residents in 
psychiatry at University Hospital in 
Boston. 

Dr. Murray also was a consultant and 
psychiatrist to the US Air Force, the US 
Army, the US Public Health Service, the 
US State Department and the Veterans 
Administration. 

He also had been named to a panel of 
eminent psychiatrists by federal Judge 
George C. Sweeney to rule on the mental* 
fitness of the late millionaire in¬ 
dustrialist Bernard Goldfine to stand 
trial in a controversial tax evasion case. 

He was a member of the American 
Psychonalytic Assn, and the Inter¬ 
national Psychoanalytic Assn. He 
leaves his wife, Edna (Frick); two sons, 
John M. Jr. of Mich, and James R. 
Murray of Arlington; and two grand¬ 
children. 

A memorial service will be held in 
Meyer Chapel of the Unitarian Church 
June 4 at 2 p.m. Burial will be private.

Testing Of Clay Fill

Within the month, the town will 
discover if the bluish clay used for fill in a 
west side subdivision contains hazardous 
chemicals. 

The Board of Health has hired a 
Cambridge firm to test the till carried to 
Amberwood drive from a former 
chemical dumping ground owned by the 
W. K. Grace Co in Cambridge. 

The Board of Health made the 
decision to test the fill for hazardous 
chemicals alter Amberwood drive 
residents expressed their fears about the 
substance. 

The material, consisting of moist, 
bluish clay, came from the MBTA 
Alewife transit station construction site 
on Kte. 2. 

The site had been used as a dumping 
ground by W. K. Grace, a chemical 
manufacturing firm Tests by the state 
department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering < DEQE > showed the 30 feet 
of soil above the clay was contaminated 
with toxic chemicals. 

However, DEQE officials stated that 
the clay itsell was not harmful, ac¬ 
cording to tests conducted by the GCA 
Corp. of Bedford, an independent 
laboratory approved by DEQE. 

But that didn’t satisfy the neighbors. 
They didn’t care what tests of the dirt in 
Cambridge showed. They wanted to find 
out what was in the dirt now in their 
backyard. 

The Board of Health was dissatisfied 
with DEQE’s statement as well, ac 
cording to Board Chairman Jeanne 
Thomas, because it had not seen a 
written report documenting the safety of 
the fill. 

‘We decided to test because of citizen 
interest and not having anything in 
writing from anybody,’’ said Thomas. 
“This is our next step in deciding 
whether the fill is safe or not safe." 


Thomas said it the fill is proved to be 
hazardous, "we can order removal". She 
said she had spoken with Phil Pittarino. 
owner of the Amberwood development, 
and informed him that under state law. 
the Board of Health could require him to 
remove the fill 

“He does know lhat if the material 
there is proven hazardous. he’s 
responsibile lor having it removed." said 
Thomas. 

Pittarino ceased the bringing in the 
fill nearly two weeks ago. after DEQE 
ordered a stop to the hauling of the clay. 

Pittarino. the owner of Pitt Con¬ 
struction Co, said last week that when he 
contracted for the fill, he fell that it was 
safe, and pointed to the DEQE tests as 
proof. He added that il the fill were not 
safe, he would not have considered using 
it 

DEQE and GCA Corp. tested lor 
naphthalene, a chemical produced by 
W.K. Grace, toxic metals, pesticides and 
PCBs. 

According to Richard Sullivan of 
DEQE. the tests on the site, which 
consisted of taking borings of soil and 
testing it. showed no traces of chemicals 
in the clay. 

The tests showed that the top four feet 
of material at the site consisted of waste 
sludge, found to be chemically con¬ 
taminated, according to Sullivan. 

The next 30 feel ol soil, mainly loose 
sand and gravel, was also contaminated, 
said Sullivan. 

The waste sludge was removed from 
the site, Sullivan said, and the sand and 
gravel was kept there lor fill at the 
station. 

The clay under the sand and gravel. 
Sullivan continued, was found to be 
uncontaminated.

In Maze Of Bureaucracy 


By DAVE LEECO 

A developer could fill lots with 
hazardous material without any town 
official learning of his actions. 

There is currently no by-law in 
Winchester which regulates what kind of 
fill can be used in town. 

As a result, builders don’t have to file 
for a a permit in Town Hall before they 
bring in fill. They don’t have to let town 
officials know what kind of fill they are 
using, where they are using it, or how 
much they are using. 

The lack of a by-law meant that the 
Winchester Board of Health discovered 
that a developer was bringing potentially 
hazardous fill to Amberwood drive only 
after receiving complaints from neigh¬ 
bors (see related story). 

“A fill by-law would help us in the 
sense that people bringing in land fill 
would have to get a permit," 
acknowledged Board of Health Chairman 
Jeanne Thomas. “It would be one way to 
help us know about filling." 

But the Board of Health could have 
known about the Amberwood filling 
beforehand, had a fill by-law proposed 
two years ago not been lost in the maze of 
bureaucracy. 

Two years ago, a fill by-law got as far 
as Town Meeting before it was sent back 
to a study committee for further review. 

But John Looney of the Conservation 
Commission, which drafted the article, 
said the commission had been seeking a 
fill by-law long before it came before 
Town Meeting. 

“When I first came on the Con¬ 
servation Commission five years ago, I 
quickly discovered that most of the areas 
in town available for housing were on the 
face of a cliff or in the middle of a 
swamp," said Looney. 

“I discovered that initially, 
developers were filling with good 
material,” he continued. “But if they

were paying $3 or $4 a yard for gravel, 
and someone Irom Boston who was 
•tearing down a building offered to pay 
them money to dump, what do you think 
happened? 

"They were tearing buildings down in 
Boston, and dumping them in Win 
Chester," Looney said. “They still are."

Safety Station Study Approved 


$100,000 Earmarked For Computer 


Town Meeting gave an early in¬ 
dication that it would go for a new police 
and fire station Thursday night, when it 
approved $20,000 for an architectural 
study of a new station. 

The study would examine possible 
sites for a new station, and come up with 
an estimate of the cost of such a facility, 
according to members of the town’s 
Public Safety Building Study Committee. 

The study committee was looking into 
two possibilities for housing the police 
and fire departments. Either renovate 
the existing building or build a new 
station. 

By requesting the $20,000, the com¬ 
mittee indicated it was leaning toward a 
new station. 

Committee chairman Paul Amico 
noted that the committee was still 
looking into both possibilities. But he 
added that the committee recognized the 
economic benefits of moving the station 


away from its present locale. 

“We came away convinced that the 
need is there (for a renovated or new 
station) — a dire need in the case of the 
police department," said Amico. "But 
we also have to come to grips with 
another factor. 

“The Economic Development 
Committee is concerned with the 
development of Winchester place," 
explained Amico. "They felt that this 
land, currently occupied by the police 
and fire station, could be put to a better 
use. 

“They urgpd us to seek a site outside 
the center," Amico concluded. 

Other members of Amico’s committee 
were more direct in urging the Town 
Meeting to think about a new station. 

Engineer Robert McGillicuddy said 
that a new station was his “number one 
recommendation regardless" of the push 


by the Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee. 

To renovate the current station, said 
McGillicuddy, would require extensive 
and expensive construction. 

“In the police station, you would need 
extensive demolition." he said. "The fire 
station has severe structural problems 
with the floor. Repairs to the building 
would be at a cost of $1.8 million." 

Amico noted that the cost of a new 
station, excluding the cost of land, fur¬ 
nishings and site improvement, would 
cost the town $2.0 million. 

Nailing down the costs ol site im¬ 
provements and purchase was one of the 
major reasons his committee asked for a 
consultant, Amico noted. 

Town officials added their voices to 
the call for a new- station. 

il you look at remodeling, that would

The town’s long-standing computer 
problems may soon be solved, thanks to a 
Town Meeting vote to invest $100,000 in 
new' computer equipment. 

However, before the town’s Data 
Processing Study Committee can pur¬ 
chase new equipment to replace the 
town’s 13-year-old system, il must come 
back to Town Meeting for a second vote. 

Although the committee wasn’t ready 
to recommend specific equipment at 
Thursday’s Towm Meeting, committee 
head Arthur Hall told the Town Meeting 
members the committee had decided 
buying the equipment was crucial. 

Since his committee felt they could 
make their final choice of equipment this 
year, continued Hall, it requested the 
money be set aside. 

Hall noted his committee of 12. in¬ 
cluding seven computer programmers, 
had studied the problem extensively for 


the past eight months before coming to 
Town Meeting. 

“We met with town officials, we 
visited the data processing department, 
we attended a municipal data processing 
exposition," said Hall. “The town 
definitely needs a new data processing 
system." 

Hall said his committee had also 
explored leasing computer time, but 
found that it would cost about as much as 
buying a computer. 

The committee was requesting the 
money Thursday, said Hall, "so the funds 
will be available when we are ready, and 
we won’t have to wait until spring of 
1983." 

Hall explained that the current town 
computer was “increasingly vulnerable 
to breakdowns" and since it was only 
partially automated, required "needless 
and costly manpower" 

Selectman Mark Lombardi 


questioned whether Thursday was an 
appropriate time to set aside funds for 
the computer. 

“I can’t believe they are asking for 
the money when they don’t know what 
they’re going to buy," said Lombardi. 
“The town just wants to keep the tax levy 
as high as they can it’s another way to 
get around Drop 2.5." 

Proposition 2.5 requires that the tax 
levy be raised no more than 2.5 percent 
each year. 

Lombardi’s son, Mark Lombardi Jr., 
who is a member of the study committee, 
said he was also not convinced the 
committee was ready to request money. 

“My feeling is, yes, we need new 
equipment," said Lombardi Jr. “But I’m 
not sure whether we should go for pure 
service (leased computer time) or pure 
equipment

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Levy Cut Rejected By Town 
Meeting To Save For Future

Considering the fate of future town 
residents, Town Meeting members 
rejected a proposal to provide $512,000 in 
property tax relief and voted instead on a 
more conservative figure of $250,000. 

After more than an hour of heated 
debate at the final session of Spring Town 
Meeting Monday, members defeated a 
$512,000 cut in the tax levy by a vote of 77- 
02. That proposal pitted the Board of 
Selectmen against the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. Initiated by the selectmen, the 
motion would have taken $800,000 from 
(he town’s $2,468,000 free cash account to 
offset the tax levy, thereby reducing the 
property tax rate. 

The selectmen urged Town Meeting 
members to take advantage of the large 
amount of money in the general surplus 
fund and cut property taxes. 

But because Proposition 2.5 only 
allows towns to increase their tax levy by 
2.5 percent each year. FinCom Chairman 
Frank Ciolden told Town Meeting 
members that if they cut the tax levy by 
$512,000 they would have to cut the 
equivalent of that amount in programs in 
the near future. 

“If the Board of Selectmen want to see 
this $512,000 cut from the tax levy, they 
should have the political courage to 
identify $512,000 worth of services we can 
do without,” Golden suid. “If this posses, 
it is a matter of definite certainty that in 
two years, we’ll reach the point where we 
have no power, ability or options to fund 
programs.” 

But the selectmen urgued that Town 
Meeting should grab an opportunity to 
reduce property taxes, which they said 
was the message that voters gave when 
they voted for Prop. 2.5. 


“The taxpayers of Winchester want 
the tax rate to go down,” cried Selectman 
Michael Saraco in an emotional plea for 
the $512,000 cut in the levy. “Taxpayers 
now pay increased fees for services like 
swimming and tennis. All that money 
goes into the free surplus account which 
is double taxation. What good is having 
the money there if you can’t use it. I want 
to see even more than $800,000 tran¬ 
sferred and 1 can't understand how the 
voters could go against it. 

“We must be responsive to the wishes 
of the taxpayers,” he added. 

“We don’t feel the argument of saving 
the money for a rainy day stands,” said 
Selectman Chairman Alan Macdonald. 
“We want to remain flexible for the 
future, but we’re in a better position now 
with the available funds than ever 
before.” 

Arguing against the selectmen's 
proposal. Town Meeting member Ron 
Skates said the money should be kept in 
the general surplus fund so that it would 
be available to pay off the town’s un¬ 
funded pension liability, which he 
estimated to be about $9 million. 

“1 urge you to keep the money there 
until we find out exactly how much is 
owed in the unfunded pension liability.” 
he said. “I think that we'd be giving away 
a tremendous town asset if the $800,000 
transfer were approved.” 

Gaining the Selectmen’s motion 
“remarkable short-sighted.’’ Town 
Meeting member Bob Frank also urged 
his fellow members to reject it. 

“If we cut $512,000 from the tax levy 
we’ll have to take it from savings next 
year,” he said. “We’ll huve to spend one 
million next year to get to this year’s 
starting point in the budget. We ought to 
reduce the tax burden for future 
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generations and not cut programs.” 

Town Meeting member Wude Welch 
said he favored the selectmen’s proposal 
for two reasons. He said the unfunded 
pension liability may end up to be a “red 
herring,” and ulso urged Town Meeting 
members to take advantage of an op¬ 
portunity to relieve “unfair,’ taxes. 

“It you believe the property 
assessments are unfair, then this is some 
way to help,” he said. “With the 
assessments and their validity in doubt, 
the property taxes are unfair so that 
$800,000 would be a good number to take 
this year.” 

Golden warned members that once 
the transfer was made, there would be no 
way to correct a certain mistake. 

“We can’t automatically slice below 
the bone und come back next year," he 
said. “There will not be any bone left.” 

When Selectman Edward O’Connell 
pointed out that similur and even larger 
amounts have been transferred from the 
general surplus account In the past, 
Golden argued that circumstances this 
year posed restraints which did not huve 
io be deult with in the past. 

“Yes, this Town Meeting has ap¬ 
propriated large amounts of money in the 
past but that is immaterial,” he said. “In 
the past, large amounts had no im¬ 
plication on the money we’ll be allowed to 
ruise In the future. 

“Our objection is that we're 
restricting ourselves," he continued. “If 
you want to cut the levy, pick the 
programs you want to cut becuuse that’s 
what you’ll have to do.” 

Town Meeting then narrowly defeated 
the selectmen's motion and before 
unanimously approving the $250,000 
‘ransfer, recommended by the FinCom

Delay In Assessment Costs Town $30,000 


Town Meeting Monday night voted to 
appropriate $30,00(1 to cover expenses 
which the town will huve to pay because 
the assessments were late. 

In recommending passuge of that 
motion. Selectman Chulrmnn Alan 
Macdonuld said the money would cover 
interest puyments on funds borrowed to 
compensate for late tax hills. 

“We do expect certification to go 
lorward and we plan to huve the tax bills 
in the mull in the last week of June,” said 


Selectman Chairman Alan Macdonald. 
“The bills must be paid in 30 duys and 
most of them come in during the lost few 
days. 

“The$30,000 will cover the debt on the 
notes of the money we ll have to borrow 
lor the first three weeks of the fiscal 
year.” 

Finunee Committee Chairman Frank 
Golden also recommended favorable 
action on that motion. 

Town Counsel Douglas Kundnll told 
the Town Meeting that the selectmen and 


the Board of Assessors have not yet taken 
steps toward deciding whether or not to 
pursue legal action against the town's 
assessing firm lor being late in the 
revaluation. Fatten Associates 
Appraisers of Maine, the firm hired to 
reassess the town, has missed several 
deadlines during the course of their 
work. That lateness will now cost the 
town an extra $30,000. 

“It could be considered at a later date 
(legal steps against Fatten),’’ Kandall 
said. “But it would be premature to 


consider it now.” 

It is because ot that late revaluation 
that the town is forced to be late in 
submitting the assessments to the state 
lor certification. 

The final submission for certification 
has not yet been made. The deadline for 
submission, however, was April l 
Because of delays caused by Fatten, the 
town will have to borrow money to keep 
the town running during the first three 
weeks of the fiscal year. After that, tax 
bills will finally arrive

He also handpicks his store’s selection 
of glasses, sifting through the wares of 
salesmen to find those with the proper 
lashion and quality for his demanding 
customers. 

“I select all frames here from 
salesmen.” said Mario, who holds a 
degree from the National Contact Lens 
Examiners Society. 

According to Mario, who said the 
majority ol his customers are middle-age 
women, the latest eye fashions involve 


“pastel colors and metal integrated into 
the frames.” 

Being a fashion consultant can also be 
a part of the optical job, Mario said, 
adding that honesty and not flattery is 
ultimately the best course. 

“1 tell them what doesn’t look good on 
them because sooner or later I’ll get the 
flak for it if it doesn’t,” he stated. 

From the grateful comments he later 
receives, apparently Mario’s fashion 
advice is as precise as the lenses he 
grinds. 

“People come back and they tell me, 
‘ Every body loves my new lenses,’” he 
said. 

To keep up on technical advances in 
the field, Mario said he travels to con¬ 
ventions and tries to bring the newest 
advances to Vision Care. One of those 
advances is a gas permeable contact lens 
that allows more oxygen to reach to the 
cornea than with other contacts. In ad 
dition to the gas permeable lens. Mario 
stocks soft lenses and other types of hard 
lenses so that he can service just about 
anyone who has vision problems. 

“It allows me to fit 95 percent of the 
people who walk in the door.” he said. 
“Contact lenses have made tremendous 
advances in the last two to three years.” 

One of the reasons Mario is especially 
proud of Vision Care is because of the 
previous owner and his own mentor, John 
Vasapoli who ran Vision Care for 46 
years. Mario talked about Vasapoli like 
people talk about Ted Williams, a star in 
his field who did it the old-fashioned way. 

“You know when you learn from a 
master, who learned everything from 
scratch, well that’s John,” Mario said 

Another reason Mario is proud of 
Vision-Care is that it is in Winchester, a 
place he himself would like to live in. 

“The town’s great, I can’t wait to get 
here,” he said. “I want to live here but 
apartments are very hard to come by.” 

What is not hard to come by in Win¬ 
chester is competition, something that 
Mario said can only be good for the op¬ 
tician’s business. 

“The competition around town is very 
good,” he said with a sly grin. “We keep 
each other on our toes.”

Citizens Can Do Something About Assessments 

Officials To Establish Review Committee 


Citizens can do something about the 
town's assessment. 

With Town Meeting ended, the Board 
of Assessors and the Board of Selectmen 
can begin appointing citizens to the 
assessment review committee 
established by Town Meeting. 

The Committee is charged with 
reviewing the entire assessment, from 
the planning stages, through the im¬ 
plementation of Patten Appraisal 
Associates' program, to the final values. 

The decision of the committee won’t 
affect this year’s assessment figures. But 
it can choose to recommend to the Fall 
Town Meeting that the town undergo 
another assessment Or it can recom¬ 


mend changes in values to the Board of 
Assessors. 

At the least, the committee can make 
recommendations that will make the 
town’s next revaluation a better and 
more equitable product. 

“If in fact the committee finds the 
values we arrived at are not true, they 
can come back and suggest changes in 
the computer program, or order a new 
revaluation,” observed Assessor 
Chairman Werner Carlson. 

The two boards are seeking both 
professional real-estate brokers and 
appraisers who understand appraising 
practices, and citizens who know Win¬ 
chester and its homes. 


“I’d like to see some professional 
people who know assessments and know 
values.” said Assessor George 
Andersen. “But we also need people who 
aren’t professionals. We need people that 
can lake an outside view of this.” 


The Board of Assesssors will 
nominate five citizens to the committee, 
the selectmen four. The final member of 
the 10-man committee has already been 
nominated by Moderator John Sullivan, 
who chose Jack Farrell of Pierrepont rd.

On Monday, the State Health 
Facilities Appeals Hoard (a five-person 
board appointed by the governor to 
review contested hospital expansion 
decisions) heard arguments from at¬ 
torneys regarding an appeal questioning 
the legality of the 28-bed addition filed 
April 15 by a federally-funded health 
advisory agency. 

The Health Planning Council For 
Greater Boston (HPCFGB) filed the 
appeal which contests the criteria used 
by the Public Health Dept, when they 
approved Winchester Hospital’s plans to 
raise their bed complement from 191 to 
218. 

The appeal abruptly halted Win¬ 
chester Hospital’s $23 million expansion 
plans which consist of two primary 
components: the new wing for 28 ad¬ 
ditional beds and a two-story, 305-car 
parking garage. Following a 17-month 
review process, the Public Health Dept, 
approved the hospital’s entire plan last 
January. 

The appeal does not address approval 
of the garage and the construction of that 
facility has already begun. The fate of 
the rest of the plan will be decided by the 
appeals board within GO days. 

Speaking against approval of the 
beds, HPCFGB attorney Paul Levinson 
criticized the criteria used to grant ap¬ 
proval. claiming that the policies 
outlined in the State Health Plan (SHP) 
were violated. The SHP is a document 
which dictates health policies for 


Massachusetts. It urges regionalization 
of hospital services as a cost containment 
strategy, according to spokespersons 
from Winchester Hospital and the HPC¬ 
FGB. 

Approval ol the beds was granted 
based on a state bed-need formula which 
looks at hospital occupancy rates and 
utilization. According to Winchester 
Hospital spokesman John Kennedy, 
Levinson told the appeals board that the 
bed-need formula should have been used 
as a starting point for making the 
decision, rather than as the sole deter¬ 
mining factor. Kennedy said that 
Levinson stressed that Winchester 
Hospital is located in a region which has 
an excess of 410 beds. 

According to Levinson, the Public 
Health Dept, violated state health 
planning procedures when they approved 
the beds. 

Kennedy said that Levinson argued 
that the entire region should have been 
considered instead of the bed occupancy 
situation at Winchester Hospital alone 
Levinson cited the impact of the Lahey 
Clinic as one example of a factor which 
should have l>een considered in the 
decision, according to Kennedy. 

Kennedy also noted that a member of 
the appeals board stated that the state 
t>ed formula had been used before by his 
board as a basis to deny hospitals ap¬ 
proval to add beds. 

Winchester Hospital Attorney Allan 
Einhorn rebutted the HPCFGB 
allegations, claiming that the SHP is - 
“not law,’’ according to Kennedy. 
Defending the decision of the Public 
Health Dept., Einhorn argued that the 
hospital had clearly submitted 
documented data supporting their

request for additional medical-surgical 
I teds. 

Winchester Hospital spokespersons 
have always maintained that they are 
operating with a deficiency of beds 
despite the excess of beds in the area. 
Hospital President Jack Hunter has 
repeatedly stated that he often has to 
turn away patients for lack of bed space 
Hunter has also stated that his oc¬ 
cupancy figures prove that the Lahey 
Clinic has not improved the Winchester 
Hospital bed shortage problem. 

Attorney Joseph Schmidt from the 
Public Health Dept, stated that the 
Public Health Dept, acted in a 
discretionary manner in granting the 
hospital its 28 bed increase and did not 


just stick by the bed-need formula 

“The bed-need formula does allow for 
exceptions but only when there is a 
factual basis lor doing so,” he said ad¬ 
ding that there was none. 

If the appeals board rules on the side 
of the Public Health Dept., the hospital 
can proceed with construction of the new 
wing which is scheduled to begin in 
October. 

If the appeals board rules on the side 
of the HPCFGB, the hospital must 
submit another determination of need 
(DON) application for the new wing and 
the 28 beds. DON applications are 
required when hospitals want to im¬ 
plement construction projects or 
equipment purchases in excess of $50,000. 


Rotondi Shrugs Off Loss

State Sen. Samuel Rotondi said he 
doesn’t view his narrow loss for the 
Democratic party endorsement in his bid 
for lieutenant governor as a defeat. 

Rotondi, a Winchester resident 
completing his third term as senator 
representing Arlington, Woburn, Win¬ 
chester, and Lexington, lost the party 
endorsement at Saturday’s Democratic 
convention to Evelyn Murphy, a former 
secretary of environmental affairs, by 
only 12 votes on the fifth ballot. 

“We don’t look at it as a major set¬ 
back,” he said. “Everytime I ran on a 
ballot with the major candidates, I won.” 

“We can’t feel it was anything but a 
strong day,” Rotondi said in a telephone 
interview Tuesday. 

Rotondi won each of the first four 
ballots until only he and Murphy were 
left and she polled 12 more votes. On the 
first ballot he came out on top of all eight 
candidates with 773 votes, over 100 more 
than Murphy. 

“That showed who had the most 
committed delegates in the convention,” 
Rotondi said. “It’s the truest test of 
strength in the first ballot. 

“1 won four of the five ballots. It was 
only when four of the top vote getters 
teamed up and pooled votes to stop Sam 
Rotondi as a frontrunner that I lost by 12 
votes.” 

“No one felt that Sam Rotondi lost it. 
What people realized was four other 
candidates prevented him from win¬ 
ning.” 


Rotondi said he lost approximately 
300 votes by the end as delegates left 
during the day. “You just couldn’t hold 
people in the hall all day. It was a seven- 
hour battle,” he said. 

He claimed he also lost votes he 
should have gotten from Gov. King’s 
people for political reasons. Rotondi said 
some of King’s people voted against him 
because they wanted two candidates 
from Brookline so the convention would 
look “ultra liberal.” One King delegate 
told Rotondi it would be a way to attack 
the convention. 

Rotondi said his organization is 
“more excited now” about the Sep¬ 
tember primary and he is confident he 
can win. 

He views John F. Kerry, the former 
Middlesex County first assistant district 
attorney, and Louis Nickinello <D- 
Natick), not Murphy, as his formidable 
candidates. 

“The endorsement for Evelyn Mur¬ 
phy isn’t going to do anything for her. It’s 
still a tough fight.” All five qualifying 
candidates’ names will appear on the 
primary ballot. 

Rotondi said he doesn’t have any 
preference working for either Michael 
Dukakis or Gov. King. 

Because he received support from 
both Dukakis delegates (60 percent) and 
King delegates (40 percent), he feels he 
would be the strongest candidate to help 
each of them in a bid for governor. 

“I present them each a very strong 
balance. Ethnically, I help also,” he said 
in reference to his Italian heritage.

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One Northerner Finds A Different Lifestyle In Florida

.1 write today from Florida, 
that extended spit of palm tree 
and sand, that thumb on the hand 
of America, perpetually hitching 
a ride into the Gulf of Mexico. 

Life is different in Florida, 
wholly different from the way we 
experience it in the frozen north. 
A native of Massachusetts feels 
here as though he’s wandered 
onto the set of Fantasy Island. 

Leisure is full-time pursuit in 
these parts, and convenience a 
key concern. The biggest 
challenge folks face on the 
weekend is to turn themselves 
like chickens on a spit, slowly 
bronzing their bodies in the sun. 
Nobody worries much about 
cutting the grass or cleaning out 
the cellar heck, there aren’t 
any cellars to clean out. 


Even the stores are set up for 
the ease of the citizenry. They’re 
open seven days a week, most of 
them, many for 24 hours a day. 
More than that, they represent 
One-Stop Shopping raised to the 
ultimate degree. All in one store 
you can buy pharmaceuticals, 
clothing, groceries, and hard¬ 
ware. I went into this one place 
to grab a quart of milk; I came 
out 30 minutes later with a pair 
of sunglasses, a box of bandaids. 
a bikini, two six-packs of beer 
and a fishing rod. I forgot all 
about the milk. It’s unbelievable. 

It’s all just there for the 
taking. Even the weather 
somehow. The days are ex¬ 
traordinarily flawless. One 
follows another, each like a 
blessing, each with the clearest 
of skies and a red-gold sun 


dipping below the horizon at 
twilight. Whippoorwills call on 
moonlit nights, and armadillos 
waddle in the woods just back of 
your house. Even the insects are 
pretty. 

Neighbor hoods ar e models of 
neighbor!iness. Folks mingle by 
the mailboxes and congregate 
for a carwash. Pina Coladas 
materialize out of thin air; frosty 
beers crack open, and the ball 
game comes on the tube. The 
children travel in easy loose 
brigades from house to house, 
pedalling bigwheels, panhan¬ 
dling for popsicles, refreshing 
themselves with a quick can¬ 
nonball in this or that backyard 
pool. 

There’s plenty of time for 
everything. Indeed, time feels 
seamless and fixed here. 


Seasons pass, the equinox comes 
and goes, and everything 
remains the same. There’s no 
winter here. Oh, they think they 
have a winter along about 
.January: they buy quilted 

jackets for the chance day the 
mer cur y dips to 50 degrees. But 
it isn’t winter really; it’s merely 
pretense, a conspiracy on the 
part of the populace to bring out 
brandy and furnish a fire for the 
superfluous fireplace. Nothing 
freezes very often, and nothing 
dies. Even the old folks don’t 
know they’re old. They tear 
around the shopping malls in 
little motorized golf carts buying 
stuff; they control the economy, 
for pete’s sake. 

There’s no overstating it. Life 
here is entirely different from 
what we Bostonians know and- 


exper ience. There's no sense of 
Puritan rigor, no anti ike haste to 
work For the Night is Coming. 
It’s like Paradise, before the 
apple episode. 

And it works a powerful 
magic. 

Even I. the northiest of 
northerners, feel its seduc¬ 
tiveness. And I’m someone who 
began work on the term paper 
the full three months before it 
was due; I begin on my worry 
over those foolish storm windows 
before Miss America has 
finished her final pirouette on the 
runways of September. I’m a 
New Englander through and 
through, prudent, disciplined 
and cautious. And yet I feel it all 
ebbing away here, and slowly 
coming untied. 

It's a wonderful place, 


Florida is. I love it. I revel in it. 

But I’m pausing to wonder 
just now: would it seem so swell 
to me had I been born in this 
clime? I doubt it somehow. 

My appreciation for Florida’s 
abundance springs directly from 
the fact that my roots strike deep 
in the rocky soil of 
Massachusetts where the 

merest crocus prompts 
celebrations in mud season, 
where we search the skies with 
thirsty looks for a sign of the 
returning robin and where, 
even as I write this today, a 
thousand miles away in the 
l egions north of Boston . million 
people awake on mornings cool 
as corsages and applaud in their 
hearts the slow sweet unfolding 
of the New England spring.

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Ban Of Lead Paint Sandblasting 
Demanded By Concerned Resident 


Sandblasting a home may seem to 
some residents to be an easy way to avoid 
scraping old paint. To Steven Guberman 
of Bonad rd., it’s an easy way to poison 
jH’ople. 

The poison, Guberman said, comes 
from the lead paint present on virtually 
every home in Winchester over 10 years 
old. 

Sandblasting reduces that paint to 
tiny particles apd throws those particles 
to the winds, to be inhaled by residents or 
to land on the ground and be picked up by 
children. 

Guberman went before the Board of 
Health last week to request that the 
board ban all sandblasting in the town of 
Winchester as a health hazard. 

He told the board that the issue first 
came to his attention when a neighbor 
told him he was going to sandblast his 
house. 


“1 have my doctorate in chemistry, so 
I know that lead is a constituent of most 
paint over 10 years old,” said Guberman. 
”1 was aware ol its toxic hazards.” 

Guberman said that with the consent 
ol his neighbor, he tested a chip of paint 
from the house to l>e sandblasted. The 
test showed the chip was nine percent 
lead, a high concentration, but average 
considering the house’s 40-year age. 

Based on the surface area of the 
house, which is small for Winchester, 
Guberman calculated the paint on the 
house contained 1.7 pounds of lead 
“Everyone has lead in their blood, but 
the increase in lead needed before you 
see any toxic effects is very, very 
minute,” said Guberman. “Only a small 
change in the lead level can cause 
anemia and brain damage, and when the 
levels are very high it can cause death.”

bloodstream is needed to cause brain 
damage. Guberman noted. Even if only 
half the paint on his neighbor s house was 
reduced to dust, and only 14 percent ol 
that dust was absorbed into the blood 
stream, there would still be enough lead 
to poison 9,000 people. 

Children are especially susceptible to 
lead, Guberman noted, because their 
body absorbs more lead than adults 

Children would also be likely to come 
in contact with dust which falls on the 
ground, he said, and could pick up par¬ 
ticles while playing in the yard. 

In addition, said Guberman, lead on 
the ground can be absorbed into 
vegetables, and poison the people who 
eat those vegetables. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
the Board can ban sandblasting, if it is 
proven that it is a health hazard. The 
Board of Health said it would discuss the 
matter with Randall, and then consider 
what action to take. 

Guberman hopes the board bans 
sandblasting before long, since the 
procedure is becoming more popular, 
and the spring fix-it season is upon the 
town. 

A second neighbor, Guberman 
learned, was also considering sand¬ 
blasting his home. 

“The idea of sandblasting is ap¬ 
pealing, because you can take all the 
paint off and then stain the house,” said 
Gueberman. “But the question is, do you 
want to protect the people’s health?”

Children are one group who cannot 
watch out for themselves they can’t 
vote, lobby or make campaign con¬ 
tributions.

being forwarded lor state-wide and 
national publicity 


The Massachusetts Advocacy Center 
will draw together information from 
citizen committees across the state The 
Children’s Defense Fund and the 
Association ot Junior Leagues will pull 
together the information to get a national 
picture ol bow the nation's niildren are 
faring with this year’s cuts 

Interested citizens will engage in two 
major tasks 

First, they will identity and interview- 
key community people in the program 
area of their choice Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, Day Care. Child 
Health Care or Child Welfare Services 
'including foster care, adoptions. 


protective services lor abused and 
neglected children). 

The second task is to inform the public 
about children and families in our 
communities The Mystic Valley Council 
lor Children staff will provide technical 
assistance, including training and the 
coordination ot interviews and public 
relations adapted Irom materials 
provided by the Children’s Defense 
Fund’s Child Watch manual. 

A variety of things can result for in 
dividuals participating in the Child 
Watch committee. Volunteers will be 
contributing to the community by acting 
as important resources about what is 


really happening to children and families 
in the My stic Valley area. Volunteers will 
gam interesting information thut may 
help preserve vital children's services 
They will expand such skills as working 
with a team, interviewing different kinds 
of people, in addition to obtaining 
knowledge ol community programs and 
how cutbacks are affecting kids Finally, 
working together on a project with 
citizens who have similar interests can 
be a lot ol fun!

the lights, an eerie metamor¬ 
phosis transpired. 

Suddenly, the roomful of loud, 
costumed figures froze in place 
as they were “changed” into 
wax.

“I like that you learn a lot 
about people who have died, and 
were really interesting and 
famous.“ she said. “They look 
almost real when they’re in the 
wax position because they don’t 
blink or breathe or move or 
anything.” 

Seven-year-old Christopher 
Pittas of Mt. Pleasant street also 
praised the caliber of talent 
exhibited by the sixth graders. 
He even detected an im¬ 
provement in the acting as 
compared with last year's 
quality. 

“Last year, they were kind of 
shaky,” he noted. “But this year, 
they’re really like wax. They’re 
really thinking hard to keep 
themselves in one place and not 
move.” 

Nonetheless, he was certain 
that these were humans and not 
wax figures. 


“No, I’m afraid 1 did not 
believe they were really wax, but 
1 think 1 really enjoy this place,” 
he said. “I'm really impressed 
with what I see.’ Well, the 
costumes and just about 
everything impressed me. It’s 
kind of weird to be around wax 
figures, but once they come 
alive, it’s great. 

“You get to learn a lot too,” 
he added. “I've learned about 
history and other things. I’ve 
learned new things that can help 
me out and maybe I can impress 
my mother with all I’ve lear¬ 
ned.” 

Ten-year-old Adam Howell of 
Walnut street was not too 
pleased with all the information 
lie was learning. Especially 
when he learned that the turkey 
heart he had just picked up from 
Dr. Christian Barnard’s tray 
was real. 

“Grossening,” In* shouted, 
dropping the heart, and making 
a horrified face. “It's real! “ 

But for Sean 1 lines, who also 
went by the name of Dr. C. 
Barnard, the heart was anything 
but disgusting. 

“No, that’s not gross,” he 
said. “I've had to see human 
hearts when I did the first human 
heart transplant. This is kiddy 
stuff compared with human 
hearts.” 

When the show had ended, the 
sixth graders finally agreed to 
divulge some information. They 
said they chose their characters 
for a variety of reasons. 

“I chose Thomas Jefferson 
because he’s a very interesting 
character.” said Stephen Reev.. 
who was all decked out from his 
wig to his knickers. “I like 
everything I studied about him 
except the part where he died.” 

Michelle Barton said she 
chose Rachel Carson because of 
Carson’s love for animals. But 
her favorite part of acting out the 
role was amazing her audience. 

“I think a few little kids 
believed me,” she said. “It was 
just a lot of fun being able to 
amaze people. They have a big 
grin and you don’t think you’ll be 
able to stay frozen.”

Looney continued that in many land 
fills, developers used trash to build up 
low spots. At the worst, he said the 
trash attracted v°rmin and insects. At 
best, it settled and Hacked foundations 
of houses. 

"I drove around and took pictures of 
fill sites one afternoon, and in half an 
hour I took a whole roll of stuff that would 
turn your stomach,” said Looney. 

"There was one site where I always 
felt the Till was questionable,” he con¬ 
tinued. "The fill has been in place for 
several years now, and weeds haven’t 
even grown there.” 

Looney, who is an engineer, noted that 
"I have worked on hundreds of building 
projects, and they always use good fill. 
I've never seen anyone build on crap like 
they do in Winchester.” 

Looney was one of the members of the 
study committee set up by Town 
Meeting, along with Selectman Michael 
Saraco, former Planning Board member 
Stephen Anderson, Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia, and then-Building Inspector 
Dom Serratore. 

The committee decided to tie the fill 
by-law to the Board of Health, since the 
board could already control fill for health 
reasons, and since the regulations would 
not then need a Town Meeting vote. 

"We showed the regulations to the 
Board of Health, and they thought it was 
great,” said Looney. "A month later we 
went back, they thought it was great. A 
month later, they still thought it was 
great, but... 

"The Board of Health finally talked to 
the own manager, who referred it to 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall,” con¬ 
tinued Ixioney. "That’s the last anyone 
ever heard of it, and that was at least a 
year ago." 

Randall said that he had reviewed the 
proposed regulations, and passed them 
back to the Board of Health. 

Thomas said that her board had not 


been able to work on the by-law in recent 
months, because it was busy trying to 
find a new director to replace Robert 
Cagan, who died last year. 

"Things take time if they are not on 
priority,” said Thomas. "Not that this 
wasn’t important, but other things came 
up, and with the death of our director we 
have gotten a bit behind." 

Randall said he only had one technical 
objection to the rules — how would they 
affect the town’s ability to fill? 

But he also admitted to several strong 
philosophical objections. 

"Frankly, my feeling is this is really 
unnecessary regulation,” said Randall. 
"We have just about regulated the world 
out of existence. 

"The public in my way of thinking is 
more than adequately protected," 
continued Randall. State regulations 
specifically limit what can be used for fill 
material, prohibiting just about 
everything except soil, sand and gravel. 

"My personal philosophy is that we 
are regulating the poor developer right 
out of existence,” said Randall. "Sub- 
developers are truly having a difficult 
time, and if we factor in another 
regulation, it is going to be the straw that 
breaks the camel’s back.” 

Randall also said that he did not feel a 
fill by-law was needed to let town of¬ 
ficials know when fill was being trucked 
into town. 

"First they bring it in large trucks, 
which frightens every mother with small 
children on the block,” said Randall. "If 
it looks bad and smells bad. people in 
Winchester are not shy violets, they are 
not afraid to call me and ask ‘Is it legal? ’ 

"In Boston or Chelsea, you might get 
away with bringing in deleterious 
materials," said Randall. "But you can’t 
blink in Winchester without someone 
bringing it to someone’s attention." 

But the residents who brought the 
Amberwood fill to the Board of Health’s 


attention don’t feel that should be their 
role. 

"We were amazed to find out the town 
doesn’t have any control over what is 
brought into it,” said Anne Esposito of 
Johnson rd. "The town should be told 
what fill they (developers) are using.” 

Esposito and another neighborhood 
resident, Fatsy Schlaikjer of Amberwood 
drive, felt that not only was a fill by-law 
needed, but it should specifically exclude 
any material from a chemical waste 
dump — tested safe or not. 

"Why take fill from a chemical waste 
site at all,” asked Esposito. "You can 
make many tests, but they might not test 


for a chemical that could be found to be a 
problem in the future.” 

"We’re very concerned about what 
this could mean for the future of the 
town, if they can bring in anything they 
want for fill,” said Schlaikjer. "The law 
should specifically state that no landfill 
will come from a previous chemical 
dumping site, from whatever depth.” 

Schlaikjer said residents planned to 
circulate a petition, calling for just such 
a by-law. But she is still angry the by-law 
didn’t exist before the Amberwood fill 
came into town. 

"It’s too bad something always 
happens before something gets done,” 
Schlaikjer observed.

be a very expensive proposition and 
leave us with less than a modern 
building," said Selectman Edward 
O’Connell. 

Town Meeting member and former 
Planning Board Chairman Otto Schaffer 
noted that the leanings in favor of a new 
building is universal with anyone who 
has been studying the station. 

"If there seems to be a prejudice 
toward a new station, that’s not 
unusual,” said Schaffer. "Everyone I 
know who has looked at the problem has 
come to the same conclusion.” 

And Dan LaGatta, head of the 
Economic Development Committee, 
trumpeted the advantages of putting a 
commercial development into the 
current police and fire station. 

"We envision this as a tremendous 


opportunity for Winchester’s 
redevelopment,”" said LaGatta. "It is a 
potential area for revitalizing the center 
without expanding past its present 
boundaries. 

"We see office space, living units, 
commercial space — and along the 
Aberjona, a linear park,” said LaGatta. 
"And the sale ot the station would bring 
substantial income which could be used 
against the cost of a new facility.” 

LaGatta added that a development 
along Winchester place could also bring 
in $2 to $3 million a year. 

A two-thirds vote was necessary to 
pass the appropriation, since money for 
the study was coming from the town’s 
sale-of-land account. 

The measure barely passed, 93-45, as 
92 votes were needed for passage.

"As you wait, the prices go down, 
unlike in other purchases,” Lombardi 
added. "A computer may have a price 
now of $60,000, and cost $30,000 six 
months from now.” 

But Town Meeting members weren’t 
convinced by the Lombardis’ 
arguments.

Frank Jr. added that the Town Meeting 
could always refuse to spend the money 
when the computer comes up for a vote in 
November. 

"It doesn’t make a bit of difference if 
you vote for this,” said Frank. "If you 
vote it out in November, the money will 
just go into general surplus. 

"If you feel the committee needs a bit 
of moral support, vote for the ar>- 
propriatinn,” he concluded. 

Town Meeting went for moral sup¬ 
port, passing the appropriation by a 76 to 
45 vote.

Swimming Pools:

In an advertisement so 
popular it has run for more than 
a year, a classic French perfume 
invites you to "share the fan¬ 
tasy." A woman luxuriates 
beside a swimming pool as her 
apparently ideal man plunges in 
at one end, glides underwater 
toward her, and rises close to 
her, glistening before he 
dissolves into the sunlight. 

The fantasy seems to give you 
two choices — buy the perfume 
or buy a pool. 

Putting a pool in your 
backyard is a bit more com¬ 
plicated than buying perfume. 
But the benefits, according to 
pool owners, are substantial. 

You may, for example, foster 
a budding Esther Williams or 
Mark Spitz. Harold and Virginia 
Lundstrom’s son was an avid 
swimmer before turning to 
football in high school. Seven¬ 
teen years ago, the Lundstroms 
of Arlington had four children 
who ranged in age from four to 
eleven when they bought their 
house, which already had an in- 
ground pool. 1 ‘I always felt it was 
a great thing for their health," 
said Virginia Lundstrom. 

Another benefit to making the 
fantasy a reality confirms the 
axiom, there’s no place like 
home. You don’t have to travel 
anywhere to enjoy the water. "I 
hate fighting traffic,” said 
Virginia Lundstrom with a 
fervor well-known to weekend 
vacationers. Over the years, the 
family has probably spent "half 
the summer in the water.” So 


bringing the water to the family 
made more sense than the other 
way around. 

The pool also becomes a focal 
point for the family — and for the 
neighborhood, if you want it to. 
The Lundstroms often super¬ 
vised neighborhood aqua- 
circuses over the years. 

Thomas and Lillian Murray, 
of Winchester, have three 
children, two of them, aged 10 
and 15, still live at home. Their 
in-ground pool was installed last 
year. "It’s something we always 
wanted to do,” explained Lillian 
Murray, "as family enjoyment 
for all of us." 

"It is a facility that requires 
care though," added Mrs. 
Murray, "but that shouldn’t 
discourage anyone” from get¬ 
ting a pool. 

The first step is to decide 
whether you want an in-ground 
or above-ground pool. That may 
be determined by the site on 
which you want to put your pool. 
The Murrays either had to blast 
the rock ledges in their back 
yard for a rectangular pool or 
build around the ledges. They 
chose to build around them and 
now have a unique pool that 
includes a spa, or bubbling pool, 
built on the rock ledge. 

Pools are either made of 
gunite (a patented cement 
process for in-ground pools of 
any size and shape), vinyl-lined 
steel, or cement, circular or 
rectangular, which can be in¬ 
stalled in-ground or, more 
commonly, above ground. A 
vinyl-lined, above-ground pool 


can be installed in a day, and 
taken apart and moved in a day. 
In-ground vinyl-lined pools can 
cost from $6,000 to $10,000, while 
above-ground pools costs range 
from about $800 to $4,000, ac¬ 
cording to dealers. 

The National Spa and 
Swimming Pool Institute, a 
trade organization, estimates 
that there are close to three 
times as many above-ground as 
in-ground pools. Herbert Ewell, 
executive vice president of the 
New England Chapter, located in 
Arlington, said a large number 
of above-ground pools are sold 
through department stores like 
Caldors or Sears and Roebuck. 

The cost of an above-ground 
pool from a department store 
could range from $150 for a 
simple steel-wall, vinyl-lined, 12- 
foot diameter, three-feet deep 
pool, to $1100 for a 24-foot 
diameter, 4-foot deep round pool 
with a filter. The latter pool, by 
Coleco, comes with a five-year 
wall and frame warranty, and a 
ten-year liner warranty. But all 
warranties, warned one 
salesman, are affected by proper 
installation and conditions of 
use. 

Customers are told that they 
can install the pools themselves 
but, cautioned Ewell, even a 
small above-ground pool must be 
absolutely level. Ground water 
drainage is a big consideration in 
siting a pool. Any water that 
collects around and under the 
pool can undermine it and cause

You say you spent all of 
dreary cold February leafing 
through seed catalogues and 
wishing you owned a quarter- 
acre, instead of a spider plant 
and a subscription to "Apart¬ 
ment Life?” 

Or you’ve got a house with a 
great yard — "All those nice 
shade trees,” the realtor gushed 
about — but the only sunny spots 
on the entire property are the 
driveway and the patio? 

Don’t worry, you can still 
raise a tomato or two; maybe

Every spring, something 
happens to thousands of people 
all over New England "some 
primordial urge,” as Winchester 
gardener Clarence Borggaard 
put it and they get the itch to 
dig up a patch of land and plant 
themselves a garden. 

Lately, whether because of 
the economy or the new em¬ 
phasis on fresh vegetables and 
organic growing or just because 
they’ve been intrigued by gar¬ 
dening books and shows like 
WGMH’s "The Victory Garden," 
lots of these gardens have been 
vegetable patches. 

"People have been knocking 


down our doors for tomato plants 
for a month now, even though it’s 
way too early," said Peter Bruin 
of Mahoney’s Rocky Ledge in 
Winchester. 

Traditionally, this Memorial 
Day weekend is the time that 
New Englanders have set out 
tender plants like tomatoes, 
peppers and eggplants. Even the 
most pessimistic Yankee usually 
feels safe in believing the danger 
of frost is past by then. 

Actually, Bruin said, as soon 
as the nights are about 55 
degrees, you can set out the 
tropical plants. You can start

it to collapse. And above-ground 
pools are even more susceptible 
to the weather, including strong 
winds and storms, than in- 
ground pools. 


Those guitar-shaped ' and 
heart-shaped pools made famous 
by celebrities are in-ground 
gunite pools. With gunite, a fast¬ 
drying concrete,- you can shape a 


pool to suit your location or 
your fancy. Rectangular pools 
cost from $8,000 to $12,000, 
depending on the size of the pool. 

Gunite pools are more ex¬ 
pensive than vinyl-lined pools. 
On the other hand, vinyl-lined 
pools last up to fifteen years, 
“possibly longer, with the proper 
care,” said Dave Powers, a local 
pool salesman. A gunite pool, 
according to sales claims, may 
last “a lifetime.” 

Construction factors peculiar 
to each site, and extras such as 
deck area, cabana, or heater, 
can add to the costs of all pools. 
A heater stretches the swimming 
season from May to October. The 
Lundstroms have been swim¬ 
ming this year since the last 
week of April, sometimes with 
and sometimes without the 
heater. Landscaping costs are 
also extra. 

Once you’ve decided on the 
kind of pool you want, invite 
sales people to look at the site 
and propbse a pool plan. You 
should discuss all costs in ad¬ 
vance with the distributor or pool 
designer and contractor. You 
will need to get the pool plan 
approved by the town building 
department and then apply for 
various permits. 

A building permit, a wiring 
permit, and a plumbing permit 
are required in this area. 
Property-to-pool-edge margins 
are set by town ordinance. In 
Arlington, the edge of the pool 
must be at least six feet from the 
side and rear property lines. In 
Winchester, there are 10, 15, or 
20-foot margins depending on 
which of three residential zones 
your house is in. Belmont also 
has a noise ordinance, which 
requires that any pumping unit 
be 25 feet from the property line. 
The Murray’s pool was inspected 
three times during construction 
— the hole itself, the wiring, and 
a final inspection. 

Most Massachusetts towns 
follow the state safety standard 
which requires a five-foot fence 
with a self-locking gate around 
the pool. The pool may not be 
filled with water, even rain¬ 
water, unless the fence is up, 
since even a few inches can be 
dangerous to a small child.

Safety is always a.concern 
around pools. The Lundstrom’s 
pool was built in 1956. When they 
bought the house, the pool was 
not considered a strong selling 
point. “People were either 
frightened by the danger or by 
pool maintenance,” said Mrs. 
Lundstrom. At that time, no 
fence was required. 

The Lundstrom family took 
pool safety very seriously. “We 
had a lot of rules,” said Mrs. 
Lundstrom.” We NEVER let the 
children swim unsupervised.” 
No running or roughhousing 
around the pool was tolerated. 

And while many pools might 
look deep enough to dive in, 
unless the pool is designed with 
diving board, owners should 
warn guests against a head-first 
plunge that could result in a 
broken neck. Diving into any 
pool head first could result in 
paralysis or death. Young people 
in particular need to understand 
the danger. 

Insurance coverage may be 
included in your present policy 
or in a separate policy which 
could cost from $20 $40 per year 
for $10,000 coverage and up, 
according to the National Spa 
and Swimming Pool Institute. 

Maintenance is the second big 
worry of perspective pool 
owners, but present owners say 
it is neither difficult nor ex¬ 
pensive. Chemicals for the year 
cpst about $200 to $250, according 
to Bay State Pool Supplies, of 
Cambridge. Quality-made parts, 
like pumps and filters, should 
last for several years. The only 
major expense the Lundstroms 
have had in 17 years was to 
replace their outdated pump. 

But because their pool is old, 
layers of paint have built up and 
tend to peel. "It really should be 
sandblasted,” said Mrs. Lun¬ 
dstrom. But they put off the 
expense and paint it every year. 
“We scrape off the loose paint, 
and wash the pool down,” she 
said. “Two people with rollers 
can paint it in three hours.” Most 
pools should be painted every 
two years. 

Opening and closing a pool, 
getting it ready in the spring and 
packing it away in the fall, can 
be done by a pool service com-

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party. Jessica O’Donoghue of the 
T & R Pool Service Company of 
Winchester said opening a pool 
takes two trips. The crew cleans 
and removes the pool cover, 
pumps off the water (pools are 
wintered with water'at a foot less 
than full), sets up the deck 
equipment and the filter, and 
starts the pool filling. Later, 
once the pool is filled, it is super- 
chlorinated to sterilize it. The 
Murrays have their pool ser¬ 
viced in the fall and spring, while 
the Lundstroms do it them¬ 
selves.

Bay State Pool Supplies, who 
are also a wholesale distributor 
of vinyl-lined pools, said their 
sales are considerably off this 
year, due in part to the April 


snowstorm. Land crews were 
delayed and people just didn’t 
start thinking about a pool as 
early this year as in other years, 
says Bay State’s John Arakelian. 

But Ken Annas, area 
representative for South Shore 
Gunite Pools, says his business is 
doing fine. “People are not 
spending money on vacations, 
they’re spending money on 
themselves, investing in their 
property,” he said. Annas 
describes one perspective 
customer who may sell his Cape 
Cod summer home and build a 
pool in his backyard. He feels it 
will save time and travel and, 
ultimately, money. 

While a pool may add to your 
property tax, a pool does in¬ 
crease the market value of your 
home. And pools continue to be 
popular. Winchester residents 
built 14 pools in 1981. Arlington 
residents built 14 pools in 1980 
but jumped to 25 pools in 1981. 

In the dog days of July, a good 
splash is all it takes to make a 
pool worthwhile.

just how many cubic feet of air it 
takes to make your kids happy. 

But apparently, molded 
plastic kiddie pools are the 
delight of the under-seven pool 
set (and their parents). These 
pools are sold at several 
department stores in the area, 
including Zayres, Caldors, and 
Sears and Roebuck. Salesman 
Jonathan Paleologos of Sears 
and Roebuck in Burlington said 
the pools, which were put on the 
shelves a week ago, come in 
different styles and shapes, 
including a figure eight, and one 
“with a sort of bump in the 
middle that kids can sit on or 
slide down.’’ 

The “Dukes of Hazzard” pool 
at Zayres is an updated version 
of the inflatable — 5 feet in 
diameter, 1 foot deep, and 
printed with the names and 
characters of the television 
series. Zayres also has a 
“Strawberry Shortcake’’ pool in 
a shape roughly equivalent to a 
Madonna’s shell. Ask your four- 
year-old who Strawberry 
Shortcake is (yes, she’s a who). • 


Hard plastic pools at Sears 
and Roebuck may be up to 10 feet 
in diameter, 8 inches deep, and 
run from $10 to $20. Depending 
on “how rowdy the kids are,” 
these pools may last one or two 
seasons. Paleologos says the 
store carried the deeper in¬ 
flatable pools until about three 
years ago. “There was not only a 
question of safety for kids,” he 
says. "But you also heard about 
stupid adults who put their head 
under the water and forgot to 
breathe or something.” An apt 
way of underscoring the need for 
safety around any body of water. 

Then, there is always the 
lawn sprinkler, particularly the 
kind with fine jets of water 
shooting up in a fan shape which 
waves slowly back and forth. 
Enjoyment is just a bathing suit, 
and sturdy lawn, and a sprinkler. 
Watch this summer as adults 
carefully skirt the wet sidewalk 
that marks the farthest reach of 
the sprinkler, but linger as the 
last droplets touch their sandal¬ 
ed feet.

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Save Energy Year Round! 

With A Little Planning , Landscaping Can Be More Than Decoration .

The recent downward trend in 
oil prices is expected to end at 
some point in the near future, but 
many suburban Boston 
homeowners are putting 
themselves in a position now to 
save on next winter’s heating bill 
- and also on this summer’s air- 
conditioning tab.

sulating their homes, but also by 
putting their yards to work for 
them'. In these times of ex¬ 
pensive energy, many people 
have come to see landscaping as 
something you do to make more 
than just a yard more attractive. 

"People have become more 
energy-conscious,” said Paul 
Mahoney, owner of Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge Nurseries in 
Winchester. "They want to plant 
a line of trees to form a wind 
barrier in the winter, and they 
want to plant shade trees near 
their houses to keep the houses 
cool in the summer.” 

Mahoney notes that some 
homeowners have other reasons 
for planting trees as screens - 
they may want to form a natural 
barrier between their yards and 
their neighbors’, or they may 
want to block out the noise from 
the street — but, he added, most 
people who opt for screening are 
looking to cut down on their fuel 
bills. 

The best way to lower winter 
heating bills through land¬ 
scaping, Mahoney said, is to 
plant rows of evergreens on the 
windy sides of a house. The 
evergreens will help prevent the 
wind from ever reaching — let 
alone getting into - a house. 

Shade trees planted close to a 
house will help a homeowner 
save on summer air-conditiong 
bills by keeping the sun away 
form the house, Mahoney added. 
In the winter, however, the sun 
will be able to get through the 
trees and warm up the house, so 
homeowners don’t stand to lose 
anything by planting a shade 
screen. 

Despite all the emphasis on 
saving energy by planting tree 
screens, Mahoney said that 
landscaping has not become a 
simply utilitarian activity. 
Homeowners are still making 
their yards more attractive 
through landscaping, he said, 
with the trend in recent years 
being to spice up yards with 
different colors and unusual 
plants. 

The use of contrasting colors, 
especially in annual plants, to

add variety to yards lias in¬ 
creased in the last few years, he 
says, while the popularity of 
dwarf shrubs are used by 
homeowners both to contrast 
with larger plants and to save 
space around patios and por¬ 
ches, Mahoney said. 

“A few years ago. people 
wouldn’t even think of using 
dwarf shrubs,” he said. "But 
now they're used all the time.” 

Mahoney’s own yard on 
Socrates way in Winchester is a 
perfect example of this new 
method of landscaping. Laid out 
almost 15 years ago, it includes 
lines of evergreens to the north 
and west of the house and large 
shade trees near the house, all of 
which help Mahoney keep his 
energy costs down. The yard also 
is colorful, thanks primarily to 
annual flowers such as 
marigolds and petunias. 

And Mahoney’s yard is loaded 
with plants not usually found in 
yards in this area: weeping 
Norway spruces and dogwoods, 
Swiss stone pines, blue Atlantic 
cedars and scintillation and 
Duke of York rhododendrons. 
Mixed in with these are a 
number of large stones (“the 
bones of the yard’s skeleton,” 
Mahoney said) and many plants 
more common in the area, such 
as maples, Japanese yews, 
flowering crabapples, Canadian 


hemlocks, fruit trees, ar- 
borvitaes and rhodedendrons 
and azaleas. 

The result, according to 
Mahoney, is “a very informal 
yard” that allows him to save 
money on his fuel bills year- 
round. 

Mahoney also has some 
landscaping “Don’ts” for 
suburban homeowners. People 
who live to the north and nor¬ 
thwest of Boston should be 
careful about what they plant in 
their yards, he said, since it 
tends to be somewhat colder 
here than it is to the south of the 
city. 

“There are some things, 
hollies and boxwoods for 
example, that will grow on Cape 
Cod or to the south of Boston but 
won’t grow here because of the 
cold," he said. "We’re really on 
the edge of another temperature 
zone here.” 

Mahoney said homeowners 
should be sure that plants or 
trees can grow in the area before 
they buy them. Otherwise, they 
may find themselves starting all 
over again with different plants. 

People are often not con¬ 
scious enough of the amount of 
shade in their yards, Mahoney 
added. Plants are sometimes 
placed in areas that either have 
too much shade for 1 them or not 
enough, he said. 


Some homeowners also don’t 
consider the eventual size of 
plants and trees when they buy 
them, Mahoney said. Often 
people put plants that will grow 
to be too big close to their houses, 
he said, adding that homeowners 


should think about how big a 
plant or tree will be in 10 years 
when deciding where to plant it. 

The most important land¬ 
scaping “Don't.” Mahoney said, 
is the most basic one: 


homeowners shouldn’t let their 1 
plants dry out. especially if the\ 
are new plants. 

“During their first year or 
two, plants really need a lot of 
water,” he said. “But people will 
often go away on vacation and 
the plants won’t get watered 
And that’s not good for tin* 
plants.” 

One way to see that plants 
and trees in a yard are watered 
while a family is vacationing is 
the age-old solution of asking a 
neighbor to do the watering. 
Another method one that 
Mahoney said is especially 
important given the lack o*' 
rainfall in the Boston area in 
recent years is to put bark 
mulch around the bases of 
plants. Besides holding and 
conserving rainwater, mulch 
also takes care of weeds, so 
homeowners can kill the 
proverbial two birds with one 
stone by using it. 

Making sure that plants get 
the proper amounts of water and 
sunlight will help them grow 
properly and once they do 
grow, Mahoney said, plants 
return the favor. 

“People are not sufficiently 
aware of the good value of 
plants,” he said. “They clean up 
the air and of course they give off 
oxygen.” 

And, if used right, they can 
also help homeowners beat 
today's energy crunch.

There are two very helpful 
publications available from the 
federal government bookstore at 
the John F. Kennedy Building in 
Government Center in Boston. 
It’s open from 8 a.m. to 4 p.in., 
Monday - Friday (Telephone 
number 223-6071). 

One is called "Mini Gardens 
for Vegetables.” It addresses 
container type gardens, soil 
mixes, and what sort of 
vegetables are best suited to 
container gardening. It includes 
lots of helpful hints and costs 
only $1.75. 

The second book, larger and 
more extensive, is more ex¬ 
pensive at $3.00. But, in addition 
to information on vegetable 
gardening, it describes indoor 
gardening, artificial lighting, 
terrariums and hanging baskets. 
It is called, logically, "Indoor 
Gardening: Vegetables and 

Flowers.” 

Annual flowers do quite well 
in container gardens: marigolds, 
geraniums, nasturtiums, im- 
patiens, zinnias. Flower boxes, 
after all, are the original con¬ 
tainer gardens. 

Lettuce, peppers, certain 
strains of eggplants, tomatoes 
and cucumbers as well as herbs 
do particularly well in container 
gardens, Mackin said. 

Seed catalogues are starting 
to highlight certain varieties or 
hybrids of plants that are ac¬ 
tually suited to small spaces and 
container gardens, Mackin 
observed. 

The smaller size plants are 
best suited to container growing. 
Seed catalogues give them 
names like "Slim Jim” egg 
plant, and "Pot Luck” 
cucumbers and "Tiny Tim” 


cherry tomatoes. Because soil to 
support and nourish the plants is 
limited in container gardening, 
these smaller plants are easier 
to grow, and generally yield a 
good harvest if you follow the 
rules. 

Rule Number One is to get the 
right container. All the sources 
consulted agreed on one thing — 
you can use just about anything 
if you adapt it a bit. 

Five gallon plastic scrub 
buckets are fine, Mackin said, as 
long as you remember to punch 
drainage holes in the bottom of 
the pail. 

Depending on the size of the 
plant you want to grow, you can 
adapt strawberry jars, bushel 
baskets, and wooden boxes. You 
can even borrow from the poet 
Leonard Feeney and plant your 
tomato in number 10 tin can. 

Strangely enough, the con¬ 
tainer you might think of first, an 
old-fashioned clay flower pot, is 
probably the least practical. 

Clay pots are heavy, tend to 
tip over easily, and worst of all, 
are very porous. This aggravates 
the tendency that all container 
plantings have to dry out quickly 
on a hot, sunny day. 

But if you have a clay pot 
you’re in love with, or a beautiful 
strawberry jar you just have to 
use, go ahead. Just keep it out of 
direct winds, if you can, and be 
sure to water it often enough to 
keep your plants from withering. 

Okay, you’ve got your con¬ 
tainer. What do you fill it with? 
mixture of potting soil. It’s 
lighter than garden earth or 
topsoil, which makes a dif¬ 
ference when you want to move 
your containers. 

There are other advantages 


to using potting soil. It’s 
sterilized, so at least your 
container garden will start out 
without bugs or weeds. Most of 
the available brands are a 
mixture of soil, peatmoss and 
vermiculite. They are designed 
to hold moisture well, and limit, 
the compaction caused by 
watering two or three times a 
day. 

The only difficulty you may 
have is keeping yourself from 
fainting at the check-out counter 
if you try to fill a large scrub 
bucket or strawberry jar with 
commercial potting soil. It 
comes in four or five pound bags, 


and while you can sometimes get 
it on sale for as low as 89 cents a 
package, it still takes an awful 
lot of packages to fill a large 
container. 

You could try making your 
own mixture. Here’s one the late 
Jim Crockett, New England’s 
own gardening expert often 
recommended: one part peat 
moss, one part garden loam, and 
one part sand. Don’t use beach 
sand. The salt will kill your 
plants. 

Crockett also recommended 
mixing in a little slow release 
fertilizer. Other experts. Mackin

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included, insist that the only way 
to feed container plantings is 
with liquid fertilizers, so they 
can be diluted. Too much fer¬ 
tilizer, they warn, is even worse 
than too little fertilizer. If a plant 
gets too little fertilizer, it might 
be a little stunted; too much, and 
its roots will be burned. 

If you’re going to use soil 
from your garden, You’ll want to 
sterilize it first. You can do that 
by baking it for five or six hours 
in a low (250 degree) oven. It 
won’t make the neighbors think 
you’ve taken up bread baking, 
but it will keep cutworms and 


other creatures of the earth out 
of your container garden. 

One last consideration. If 
your apartment balcony is very 
high, there may.not be too many 
bees to pollinate your tomatoes 
and other fruit-bearing plants. 
You can do it yourself, with a 
feather or a spray product like 
Blossom Set. There are several 
on the market. 

See how simple it all is? You 
could start this Memorial Day 
weekend - the traditional time 
to plant tomatoes in New 
England — and have your own 
little green acre by July.

cool crops like peas, lettuce, 
radishes and spinach even 
earlier than that. 

Bob Morse, a Winchester 
backyard gardener whose in¬ 
surance and estate planning 
business keep him hopping most 
of the week, got a very early 
start on his garden this year. 

“We planted lettuce, peas and 
radishes the weekend before the 
big April snowstorm, and it 
seems to have helped,” he 
laughed. He is already har¬ 
vesting radishes and lettuce 
from the garden. 

Morse is typical of many of 
the new gardeners. He had a 
little patch in his father’s garden 
when he was a boy — "just 
radishes and lettuce, but I seem 
to have a green thumb with 
lettuce.” 

Then, when he was away at 
school, in the service, and during 
his apartment days, there was no 
time or opportunity to tend a 
garden. 

"When we moved here in late 
June, 1980, it was too late to do 
much about a serious garden,” 
he recalled. They planted let¬ 
tuce, a quick crop, and already- 
established tomato plants, and 
had a fair harvest. 

The following winter, he said, 
he decided to get serious. 

"I sat there in December with 
the Burpee catalogue, dreaming 
of a garden full of vegetables 
that would grow, like magic; no 
weeds, no bugs, no work,” Morse 
said. 

"The catalogues never 
mention the bugs — they are 
THE WORST,“ he said, shaking 
his head. After unknown 
creatures nearly killed all his 
broccoli plants last summer, he 
went to Mahoney’s and bought a 
chemical bug killer recom¬ 
mended by a staff expert there. 
It did a good enough job to let the 
plants recover and produce a 
small late summer crop. Now, he 
said, he’d like to run an organic 
garden — but he keeps his bug 
remedies handy. 

Morse is also typical, ac¬ 
cording to Mahoney’s Peter 
Bruin, because he expanded his 
garden each year to include 
more space and other varieties. 

The garden now is about 45 
feet long and 8 feet deep, running 
the length of his back yard. It sits 
right in front of a back fence 
composed of lilacs and black¬ 
berry bushes. 

At the far end is his herb 
patch: dill, basil, thyme, par¬ 
sley. Next to that is his 
asparagus bed, started last year 
with one year old root stock. It 
takes up about twelve feet so the 
plants are properly spaced. 

He and a friend, George 
Parker, dug the trenches for the 
plants by hand. It took all day. "I 
tried to run a rototiller once,” 
Morse laughed. "But it didn’t 
work out very well. 

"The second year, you’re 
supposed to be able to take a 
‘light harvest’ of asparagus,” 
Morse continued. "I discovered 
that a light harvest means about 
five stalks. Besides, the stalks 
are still so skinny, I didn’t dare 
take any this year. ’ ’ 

Patience is one thing a gar¬ 
dener must develop. Radishes 
are a good crop for the impatient 
— they’re ready to eat in three 
weeks. 

Next comes a few rows of 
bush beans and beets, in- 
terplanted. The bush beans will 
produce a crop by the Fourth of 
July, and grow mostly above 
ground. The beets, which take 
longer to grow, don’t need as 
much space early in the season 
above ground. Later, when the 
beet tops need to grow larger to 
support the growing roots, the 
beans can be pulled out, their 
crop already harvested. 

The beans and beets are 
followed by a row and a ring of 
sugar snap peas, a new cross 
between Chinese snow pea pods 


and green peas. Last year, 
Morse said he chose them 
because the catalogues were "all 
raving about them.” The only 
problem, he added was that he 
didn’t grow enough of them. 

"This year’s expanded 
planting will probably fall short 
of the demand too,” he smiled. 
The peas are trellised to grow 
upwards on strings, both to save 
space and because peas yield 
more that way. 

At the near end of the garden 
is Son Robbie’s garden patch a 
collection of lettuce and radishes 
interplanted with slow-growing 
carrots that Morse’s three-year- 
old has taken over as his own. 

"He loves to water it, and he 
loves to pull the radishes, but he 
doesn’t like to eat them,” his 
proud father reported. 

At the very end of the garden 
is a row of Alpine strawberries, a 
perennial variety that bears 
very tiny, very flavorful berries. 
A few spare plants are scattered 
under the blackberry bushes, 
inherited, Morse said, from a 
gardening friend who told him 
the plants were going to him or 
going to the dump. (Black¬ 
berries, like mint, can take over 
your yard.) 

"I have three criteria for 
everything I plant,” Morse 
explained. 

"First, I have to like them,” 
he said. "So that eliminates 
green peppers, for example. 

"Second, they have to be 
relatively easy to grow, "Morse 
continued. "That eliminates a lot 
of the cabbage family, because it 
gets so many pests. Spinach, too, 
because it gets infested with a 
bug called a leaf miner. You can 
spray, and put nets over it and 
all sorts of things to make it grow 
well; but it’s so much easier to 
just pick it up at the grocer’s. 

"Third, I don’t have 
unlimited space, so it can’t be too 
space-consuming” he said. 
"That rules out corn, even 
though I love it.” 

(Note: Mahoney’s expert 

Heather Rockwell says home 
gardeners can grow as few as 12 
stalks of corn and still get a 
harvest, if they are planted in a 
box formation so they can cross- 
pollinate.) 

One thing Morse does grow, 
even though it sprawls in all 
directions, is zucchini. He 
recommends it highly to new 
gardeners as easy to grow and 
psychologically as rewarding as 
radishes. 

"Last year it got a little out of 
hand,” he laughed. "My sister- 
in-law says you don’t get credit 
for growing zucchini.” 

Clarence Borggarrd is 
another amateur farmer, 
although he’s been growing 
things all his life. He grew up on 
a farm outside Worchester, and 
says he learned early that you’ve 
never learned all there is to know 
about gardening. 

"There are a million things 
you have to know, but every year 
it’s different,” he reflected. 

"One year, you get a won¬ 
derful crop of something and you 
swear that every year from then 
on you’re going to do exactly the 
same thing and insure your 
success,” Borggaard said. "But 
every year it’s different; the 
rainfall is less, or more, or falls 
just once in a while. Or the bugs 
suddenly take over, or the batch 
of seeds you get isn’t quite the 
same. . . . I’m 82 and I haven’t 
begun to get the answers.” 

Borggaard’s garden is on a 
large plot of land behind his 
Franklin road home and 
following Winchester’s recent 
tax revaluations, he’s taken to 
calling it the most expensive 
garden on earth. Just the same, 
he planted it again this year. It’s 
good land for gardening: before 
the area was developed, it used 
to house the old Symmes farm 
orchards. 

Some years, he reported, he’s 
grown as many as 32 different 
crops in his garden. 

“But it isn’t done with 
mirrors, you know,” he added

The house looked impenetrable 
with its high front and side windows 
and strong wood doors. But what 
appeared to be a fortress to a 


layman would have been a piece of 
cake for a burglar. 

"This is your trouble spot,” said 
Richard Walsh, pointing to a 
recessed door in the rear of the 


house. Walsh is not a burglar, but. as 
assistant director of the Arlington 
auxiliary police, he has been trained 
to think like one. In tin' interest of 
crime prevention, he and several 


other auxiliary police officers have 
been taught to inspect homes, free of 
charge, and to tell residents what a 
burglar would find most attractive. 
And what to do to make their home

more burglar-proof. 

Walsh and auxiliary policemen 
Kd Johnson made such a home in¬ 
spection a few weeks ago and invited 
the press along for a few pointers on 
burgar-proofing. 

The resident who requested the 
visit owned a two-story home in an 
area already hit by several break- 
ins. Fear of crime led the 
homeowner to call the two officers 
and also to ask that his name be 
withheld from publication. 

"Every time 1 pick up the paper I 
see 10 or 12 housebreaks,” the 
homeowner told the two policemen. 
"I don’t want to be next.” 

From a security standpoint, 
doors and windows are the most 
important parts of a house. 
"Burglars want the quickest way in 
and the quickest way out," Walsh 
said. "That means that major at¬ 
tractions for burglars are low 
windows, recessed windows or 
doors, high shrubs in front of win¬ 
dows or doors and, of course, weak 
locks." 

Walsh and Johnson saw, as any 
would-be thief would see, a number 
of good places to break in to this 
particular house, one not unlike 
many others in this area. There was, 
on the side of the house, a recessed 
area with two doors and a window. 

1 liding there, burglars could break a 
lock or climb through a window 
without being seen by neighbors or 
passers-by. The house also had low 
w inflows obscured by shrubs in the 
rear. It also had a housebreaker’s 
haven woods beyond the 

backyard. An easy hiding place 
before or after a burglary. While 
shrubs did not obscure any other 


entrances, these weak spots alone 
would he sufficient to attract 
burglars who. as both officers noted, 
usually case a place before they rob 
it. 

So what is the solution? The 
homeowner had already taken some 
measures that met the two 
policemen’s approval. In the 
recessed area, the door leading to 
the basement was double and inside, 
there were pans and buckets. An 
intruder could not enter without 
difficulty or noise. On the recessed 
door leading to tin* kitchen, th • 
owner had installed a chain burglar 
alarm and lock. 'Phis cost about $1J 
and could only lie opened by turning 
a code sequence with a special ke\ 

A second alarm, Muffin i the owner's 
dog), waited for anyone who got past 
the first. 

Dogs are, in fact, good crime 
prevention tools. "Anybody has got 
to be very, very desperate to break 
into a house with a harking dog,” 
Walsh said. 

Walsh also praised th.’ 
homeowner’s and the absence of 
readily accessible tools inside or 
outside the garage. Housebreakers, 
he explained, sometime use o 
homeowner’s own tools to break in i 
these tools are not locked out of 
sight. 

To eliminate an unnecessary 
enticement for burglars, Johnson 
and Walsh recommended boarding 
up the window in the recessed area 
or installing security burs on the 
inside. The other windows in th 
house, and in particular the low ones 
in the back, should have keyed locks

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Landscaping Tips: - 

Your Yard Can Reflect Your Personlity 


Landscaping refers not only to the use of plants around the home but 
also to the complete planning of your property in order to achieve beauty 
and increase your home’s capacity for enjoyable outdoor living. The 
location of driveways, paths, patios, pools, play and utility area, etc., are 
all part of landscape planning. The proper use of plants Is an important 
part of making your property more beautiful and more useful. 

Your home’s appearance should be an expression of your own in¬ 
dividual needs and artistic perception guided by the application of certain 
planning and artistic principles. 

PRINCIPLES OF HOME LANDSCAPING 

1. Paths and driveways should be straight, direct routes unless there 
is a good reason for them to be otherswise (one good reason would be a 
steep slope). Don't overlook the possibility of placing the drive and front 
walk together so that lawn areas are not broken up. 

2. Trees should be used to frame the house and to be a background for 
it but should never block it. 

3. Play and utility areas should be located so that they do not detract 
from the home. 

4. Don't over plant — be sure you know the ultimate size of each plant 
and allow for growth. Don’t depend on heavy pruning — plant those 
shrubs that are in the right size class. 

5. Confine specimen plants to the borders of the lawn area. The 
uninterrupted lawn will give a look of spaciousness, and it’s a lot easier to 
mow. 

6. Be sure to observe scale in planting. Enormous trees can dwarf a 
small home. 

7. Balance is important in landscaping. Don’t have an area of your 


property a lot more colorful or more heavily planted than another. 

8. Everything on the property should not be of equal Interest 
create focal points or centers of interest. These focal points can be out¬ 
standing plants or pieces of tasteful statuary. 

9. Without creating a botanical collection, try to bring some contrast 
of foliage color and texture into your planting. 

10. In general, plants with fine texture are better placed in the 
forground, and coarser materials with large leaves should be used as 
background. 

11. 11. Border plantings can be used alone or in conjunction with, or in 
addition to fences to define property lines and achieve the needed privacy 
for comfortable outdoor living. 

12. In order to make people feel welcome to your home, don’t put a 
large shrub near your door. Use the larger shrubs near the corners of the 
house and gradually taper your plantings to lower shrubs near the door. 

13. In general, don’t depend on perennials, annuals, and roses in the 
front of the house as they are ineffective over most of the year. 

14. It is not always necessary to hide the whole foundation of the 
house. Ground covers alone in spaces between shrubs will tie the planting 
together. 

15. Use plants with highly colored foliage very carefully. 

16. When planting a border, don’t overlook those shrubs with out¬ 
standing winter twig coloring, branching habits, or fruit. The garden 
should be interesting throughout the year. 

17. Be sure to select shrubs and trees which will do wel. under the 
environment conditions which you will give them. For instance, 
Hemlocks and Yews do not do well in a wet situation. Consult your nur¬ 
seryman for information about shrubs that will fit your needs.

in the place of latches. A 
housebreaker, they explained, could 
easily cut through a window and slip 
open the latch. With a real lock, 
things would be much more difficult. 

All these measures could make 
the house’s vujnerable side and rear 
entrances more secure. But what 
about the front? “They could be 
through this door in ten minutes,’’ 
Walsh told the homeowner as he 
examined the front door. The front 
door lock, which the police officers 
called mediocre, had a spring latch 
to hold it closed and a small deadbolt 
latch to hold it locked. Deadbolts can 
only be opened by a key and usually 
cannot be pried open. The more 
sturdy the deadbolt, the more im¬ 
penetrable the door. That is why 
Walsh and .Johnson recommended a 
better lock with a separate deadbolt. 


The added security of such a device 
would be well worth the cost. "If you 
have valuables in the house, it pays 
to have a good lock," said Walsh. 

Another suggestion: label 

valuables with an engraving or 
invisible ink pen, both available now 
at the Arlington Police Department 
and other police departments and 
libraries in the area. Articles 
bearing an owner’s social security 
number are hard to sell and easy for 
police to spot. Television sets, 
stereos, clocks, radios and valuable 
glassware should all be marked. The 
two officers said silverware should 
be in a safety deposit box. With 
crime the way it is, it seems that you 
can own it but not really have it. 

Arlington police and other area 
police departments are distributing 
decals for homeowners which alert

crooks that valuable items in the 
house have been labeled. Placed on 
doors or windows, the small (3V6” x 
4V6” decals could be enough to make 
a burglar decide to pass up the 
labeled home. 

Also, added the police officers, if 
you meet a thief on your way to the 
bathroom in the middle of the night, 
don’t try to be John Wayne. Caught 
or confronted, a burglar will be 
desperate and therefore more likely 
to be violent. It is, however, against 
a housebreaker’s self-interest to 
attack you. Assault is a much more 
serious charge than breaking and 
entering and carries a mandatory 
jail sentence, Walsh said. Crooks 
know this. They would rather run 
than fight, so let them. The best 
thing to do Is get out of the house and 
call the police. 

A word to the wise: be alert. 
Report suspicious or unfamiliar 
individuals or vehicles cruising 
around the neighborhood. 
Preventing crime is less dramatic 
than chasing crooks down the street, 
but It is a far easier and far more 
effective way of keeping your house 
from feecomiwur. tha rYtetlm of a 
burglary. 


Protect Against Winter In Spring 


Homeowners will find that in¬ 
stalling home insulation is an easy, 
do-it-yourself project, that even the 
inexperienced handyman can ac¬ 
complish in a weekend. 

The only tools required are a 
sharp knife, a straight-edge, a ruler, 
and a pair of work gloves and safety 
glasses. Installation is simply a 
matter of measuring the area tq be 
insulated, cutting the material to fit, 
and laying it in place between the 
home’s structural framing mem¬ 
bers. 

With a little practice most 
homeowners will be surprised at 
how quickly and easily the entire 
procedure can be completed. What’s 
more, today's blanket or batt type 
insulation products, available with 
or without vapor barriers, take most 
of the guesswork out of achieving the 
proper R-value or thickness, thus 
assuring the homeowner of 
achieving exactly the thermal 
performance for which he is paying. 

First Step — Measure* 

The very first step in the in¬ 
stallation process is to measure how 


much material will be needed. This 
simply involves measuring the 
length of and width of the area to be 
insulated and multiplying these two 
dimensions to determine the square 
footage amount of material 
required. 

After the square footage has been 
calculated, the next step is to 
determine how wide the insulation 
should be. Since insulation Is usually 
installed between structural 
framing members such as joists or 
studs, the homeowner will discover 
that the space between these 
members almost always measures a 
constant (22^-inches or 14V&-inch 
depending on local building codes 
and age of the dwelling. (Studs and 
joists are installed on either 24-inch 
or 16-inch centers in virtually all 
conventional U.S. “frame" con¬ 
struction configurations.) 
Therefore, the typical home in¬ 
sulation project will require a 
material that is designated either 24- 
to 23-inches or 16- to 15-inches in 
width. 


Having determined the required 
square footage and width, the final 
step is to detemrfne whether a vapor 
barrier will be needed and the 
proper insulation thickness or R- 
value. 

If the area to be insulated already 
has some insulation, which might be 
the case with an attic, un-faced 
insulation insulation without a 
vapor barrier should be used. If 
there is no existing insulation, a 
material faced with either a kraft 
paper or aluminum foil vapor 
barrier should be installed. In either 
case, the homeowner will find that 
building material outlets carry an 
ample supply of both faced and 
unfaced material. 

' As for determining the propel* R- 
value, homeowners should check 
with their local utility or building 
materials retailer. Both of these 
sources are prepared to offer 
valuable advice in selecting the 
right R-value for the right climate 
and area of the home to be insulated.

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Soil Preparation Can Make Or Break Your Green Thumb Efforts 


Just putting in your garden? 
Here are some things to remember 
and a few to forget. 

"Soil preparation is crucial," 
warns Peter Bruin, the vegetables 
expert at Mahoney’s Rocky Ledge in 
Winchester. "Most New England 
soil is about a 5 on the Ph scale, and 
for a good garden, you want it more 
around 6.5." You add limestone to 
raise the Ph (the amount to add is 
determined by a soil test). 

You can get a soil test at 
Mahoney’s or by contacting the local 
agricultural extension service office 
in Concord for information. 

Next, look at the quality of your 


soil. Is it sandy, or composed heavily 
of clay? Both present problems, for 
moisure retention and penetrability 
for the tiny roots thet feed and an¬ 
chor your vegetables. Heather 
Rockwell, Mahoney’s hor- 
ticulturalist, suggests working in 
peat moss or compost if you have it. 

"Get your soil as fine as 
possible," she says. "The tinier the 
seeds, the finer your soil should be." 

Most gardeners recommend a 
slow release fertilizer, a 5-10-5 
combination or l5-?0-l5. 

There are two schools of thought 
on fertilizer, Bruin explains. One 
says work the fertilizer in all over 


your garden. That’s okay if it’s 
really run down or if. its been used 
for a long time and you think the 
whole garden needs reviving. 

"But on my own garden," he 
confides," 1 just work it in around 
the plants 1 want to feed." Be careful 
not to get it too close to the roots or 
on the leaves because it MU burn 
them. A rich, moist soil is the best 
possible medium for vegetables, 
says Rockwell. 

If you don’t have space for a very 
big garden, Rockwell suggests you 
consider an herb garden. Herbs are 
easy to grow, she says, if you 
remember that they are generally 


more tender than vegetables and 
dry out more easily. And, unlike 
vegetables, once they’ve dried out a 
little, it’s hard to get them to spring 
back. 

Rockwell says she also en¬ 
courages people to do their watering 
in the early morning, when the 
ground is still cool and the plants cat. 
best absorb the ’water. In the 
evening, she says, the plants are 
often so dried out that they can’t 
easily absorb it. Besides, water on

the foliage overnight can foster 
mildew and other ailments. 

When you’re transplanting 
tender plants, she cautions, give 
them a good drink of water. Then, if 
it’s a hot sunny day. prop a bushel 
basket or other open weave covering 
over the plant. It lessens the heat of 
the beating sun and gives your 
transplants a chance to settle in 
without as much struggle. 

Finally, if you’re just planting 
now, she says, vnur best bets are the 


hot weather plants: tomatoes 
peppers, eggplants. You can just 
about forget lettuce, unless you’re 
buying started plants. (Come July’s 
heat, the plants would just bolt, 
shooting up and producing flowers 
and seeds. Better, take my word.) 

And cool weather crops, like 
spinach and peas, are also out for 
I his year. But that still leaves you 
with a wide variety of plants to 
choose from, and just enough time to 
catch the gardening bug

Plan Financing in Advance 

Naturally, it’s best to pay cash 
for the job if you can afford it. But 
like the majority of people, it will 
probably be necessary to borrow the 
money. Home improvement 
projects and materials are "big 
ticket" items. That’s why it’s im¬ 


portant to select the finance plan 
that will fit your budget. You must 
choose the best plan for your 
family’s particular needs. 

Select (Qualified Assistance 

If the home iomprovement 
businessman you select is not 
qualified, you pay for his mistakes. 
To avoid the disappointment of a 
poor home remodeling job and to 
assure "getting full dollar’s worth," 
the follo.wing basic rules to follow 
are suggested: 

1. Select a businessman with an 
established place of business, 
preferably your locality. 

2. Get references of satisfied 
customers. 

3. Observe carefully how 
precisely he "sizes up" your 
proposed project. 

4. Be sure, as regards major 
projects, to have a written 
agreement. 

5. Have a thorough un¬ 
derstanding as to quality of 
materials and workmanship 
required. 

Working W ith The Contractor 

Plans If plans are required 
insist that you okay them before 
work begins. This is the time to 
make changes. 

Materials - All materials should 
be specified in the contract by brand 
names and quantity. Be certain that 
you are protected with Certification 
of Insurance covering Workmen’s 
Compensation, property damage, 
and personal liability. 

Make a Procedures List 


Have the contractor explain what human relations. 


will be removed and Installed. Check 
new materials before they are in¬ 
stalled. Expect the unexpected. No 
one can prepare you for all the 
unforeseen Incidents that may 
transpire such as: late deliveries, 
strikes, shipment shortages, wrong 
parts, oversights, rain, changes, etc. 
Tearing down a wall may uncover a 
problem that demands plan 
revisions. This starts a chain 
reaction that invariably leads to 
delays. 

Don't expect perfection. But do 
expect good work. Built-ins won't 
have a furniture-like finish unless 
you pay furniture finishing prices. If 
in doubt, ask to see a sample of the 
finish. 

Protect your belongings. Cover 
furniture and carpeting. There will 
be dirt and dust until the project is 
completed. 

Keep calm and flexible. Time 
clocking workmen builds resent¬ 
ment. Try to understand their 
problems. 

Plan ahead to do without water or 
power when workmen shut off utility 
lines. This inconvenience cannot be 
avoided. Consider the logistics in¬ 
volved in delivering, shipping and 
ordering materials. Your contractor 
is as anxious as you are to finish the 
job. Be patient and reasonable. 

Stay out of the construction area. 
This is important for safety and 
maintaining construction schedules. 

Duscuss construction changes 
only with the authorized superin¬ 
tendent or contractor. Confirm 
changes in writing. 

Win cooperation with good, basic 


quickly. 

Clarence and Margaret 
Borggaard have been gardening 
for years, and when asked what 
their favorite crop is, they're 
both momentarily stumped. 

"Well, raspberries," 
Margaret finally ventured." 
Raspberries are difficult to grow 
and we seem to do very well. I’d 
say they are our best product. I 
make a frozen raspberry jam - 
that means you don’t have to 
process it, but you store it in your 
freezer from our crop every 
year," she added, with a hint of 
pride in her voice. 

"And you can’t get rasp¬ 
berries hardly anywhere any 
more," Clarence emphasized. 

There are other crops 
Borggaard grows: peas, pep¬ 
pers, tomatoes, strawberries — 
but there are still others he’s 
given up on. 

Okra is one. Rutabagas are 
another. 

"Rutabagas are very good - 
far superior to plain old tur¬ 
nips," he said with regret. "But I 
don’t grow them anymore 
because they're more difficult, 
and require a longer growing 
season than we really have here 
in New England. 

' ‘We’re almost half-way to the 
pole here, you know - 42 degrees 
latitude," he said "So the season 
is short, and tropical plants like 
the tomatoes and peppers should 
be set where the sun rises on 
them in the morning, shines on 
them all day, and sets while it 
still strikes them. 


Ideally, a new gardener 
should have a slightly southern 
exposure where they intend to 
put their garden, Borggaard 
suggested. Rich, moist soil is 
important, too. 

But most important to new 
gardeners are lessons hard 
learned and patience. 

"You need a big tolerance for 
frustration," Clarence warned. 
"Things don’t come up, and don’t 
come up, and you won’t know 
why. So you replant, and a 
cutworm comes along and takes 
one little munch, and there goes 
your tomato. Or root maggots 
attack, or raccoons get into the 
garden ..." 

"And don’t forget the 
Mexican bean bugs and potato 
bugs," added Margaret. 

"It’s simple good sense, like 
watering more often when it’s 
hot and dry. or planting your cool 
crops, like peas and lettuce, 
early enough to harvest before 
the Fourth of July, when tlu 
sun’s rays get so hot they’ll burn 
the plants," Clarence advised. 

"And follow directions," He 
burst out. "We brought home 
seeds from our trip to Alaska 
that said l ight on the package to 
freeze them before you plant 


them, or they would not grow. 
Other plants just aren't designed 
for our climate, but people don’t 
pay attention to directions. 

"Another thing potatoes 
that have just been dug up won’t 
sprout: they need a dormant 
pel*l or I, or they’d all sprout in 
winter thaws and die out." he 
explained." So there’s a good 
reason for buying seed potatoes 
Most grocery store potatoes 
probably won't grow for you." 

Somebody asked Clarence 
Borggaard, when his taxes went 
up if he intended to give up his 
garden. Well, he hasn’t yet. even 
if his corn really is going to cost 
him eight dollars an ear, as he 
claims. 

And Bob Morse, when asked if 
his garden pays him back 
economically, just laughs 
happily and says "Absolutely 
not." Hut he isn’t about to give 
up his garden either, and hopes 
his son Robbie will pick it up 
from him the same way he did 
from his father. 

It must be like the writers of 
the musical, the Fantasticks, 
said: "Plant a radish, get a 
radish not a sauerkraut . . A 
man who has a garden is a very 
happy man."

Laundry Room Is Overlooked Amenity 


Evolution of the housing industry 
through the years has in the main 
reflected the desires and needs of 
the potential customer. As family 
living styles have changed, ar¬ 
chitects and builders have 
responded to such changes in the 
overall design of housing. Family 
rooms, work-efficient kitchens, 
energy efficiency, and improved 
storage areas represent a few of the 
changes that have evolved in 
response to changing life styles. 

Through all the changes, one 
area of the home that has been given 
little attention is the area where 
clothes are washed and dried. 

Builders can please prospective 
buyers first by including laundry 
equipment in the home, then 
establishing the most acceptable 
area for it. It could be a laundry 
center adjacent to the kitchen, or a 
"Housekeeping Room" that’s a 
combination sewing-hobby-laundry 
(venter that can be located near the 
core of the home or anyplace else 
there's room for it. 

This idea should come as no 
surprise: with the exception of 
preparing meals, doing the family 
laundry often takes more of a 
homemaker’s time than any other 
task around the house. According to 


the National Bureau of Standards, 
the average homemaker does 416 
loads of laundry a year, eight loads a 
week, so the laundry area shouldn’t 
be ignored. 

While homemakers may be 
excited about a new or remodeled 
home, they frequently don’t like the 
laundry area, causing the common 
complaint, "1 hate to do the laun¬ 
dry!" What is often really meant is 
"I hate my laundry room," 
especially if it is in a gloomy, poorly 
lighted basement. 

As the need for a better laundry 
area becomes more important- in 
new home designs and in re-cycled 


housing, there’s still a tendency to 
include only an area for a washer, 
dryer and sometimes a sink. These 
areas provided for are usually near 
the furnace, a useful but often 
unattractive device, and the water 
heater with its maze of pipes and 
wires that really ought to be behind 
dosed doors. 

The strongest advice offered to 
people involved in the design of 
laundry facilities is to plan with the 
idea in mind that laundries should be 
all-purpose areas where storage is a 
basic requirement.

On the last day of the Middlesex 
League baseball season, half of the 
teams in the league, including the 
Sachems, still had a chance to make it to 
the tournament. 

After The Star went to press, four 
games were played that would determine 
which teams — Winchester, Melrose. 
Wakefield and or Reading would join 
first place Burlington in post-season 
play. 

The Sachems, tied for second 
yesterday at 11-6 with Melrose, played 
Woburn at Winchester while Melrose 
played Wakefield, one of the two third 
place (10-7) teams breathing down the 
Sachems necks. The other third place 
team, Reading, played lowly Stoneham 
(7-10). 

“Theoretically, w'e could have half the 
teams in the league in the tournament,” 
said Sachem coach Bill Chase. “It’s 
unusual to come down to the last day of 
the season with so many teams still in 
contention. But if there is a four-way tie 
for second place, which is a real 
jwssibility, then five of the ten Middlesex 
League teams would go to the playoffs.” 

In order to qualify for the state 
tournament, a team must finish first or 
second in their league or win 70 percent 


of its games, according to Chase. 

“If we win, we are assured of a playoff 
spot,” said Chase. “If we lose to Woburn, 
then for us to make the playoffs Melrose 
would also have to lose to Wakefield, 
which is a real possibility. If we were to 
lose and Melrose were to lose while 
Reading beat Stoneham, then there 
would be a four way tie for second place 
and all four teams would be in the 
tournament. 

“So there are four possibilities,” 
continued Chase. “We could be in second 
place all by ourselves or we could be tied 
for second with one, two or three teams.” 
There is also a fifth possibility.: the 
Sachems could be out of it all together 
But the way Winchester has been playing 
lately, that doesn't seem likely 

They have won two of their last three 
games with the single loss coming in a 6-5 
heartbreaker to Melrose Friday. In that 
game, the Sachems came back gamely 
from a 5-0 deficit going into the sixth 
inning to tie it at 5-5 in the seventh only to 
lose it on an unearned run in the eighth. 

In the other two games, the Sachems 
came back Irom the Melrose disai> 
pointment to knock off Stoneham 7-4 
Tuesday with some power hitting by Paul 
White, Chuck Allard and Richie Fennell 
Simultaneously, Melrose was making the 
tourney race interesting again by losing 


to Reading. 

And earlier last week, the Sachems 
ran away from Lexington with a 5-0 lead 
in the first, relaxed a hit and then closed 
off to w in 6-4. 

In the Lexington game. Chuck Allard 
hit a massive home run “He hit the ball 
the farthest I’ve ever seen a ball hit at 
Manchester Field," said Chase, “it hit 
the junior high gym while it was still in 
the air. It was incredible; everyone just 
turned around and watched.” 

The Sachems will have to be in¬ 
credible as a team il they make it into the 
tournament. Rut that isn’t an im¬ 
possibility "We have a good, solid 
team." said Chase. “We don't have an 
ace, an overpowering pitcher a stopper 
who you can say go out and mow them 
down like Melrose and Burlington have 
That has hurt us during the season and 
our defense has been a little shakey We 
have been making three or four errors a 
game 

“We have a staff ERA of 2.5, which is 
good but not great,” continued Chase 
“Some of the other teams in contention 
have ERAs at 1 or below 

“Rut if we can hold our defense 
together, we have the strongest hitting in 
the league,” said Chase.

Errors In Medicare Forms 
Will Cause Payment Delays 


It is important that Medicare patients 
use care in claiming Medicare medical 
insurance payments because an error in 
completing the form can delay payment. 

If the patient’s doctor or supplier 
accepts assignment, he or she sends in 
the claim. Otherwise, the patient must 
complete and mail the form, "Patient’s 
Request for Medicare Payment” (Form 
1490S). One of the major causes of 
payment delay is the lack of proper 
itemized bills. 

An acceptable itemized bill must 
show all of the following information: A 
complete description of each service or 
supply received: The date each service 
or supply was received; The place each 


service or supply was received; The 
charge for each service or supply : The 
name of the doctor or supplier who 
provided each service or supply, The 
patient's name and complete health 
insurance claim number exactly as 
shown on the person’s Medicare card; 
The diagnosis, if available. 

More than one itemized bill can be 
sent with each request for payment form. 
And the hills can lie sent before or after 
they are paid.

Town Meeting Votes For 
Tough Stand In Contract Talks 


Town Meeting members voted 
Monday night to send some town em¬ 
ployees a message: the town will take a 
tougher stance in future contract 
negotiations. 

Exactly how strong a message they 
wanted to send, however, took members 
about an hour to decide. 

Following a lengthy debate Monday, 
Town Meeting rejected a proposal to cut 
$493,877, the total amount allocated for 
undistributed collective bargaining, 
from the $737,092 figure allocated for 
raises for town employees, Instead they 
reduced the $493,077 to $393,877, lowering 
the entire amount for employee raises by 
$ 100 , 000 , 

The $493,877 was budgeted to cover 
contract negotiations for teachers, food 
service workers, the town employees 
association which Is mainly public works 
employees, and the Winchester clerical 
workers which Is mainly town 
secretaries. The money can not bo spent 
without future Town Meeting approval 
and contracts for the above mentioned 
employees have not yet been negotiated, 

In moving to delete that figure, Town 


Mooting mombor Virginia Hoefling said, 
"If I were negotiating and 1 know what 
was In the pot of the poople I was 
negotiating with, 1 know what I'd ask 
for," 

Arguing against elimination of that 
figure, Selectman Chairman Alan 
Macdonald said, "These contracts are 
not negotiated on the basis of the money 
available, There are a number of things 
that come up which do not relate to ab¬ 
solute money values and It all comes 
back to Town Meeting for final approval. 

"To eliminate this money would be to 
ignore tho fact that we'll be spending it 
which is always done. We do believe this 
Is a reasonable figure for Novombor 
Town Meeting to draw upon, 

"The motion Is an extreme one which 
Ignores the fact that we'll come back to 
the November Town Meeting," he added. 

Finance Committee Chairman Frank 
Golden also did not fuvor the motion. 
"The funds must be expended In Flscul 
Year 1983 so we recommend unfavorable 
action on that amendment," he said. "We 
don't believe the information in this 
number Is overly useful to bargaining 
units. There are four bargaining units 


covered by that figure,' 

Town Meeting member Otto Schaeffer 
then recommended changing the motion 
to doloto $493,877 to one which would 
delote $100,009 from the undistributed 
collective bargaining agreements. 

"If Town Meeting ugrees that there Is 
a message to be said to tho town em¬ 
ployees, then 1 urge you to vote favorable 
action," he suld, 

Macdonald favored that motion, but 
Golden did not. 

"We do receive that message," he 
said. "We support the amendment even 
though it ties our hands because we do 
see the message. We believe it’s a fair 
figure." 

Golden recommended unfuvorublo 
action on that amendment saying that It 
would tie the hands of the selectmen and 
school committee members. 

"We'll only have to come back to 
Town Meeting and then the money will 
appear In the next year's budget," ho 
predicted. "That figure was arrived at In 
a very structured manner and II was 
even discussed whether or not It should 
go hlghor. It remains constant 
throughout the budget book." 


Report Released On Social Security Spending 


Only 1.5 percent of all the social 
security taxes collected are used to 
administer tho programs of retirement, 
survivors, and disability benefits, ac¬ 
cording to the Cambrldgo Social Security 
office. 

This Information, pertaining to 1979, 
was contained In a report recently 
published by social security's Office of 
the Actuary. 

The report also shows that ad¬ 


ministrative costs, which Include 
sulurles, renl for property and equip¬ 
ment, building operating expenses, and 
supplies, have been decreasing over the 
years both as u percentage of taxes 
collected and of benefits paid. Ad¬ 
ministrative expenses amounted to Just 
1.4 percent of benefits paid In 1979. 

In 1957, for example, administrative 
expenses amounted to 2.2 percent of 
taxes paid. Thv atih the first year that 
disability benefits were paid.

Administrative expenses were In¬ 
creased more slowly than either tax 
Income or benefits paid In spite of the 
fact that the program has grown In size 
and complexity over the yeurs. Of 
course, actuul dollar expenditures have 
Increased each year even though the 
ratios huve decreased. 

The report shows that the services 
provided by sociul security to the public 
have been getting cheaper relative to the 
costs to other services, based on the 
consumer price index. Since 1960 this 
relative cost hus decreased by about 10 
percent.
